in  governmental  affairs  of  the  State  since  1882. 
This  collection  is  absolutely  complete  so  far  as 
the  executive  branch  of  the  State  Government  is 
concerned,  and  practically  so  in  respect  to  the 
Upper  House  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  Lower 
House  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain    photo- 


graphs of  every  member,  in  any  one  year,  even, 
and  for  this  reason  we  have  been  obliged  to  omit 
from  this  volume  the  portraits  of  a  few  gentlemen 
who  were  entitled  to  the  distinction  of  a  place  in 
it  among  their  colleagues  and  fellow-citizens.  In 
spite  of  sucli  omission,  however,  the  work  will 
be  found  remarkably  complete  and  satisfactory, 
])resenting  altogether  a  very  comprehensive  ex- 
hibit of  the  active  law-making  and  law-executing 
talent  of  Connecticut  within  the  last  decade.

Hon.   HOBART   B.  BIGELOW, 

governor. 


a  native  of  Connecticut,  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  State  in  1881  and  1882,  was  born 
in  North  Haven,  May  16,  1831:.  His  niotlier 
was  Miss  Belinda  Pierpont,  a  lineal  descendant 
of  Rev.  James  Pierpont,  the  second  minister  of 
New  Haven,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  Yale 
College.  The  Bigelows  of  Connecticut  are  con- 
nected with  the  Massachusetts  family  of  that 
name,  and  have  been  noted  for  intellectual 
integrity,  sound  patriotism,  and  strict  observance 
of  moral  principle.  AVitli  the  blood  of  the  Pier- 
ponts  and  Bigelows  in  his  veins,  nothing  less  than 
success  could  have  been  expected  when  Governor 
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Bigelow  commenced  at  Guilford  the  carving  of 
his  own  fortune  in  the  world.  While  his  life  has 
been  one  of  brilliant  business  success,  it  has  also 
been  characterized  by  conscientious  religious  con- 
victions, benevolent  aims  and  purposes,  and 
untarnished  personal  lionor.  As  chief  executive 
of  the  State,  he  has  won  the  heartiest  approval 
of  the  public,  and  his  administration  commanded 
complete  confidence.  He  resides  on  Orange 
Street,  in  one  of  the  most  attractive  portions  of 
New  Haven.  His  family  consists  of  a  wife  and 
two  sons,  and  occupies  a  high  social  standing  in 
tlie  community.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 


Gen.  Wm.  H.  Bulkeley  of  Hartford,  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  Connecticut  during  the  term  of 
1881-82,  is  a  descendant  of  Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley, 
tlie  founder  of  Concord,  Mass.,  and  is  thereby 
connected  with  one  of  the  oldest  New  England 
families,  the  representatives  of  whicli  have  in- 
varibly  impressed  themselves  upon  the  moral, 
social,  and  business  life  of  the  communities  in 
which  they  have  lived.  General  William  H. 
Bulkeley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  at 
East  Haddam,  March  2,  1840.  After  acquiring 
an  education  in  the  Hartford  schools,  he  became 


connected  with  the  dry  goods  trade  in  his  native 
city  and  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  several  years 
ago  purchased  the  famous  "  Bee  Hive  "  in  Hart- 
ford, which  he  has  since  managed  with  great 
ability  and  success.  In  private  life  General 
Bulkeley  is  a  gentleman  of  superior  traits  of 
character ;  a  member  of  the  Pearl  Street  Con- 
gregational Church,  and  a  generous  contributor 
to  the  needs  of  the  poor.  From  every  point  of 
view,  he  is  a  man  of  commanding  influence,  rare 
business  ability,  and  the  strictest  personal 
integrity. 
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Hon.  CHARLES  E.  SEARLS, 


SECRETARY    OF    STATE. 


Hon.  Charles  E.  Searls  of  Thompson,  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  1881-82,  was  born  at  Pom- 
fret,  March  25,  1846,  and  gradnated  at  Yale 
College  with  honor  in  the  class  of  1868.  He 
belongs  to  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  influential 
families  in  Windham  County,  and  is  in  all 
respects  a  representative  of  the  intelligence,  cul- 
ture, and  patriotism  of  Eastern  Connecticut. 
His  father,  Edwin  C.  Searls,  died  at  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  in  1857,  having  removed  to  that  city 
during  the  early  childhood  of  his  son,  and  en- 
gaged in  business  there.  His  mother  is  a  sister  of 
the  late  Col.  Charles  Matthewson  of  Pomfret.  The 
Searlses  and  Matthewsons  have  been  among  the 
best  families  of  Windham  County  for  generations, 
and  have  taken  an  active  part  in  public  affairs. 
Immediately  after  the  decease  of  his  father, 
Mr.  Searls's  mother  returned  to  Connecticut, 
locating  at  Thompson,  where   the   family  have 


since  resided.  After  a  thorough  preparation  for 
college,  Mr.  Searls  entered  Yale  in  1864,  and 
pursued  an   academic  course  at  that  institution. 

After  graduating,  Mr.  Searls  studied  law  in 
the  office  of  Hon.  Gilbert  W.  Phillips  of  Putnam, 
and  commenced  practice  there  in  1870.  His 
ability  has  placed  him  among  the  first  members 
of  the  Windham  County  bar,  and  but  few  men 
of  his  years  have  achieved  greater  success  in 
their  profession.  In  1869  he  was  elected  Town 
Clerk  of  Thompson.  Two  years  later  he  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  House  from  that  town, 
and  again  in  1886. 

Mr.  Searls  is  a  gentleman  of  superior  culture 
and  ability,  correct  and  methodical  in  his  busi- 
ness and  professional  duties,  and  of  the  strictest 
personal  integrity.  He  has  acceptably  tilled 
every  public  position  in  which  he  has  been 
called  to  serve. 
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Hon.  JAMES  D.  SMITH, 


TKEASURER. 


Hon.  James  D.  Smith  of  Stamford,  State 
Treasurer  in  1882,  was  ajipointed  by  Governor 
Bijreliiw,  January  3d,  tillino;  the  vacanc}'  caused 
by  tlie  death  of  Hon.  David  P.  Nichols  of 
Danl)ur3',  who  was  elected  Treasurer  by  the 
Re})ul)licans  in  November,  1880.  The  appoint- 
ment devolved  upon  Governor  Bigelow  under  tlie 
statute,  and  was  made  with  judicious  regard  for 
the  public  interests.  Treasurer  Smitli's  eminent 
fitness  for  the  position  was  lieartilj'  recognized 
throughout  the  State,  and  tlie  appointment 
met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats.  It  was  fitting  tliat  Mr. 
Nichols's  successor  should  be  chosen  from  Fair- 
field Countv,  and  in  selecting;  Mr.  Smith  a  hish 
compliment  was  paid  by  Governor  Bigelow  to 
the  young  Republicans  of  that  section.  Treas- 
urer Smith  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  the 
previous  year  from  Stamford,  and  won  the  fullest 


confidence  and  esteem  of  his  associates.  While 
not  an  active  participant  in  debate,  his  influence 
upon  the  legislation  of  the  session  was  often  felt, 
and  was  always  wholesome  in  its  eflTect.  His 
views  were  sound  and  could  be  safely  followed  at 
all  times.  He  is  one  of  the  ablest  business  men 
and  financiers  in  Connecticut,  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Wall  Street  firm  of  Jameson,  Smith  & 
Cottiu";,  with  which  he  has  been  associated  for 
upwards  of  sixteen  years.  Mr.  Smith  has 
always  been  an  ardent  Republican,  and  is  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  party's  best  impulses  and  pur- 
poses. He  is  a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  hav- 
ing been  born  at  Exeter  in  that  State,  and  is 
upwards  of  50  years  of  age.  He  prepared  for 
Yale  College,  but  instead  of  entering  that  insti- 
tution, finally  decided  on  a  business  life,  and  has 
achieved  exceptional  success  in  it. 
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Hon.  WHEELOCK  T.  BATCHELLER, 


COMPTROLLER 


Hex.  Wheelock  T.  Batcheller  of  West 
Winsted,  State  Comptroller  in  1881-82,  and  four 
years  later  Senator  from  the  Eigliteentli  District, 
was  born  in  Manchester,  February  18,  1840,  and 
educated  in  the  common  schools  and  the  Claverack 
(N.  Y.)  Institute.  He  entered  the  business  of 
scythe  manufacturing,  founded  by  his  maternal 
grandfather,  who  settled  in  TVinsted  in  1817. 
"While  thus  engaged  the  Rebellion  broke  out,  and 
he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  Second  C.  Y.,  —  Col- 
onel Terry's  regiment  —  and  went  to  the  front 
as  First  Lieutenant.  He  participated  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run,  and  upon  his  return  from  a 
three-months'  enlistment  assisted  in  organizing 
the  Twenty-eighth  C.  V.,  going  out  as  Lieutenant- 


He  commanded  the  regiment  at  Port 


Colonel. 

Hudson.  He  was  afterward  in  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General's department  of  General  Sherman's 
army,  and  had  charge  of  important  railroads  in 
Georgia  and  North  Carolina  from  Johnston's 
surrender  to  the  official  close  of  the  war.  In 
1867  he  resumed  the  manufacture  of  scythes, 
and  in  1879  was  elected  Representative  with- 
out solicitation  and  by  a  liandsome  majorit}'. 
He  was  House  Chairman  of  the  Military  Com- 
mittee. He  was  a  charter  member  of  Palmer 
Post  G.  A.  R.,  and  has  been  Quartermaster  of 
the  Department  of  Connecticut,  and  an  aide  on 
the  Department  Commander's  staff.  He  is  now 
President  of  the  George  Dudle}'  &  Son  Company. 
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Gen.  GEORGE  M.  HARMON, 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL  IN  1881-82, 

Was  a  member  of  the  First  Connecticut  Heavy 
Artillery  during  the  war,  serving  in  the  Virginia 
and  Maryland  Campaigns.  He  was  commissioned 
Second  Lieutenant  of  Company  F,  Fourth  Con- 
necticut Infantry,  afterwards  organized  as  the 
First  Artillery,  in  Ma}',  1861,  and  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant  October  26th, 
also  in  that  year.  March  24,  1862,  he  was 
appointed  Captain,  and  proved  an  able  and  effi- 
cient officer.  General  Harmon  is  a  resident  of 
New  Haven,  and  is  a  prominent  business  man  in 
that  city,  being  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Foy  & 
Harmon,  extensive  corset  manufacturers. 


Gen.  ALEXANDER  HARBISON, 

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL  IN  1881-82, 

Has  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  Republican 
politics  in  Hartford  for  a  number  of  years,  having 
held  various  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility 
in  his  party.  For  four  years  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  was  president  of 
that  body  during  the  administration  of  Mayor 
Robinson.  He  was  connected  with  the  Board 
when  the  Trinity  College  grounds  were  purchased 
for  the  site  of  the  State  Capitol,  and  exerted  a 
decided  influence  in  the  transaction.  General 
Harbison  has  been  a  member  of  the  Republican 
State  Central  Committee,  and  was,  also,  for  sev- 
eral years  chairman  of  the  Republican  Town 
Committee  of  Hartford.  For  five  years  he  Avas 
president  of  the  Connecticut  Stock  Breeders' 
Association,  and  secretary  for  four,  having  thus 
been  connected  with  the  organization  officially 
since  it  was  incorj)orated.  General  Harbison 
was  born  at  Armagh,  Ireland,  March  31,  1842. 
Since  1849  he  has  resided  at  Hartford.  He  was 
educated  at  the  High  School,  and  has  been  in 
successful  business  here  for  many  years. 


Gen.  FREDERICK  E.  CAMP, 

PATMASTER-GENERAL  IN  1881-82, 

Of  Middletown,  was  a  member  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Connecticut,  enlisting  in  1862.     He  was 


promoted  to  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and 
was  mustered  out  with  his  command  in  1863, 
after  thirteen  months  of  service.  Soon  afterwards 
he  received  the  appointment  of  Captain  in  the 
Twenty-ninth   Connecticut,  and   in   November, 

1864,  was  promoted  to  rank  of  Major.  January 
1,  1865,  he  was  made  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  U.  S.  C.  T.,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  the  muster  out  of  his  command  in 

1865.  He  was  appointed  Adjutant-General  in 
1887,  on  the  stafi'  of  Governor  Lounsbury. 


Gen.  GEORGE  H.  FORD, 

COMMISSARY-GENERAL  IN  1881-82, 

Is  a  prominent  citizen  of  New  Haven,  where  he 
is  engaged  in  the  jewelry  business,  his  establish- 
ment being  one  of  the  largest  and  best  appointed 
in  New  England.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
New  Haven  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  is  one 
of  the  directors  of  the  Grilley  Company.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Young  Men's  Institute  at  New  Haven,  Chairman 
of  the  donation  committee  of  the  Orphan  Asylum, 
and  takes  an  active  interest  in  all  public  matters 
involving  the  welfare  of  his  city.  General  Ford 
is  a  man  of  marked  executive  ability,  and  occu- 
pies a  leading  business  position  at  New  Haven. 


Gen.  JAMES  G.  GREGORY, 

SURGEON-GENERAL  IN  1881-S2, 

Of  Norwalk,  was  a  member  of  the  General  As- 
sembly from  that  town  in  1879,  and  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 
Dr.  Gregory  was  born  at  Norwalk,  and  is  thirty- 
eight  years  of  age.  He  graduated  from  Yale 
College  in  the  class  of  1865,  and  from  the  New 
York  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1868. 
He  was  connected  with  the  medical  staft"  at  the 
Brooklyn  City  Hospital  for  two  years.  In  1870 
he  returned  to  Norwalk,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  He  has  taken  an  active  part  in  Educa- 
tional interests,  and  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  his 
fellow  townsmen. 
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Col.  WILLIAM   E.  BARKOWS 

Of  Willitn antic,  Aid-de-camp  in  1881-82,  was  a 
member  of  tlie  Nineteenth  Massachusetts  regi- 
ment during  the  war,  and  was  on  staff  ser- 
vice in  the  Second  Corps,  winning  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  his  superiors  as  a  gallant 
and  meritorious  officer.  He  is  a  man  of  excep- 
tional executive  ability,  possesses  the  highest 
business  qualifications,  and  has  made  his  way  to 
a  foremost  place  among  the  active  and  successful 
men  of  the  State. 


CoL.  WILLIAM   B.  RUDD, 

Aid-de-eamp  in  1881-82,  was  born  in  Fredonia, 
N.  Y.,  August  IT,  1838.  He  received  a  common 
school  education  iintil  sixteen,  when  he  began  his 
business  life,  first  with  his  brother,  Edward  P. 
Rudd,  of  the  firm  of  Budd  &  Carleton,  book 
publishers.  New  York  city,  later  continuing  in 
the  same  business  in  Lyons,  N.  Y.,  acting  also 
for  several  years  as  agent  for  the  American  Ex- 
press Co.  Was  married  in  June,  1865,  to  Maria 
C.  Holley,  daughter  of  ex-Go  v.  A.  H.  Holley  of 
Lakeville,  Conn.,  and  became  connected  with 
the  "  Holley  Manufacturing  Co."  of  Lakeville 
on  removing  to  that  place  in  the  spring  of  1866; 
from  the  first  has  been  its  Secretary,  still  holding 
that  position  as  well  as  Agent,  and  is  one  of  the 
Directors  and  largest  stockholders.  He  has  been 
a  Republican  since  the  formation  of  the  party, 
his  first  Presidential  vote  being  cast  for  Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Col.  CHARLES  A.  RUSSELL, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1881-82,  is  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Sabin  L.  Sayles  &  Co.,  woolen  manufacturers 
at  Dayville,  in  the  town  of  Killingly.  He  was 
born  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  March  2,  1852,  and 
prepared  for  college  under  Rev.  ILarris  R. 
Greene.  In  the  spring  of  1879  he  married  Miss 
Ella  Frances  Sayles,  daughter  of  Hon.  Sabin  L. 
Sayles,  and  removed  to  Killingly  where  his  polit- 
ical career  began,  as  will  be  seen  further  on  in 
this  volume. 


CoL.  FRANK  L.  BIGELOW, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1882,  is  the  oldest  son  of  Gov- 
ernor Bigelow,  and  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  staff'  in  the  fall  of  1881,  succeeding  Colonel 
Rutherford  Trowbridge  of  New  Haven.  He  was 
born  at  New  Haven,  September  21,  1862,  and 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Hopkins  Grammar 
School  in  that  city.  He  graduated  at  the  Shef- 
field Scientific  school  in  the  class  of  1881,  and 
traveled  extensively  through  Europe.  Colonel 
Bigelow  is  associated  with  the  establishment  of 
H.  B.  Bigelow  &  Co.  at  New  Haven. 


CoL.  SIMEON  J.  FOX, 

Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  1881-82,  was 
originally  appointed  May  10,  1869,  under  the 
administration  of  Governor  Jewell,  and  has  since 
remained  in  the  Adjutant-General's  office.  He 
is  an  efficient  organizer,  and  no  inconsiderable 
share  of  the  progress  attained  by  the  National 
Guard  in  the  State  during  the  past  twelve  years 
has  been  due  to  his  influence.  Colonel  Fox  was 
a  member  of  the  New  Haven  Grays,  and  also 
held  the  position  of  Quartermaster  in  the  Second 
Regiment  previous  to  his  appointment. 


CoL.  HENRY  C.  MORGAN, 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General  in  1881-82,  was 
born  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  December  30,  1842, 
and  was  educated  at  the  Brooklyn  Polytechnic 
and  Collegiate  Institute.  He  resided  at  Brook- 
lyn and  at  Irvington,  N.  Y.,  until  1861,  when  he 
entered  the  United  States  military  service,  re- 
ceiving the  appointment  of  First  Lieutenant  in 
the  Twelfth  Infantry,  May  14th.  He  remained  in 
active  service  through  the  war,  being  several 
times  promoted  for  gallantry,  and  suftering  the 
loss  of  his  left  leg  at  the  battle  of  the  Wilder- 
ness, May  4,  1864.  His  final  retirement  was  in 
accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress.  Lieutenant 
Morgan  is  a  gentleman  of  pleasing  address,  and 
one  of  the  ablest  officers  in  the  service  of  the 
National  Guard.     His  home  is  in  Hartford. 
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Hon.  THOMAS  M.  WALLER, 


GOVERNOR  1883-84. 


Mr.  Waller  was  born  in  New  York  in  1840. 
Both  his  mother  and  his  father,  and  his  only 
brother,  who  was  his  junior,  died  before  he  was 
nine  years  old,  and  he  found  himself  alone  in  a 
great  city.  Obtaining  some  assistance,  he  was 
able  to  buy  newspapers  to  begin  the  life  of  a 
newsboy. 

He  gave  up  selling  papers  to  go  to  sea,  and 
was  employed  on  several  fishing  vessels  as  cabin- 
boy  and  cook's  mate,  imtil,  in  1849,  he  had  made 
arrangements  to  ship  to  California  on  the  "  Mount 
Yernon,"  from  New  London.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  the  late  Robert  K.  Waller,  of  New 
l^ondon,  found  the  lad,  and,  becoming  interested 
in  him,  adopted  him.  He  was  treated  with  all 
the  consideration  of  an  own  son,  and  in  after 
years  was  able  to  show  a  son's  kindness  to  those 
who  had  protected  him.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  New  London,  and  was  graduated  at 
the  Bartlett  High  School  with  honors.  In  1861 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  very  soon  en- 


tered actively  into  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
and  from  that  day  has  successively  filled  honora- 
ble public  positions,  and  continually  become 
more  and  more  favorably  known  to  the  people  of 
the  State.  In  1867,  1868,  1872,  and  1876  he 
was  elected  to  the  lower  branch  of  the  legislature 
from  New  London,  and  in  the  latter  year  was 
Speaker  of  the  House.  In  1870  he  was  chosen 
Secretary  of  State  on  the  Democratic  ticket.  In 
1873  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  New  London.  In 
1875  he  was  chosen  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
and  Superior  Courts  to  be  State's  Attorney  for 
New  London  County,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his 
election  as  Governor  he  held  that  position. 

As  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  Mr.  Wal- 
ler commanded  the  respect  of  the  people  by  his 
unswerving  devotion  to  all  State  and  public  in- 
terests. In  April,  1885,  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Cleveland  U.  S.  Consul-General  to 
England,  a  position  which  he  still  retains. 
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Hon.  GEORGE  G.  SUMNER, 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR  1883-84, 


"Was  born  January  14,  1841,  in  the  north  part 
of  tlie  society  of  Gilead,  in  the  town  of  Hebron. 
In  1852  the  family  moved  to  Bolton,  and  has 
lived  there  since.  George,  the  son,  attended  the 
district  school,  and  afterwards  went  to  Williston 
Seminary,  at  East  Hampton,  ]\Iass.,  and  fitted 
for  college ;  bnt  his  purpose  of  obtaining  a  uni- 
versity education  was  defeated  by  impaired  health, 
and  with  the  good  mental  equipment  which  he 
had  obtained  he  returned  to  the  farm  in  Bolton. 
In  1864  he  began  the  study  of  law  with  Hon. 
David  S.  Calhoun,  and  afterwards  entered  the 
law  ofiice  of  Waldo  &  Hyde,  and  in  1866  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  In  1867  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  tlie  Legislature  from  Bolton. 
In  the  same  j'ear  Mr.  Sunmer  established  his  res- 
idence in  Hartford.     He  was  City  Attorney  for 


one  term,  Associate  Judge  of  the  City  Court,  and 
Police  Commissioner  for  three  3'ears,  and  Recor- 
der of  the  City  Court  for  four  years.  In  the 
spring  of  1878  he  was  nominated  by  the  Demo- 
cratic party  as  a  candidate  for  Mayor,  and  elected. 
He  was  chosen  Lieutenant-Governor  in  the  fall 
of  1882,  and  performed  the  duties  of  the  office 
with  marked  ability  and  success.  He  was  a  Sen- 
ator from  the  First  District  in  1887. 

Mr.  Sumner  is  a  man  of  most  kindly  disposi- 
tion, of  generous  impulses,  a  true  and  manly 
friend,  broad  in  his  sympathies,  and  fair  in  his 
judgment.  AVhile  consistently  a  party  man,  yet 
he  is  so  broad  in  his  views,  and  so  tolerant  of  the 
convictions  of  those  who  entertain  opposing 
opinions,  that  party  lines  furnish  no  measure  of 
the  esteem  in  which  he  is  popularly  held. 
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Hon.  DAVID  WARD  NOETHEOP, 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE  1883-&4, 


Of  Middletown,  was  born  in  tlie  town  of  Sher- 
man, Conn.,  February  19,  18-ii,  and  is  of  Scotch 
descent,  the  family  being  among  the  best  citizens 
in  the  western  part  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Northrop  spent  his  early  life  on  a  farm, 
and  attended  the  district  school.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  Amenia  Seminary,  in  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.  After  finishing  his  academic  ed- 
ucation, he  entered  Wesleyan  University,  in  the 
class  of  '68,  graduating  with  honors  in  that  year. 
For  a  year  after  graduating,  he  taught  languages 
in  the  Fort  Edward  Institute,  N.  Y..  at  the  same 
time  reading  law.  He  then  entered  the  Albany 
Law  School  and  completed  the  course  there  in 
1870.  In  the  fall  of  1870  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  this  State  in  Middlesex  County,  settled 
down   in    Middletown    and   has  remained  there 


ever  since.  In  1873  Mr.  Northrop  was  elected 
Judge  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  Middletown, 
and  served  in  that  position  faithfully  and  honora- 
bly until  1881,  when  he  declined  to  be  a  candidate 
for  re-election.  In  1871  Judge  Northrop  was 
elected  to  the  General  Assembly,  was  again 
elected  in  1881  and  in  1882,  and  proved  a  valua- 
ble member  of  it.  On  the  floor  of  the  House  he 
was  the  recognized  leader  on  the  part  of  the 
Democrats,  and  well  earned  the  title. 

Mr.  Northrop's  advancement  to  office  since  he 
graduated  from  college  in  1868  has  been  rapid, 
and  shows  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  among 
all  classes  of  citizens  in  the  community  where  he 
resides.  He  has  always  been  faithful  to  all  his 
duties,  and  honest  and  honorable  in  their  dis- 
charge. 
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Hon.  ALFRED  R.  GOODRICH, 

TREASURER  1883-84. 


He  was  born  at  Gill,  Mass.,  and  was  educated 
at  the  Deerfield  Academy.  Subsequently  he 
became  an  associate  teacher  and  principal  in  the 
institution.  In  1843  he  commenced  the  study  of 
medicine  under  the  instruction  of  the  late  Alden 
Skinner,  M.D.,  and  graduated  in  1846  with  dis- 
tinction from  the  Berkshire  Medical  College.  He 
practiced  for  some  time  in  New  York  C»ty,  and 
remained  there  during  the  terrible  epidemic  of 
ship  fever.  Dr.  Goodrich  was  himself  prostrated 
by  the  disorder,  but  finally  recovered  from  the 
attack.  After  his  restoration  to  health  he  went 
to  Vernon,  and  has  since  been  engaged  in  his 
profession  there,  entering  also  into  mercantile  and 
manufacturing  interests.  In  1870  Dr.  Goodrich 
was  elected  as   the  first  Democratic  Representa- 


tive from  his  town,  receiving,  as  he  has  invariably 
done  when  a  candidate  for  public  otfice,  a  very 
flattering  vote  from  his  political  opponents.  Dr. 
Goodrich  was  elected  State  Comptroller  in  1873, 
and  was  re-elected  for  the  three  succeeding  terms, 
discharging  the  duties  of  the  ofiice  with  fidelity 
and  honor.  Since  1874  he  has  been  President  of 
the  Mutual  Benefit  Life  Company  of  Hartford, 
which  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1869. 
In  1879  Dr.  Goodrich  was  elected  President  of 
the  Connecticut  State  Medical  Society,  but  he 
declined  a  re-election.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  Dr.  Goodrich 
married  Charlotte  Dobson,  daughter  of  the  late 
Hon.  Peter  Dobson,  the  founder  of  cotton  man- 
ufacturino;  interests  in  Yernon. 
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Gen.  frank  D.  SLOAT, 


COMPTROLLER  1883-84. 


Gen.  Frank  D.  Sloat  of  New  Haven,  was 
born  at  Fislikill,  N.  Y.,  September  28,  1835. 
His  father  was  by  occupation  a  farmer.  The 
family  moved  to  Putnam  County,  N.  T.,  when 
General  Sloat  was  quite  young,  and  there  his  boy- 
hood life  was  spent,  attending  the  district  school 
winters  and  working  for  his  father  and  others  at 
farm  work  during  the  summer,  until  he  was 
nearly  seventeen  years  old,  when  he  became  a 
clerk  in  a  country  store.  After  a  few  years  of 
clerkship  he  became  identified  with  the  New 
York  Steam  Heating  Company  as  salesman.  He 
continued  in  this  position  two  years,  and  was 
then  invited,  in  1859,  to  become  the  manager  of 
the  company's  manufactory,  located  at  New 
Haven,  Conn. 


With  the  exception  of  a  year  or  two,  General 
Sloat  has  resided  in  New  Haven.  The  exception 
was  a  residence  in  Middletown,  where  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  that 
city  by  a  flattering  majority,  and  in  which  city 
he  has  many  warm-hearted  friends. 

General  Sloat  has  had  considerable  experience 
in  State  aflairs,  having  served  on  Governor  An- 
drews' staff  as  Paymaster-General,  and  under 
Governor  Bigelow  as  Quai-termaster-General,  to 
which  position  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy caused  b}'  the  resignation  of  General  Har- 
bison. His  election  as  Comptroller  was  some- 
thing unique  in  Connecticut  politics,  as  he  was 
the  only  Republican  elected,  all  the  other  State 
ofiicers  beina'  Democrats. 
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Gen.  DARIUS  N.  COUCH, 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL  1883-84, 

Was  born  in  Putnam  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1822. 
In  1842  he  entered  tlie  United  States  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point,  and  graduated  there- 
from in  tlie  class  of  1846.  During  the  Mexican 
war  he  served  in  General  WooFs  army,  and  in 
February,  1847,  was  brevetted  First  Lieutenant 
for  p-allant  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista. 

When  the  war  of  the  rebellion  broke  out,  Gen- 
eral Couch  raised  the  Seventh  Massachusetts 
regiment,  was  appointed  its  Colonel,  and  took 
the  command  to  Washington  in  July,  1861.  He 
soon  achieved  distinction,  and  was  appointed 
Brigadier-General,  May  17,  1861. 

On  July  4,  1862,  General  Couch  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Major-General  of  Volunteers.  He 
was  in  numerous  prominent  battles  of  the  war, 
and  finally  resigned  on  June  7,1865.  -In  1871 
he  removed  to  Noi'walk,  and  has  since  resided 
thei'e. 


Gen.  THOMAS  McMANUS, 

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL  1883-84, 

Of  Hartford,  is  a  prominent  resident  of  that 
city,  and  has  been  in  active  political  and  military 
life  since  1860.  General  McManus  was  born  in 
Hartford,  January  20, 1834.  His  parents  removed 
here  from  the  County  of  Fermaugh  in  Ireland  in 
1830,  and  settled  at  Hartford,  where  they  resided 
permanently  thereafter.  He  studied  law  with 
the  old  firm  of  Eaton  &  Collier,  and  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  January  20,  1864.  In  1866  and 
1867  he  was  Judge  of  the  Hartford  City  Court, 
and  in  1875  and  1876  he  occupied  the  Judgeship 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Hartford 
County.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Council  of  Hartford  from  1865  to  1869 
inclusive.  In  1878  he  was  elected  by  the  Demo- 
crats of  Plartford  as  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  His  career  has  been  one  of 
honor  and  credit  in  all  the  positions  which  he 
has  occupied. 

Gen.  JAMES  B.  COIT, 

PAYMASTER-GENERAL  18S3-84, 

Of  Norwich,  is  one  of  the  New  England  family 
of  that  name  which  settled  in  Massachusetts  in 
1635,  and  in  New  London  in  1650. 

General   Coit  received    his   education    in    the 
public  and  private  schools   of  Norwich,  at  the 


Canandaigua  Academy,  N.  Y.,  and  at  Phillips 
Academy,  Andover,  Mass.  He  read  law  in  the 
offices  of  Judge  Crowell  and  Hon.  Henry  B. 
Payne,  at  Cleveland,  O.,  and  was  admitted  to 
practice  on  attaining  his  majority.  In  1865  he 
opened  an  office  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  built 
up  a  large  and  lucrative  practice.  Subsequently 
he  removed  his  office  to  his  native  city.  He  was 
aj)pointed  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  Conn., 
on  the  Staff  of  Governor  English,  August  3, 1868. 
In  1870  he  was  the  first  Judge  chosen  by  the 
Legislature,  of  the  Norwich  Police  Court,  and  in 
1874  the  first  Judge  of  the  Norwich  City  Court. 
General  Coit  was  one  of  the  founders  of  "  The 
Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,"  and  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Grand  Army. 


Gen.  FRANCIS  A.  MARDEN, 

COMMISSARY-GENERAL  1883-84, 

Was  born  at  West  Windham,  N.  H.,  January  19, 
1840,  attended  the  common  school,  and  was 
fitted  for  college  at  Phillips's  Exeter  and  Ando- 
ver Academy ;  after  which  he  entered  Harvard 
University,  and  was  graduated  in  1863,  taking 
the  degree  of  M.A.  in  1865,  He  taught  school 
at  Stamford,  Conn.,  from  1863  to  1864,  and 
studied  law  at  Harvard  Law  School  1864  to  1865, 
and  in  October,  1865,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
New  York  City.  In  1866  he  was  married  in 
Stamford,  since  which  time  he  has  been  a  resi- 
dent of  Stamford,  practicing  his  profession  in 
New  York  City.  He  was  a  Representative  in  the 
Assembly  in  1876,  and  again  a  member  in  1878. 


Gen.  EVELYN  L.  BISSELL, 

SURGEON-GENERAL  1883-84, 

Son  of  Major  Lyman  Bissell,  U.  S.  A.,  was  born 
in  Litchfield,  September  10,  1836.  In  youth  he 
loved  military  studies,  and  endeavored  to  enter 
West  Point  Academy  as  a  cadet,  but  was  found 
lacking  in  physical  requirements.  He  was  after- 
ward a  pupil  at  General  William  H.  Russell's 
military  school  in  New  Haven,  and  graduated 
from  the  medical  department  of  Yale  College  in 
1860.  He  joined  the  U.  S.  military  service  in 
1862  as  Surgeon,  and  participated  in  many  im- 
portant battles.  Since  1876  he  has  been  a  prac- 
ticing physician  and  surgeon  in  New  Haven. 
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Col.  NOKRIS  G.  OSBORN, 

Senior  Aid  on  the  staiF  of  Governor  Waller  in 
1883-84,  was  born  in  New  Haven,  April  17, 
1858.  He  is  the  third  son  of  the  late  Minott  A. 
Osborn,  editor  and  publisher  of  the  New  Haven 
Register  for  many  years.  Colonel  Osborn  has 
been  for  some  time  the  editorial  manager  and  is 
now  chief  editor  of  the  Register,  preferring  the 
labors  and  rewards  of  the  career  of  a  journalist  to 
those  attainable  in  other  pursuits.  He  is  public- 
spirited  and  earnest  in  matters  affecting  the 
common  welfare,  and  his  appointment  gave 
pleasure  to  the  large  number  of  military  men  in 
his  native  city. 


CoL.  WILLIAM  N.  WOODRUFF, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1883-84,  is  a  contractor  at  the 
Pratt  &  Whitney  Company's  works  in  Hartford, 
where  he  possesses  the  cordial  support  and  con- 
fidence of  his  associates.  Colonel  Woodi'uff  was 
born  at  Orange,  N.  J.,  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  at  Newark  and  the  Flushing 
Institute  at  Flushing,  L.  I.  In  1861  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  ex-Gov- 
ernor Pennington  of  New  Jersey,  located  at 
Newark,  but  after  one  year's  experience  he 
abandoned  the  project  as  unsuited  to  his  tempera- 
ment and  tastes.  Soon  afterwards  he  appren- 
ticed himself  to  the  machinist  trade,  entering^  the 
employ  of  the  Pratt  &  Whitney  Company  of 
Hartford.  He  now  has  the  largest  number  of 
workmen  under  him  of  any  contractor  there,  and 
is  universally  honored  for  his  upright  and  manly 
dealings  with  those  connected  with  him. 


CoL.  LUKE  iM.  HEEREY, 

Aid-de-canip  in  1883-84,  resides  at  Versailles,  in 
New  London  County.  He  was  born  in  Ireland, 
and  is  forty  years  of  age.  His  family  settled  in 
Hinsdale,  Mass.,  in  the  vear  1858.  At  the  a^e 
of  twelve  he  went  to  work  in  the  woolen  mills  at 


Hinsdale,  and  rose  through  the  different  grades 
of  employment  to  the  superintendency,  until 
now  he  is  said  to  be  the  largest  individual  woolen 
manufacturer  in  New  England. 


CoL.  GEORGE  D.  POST, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1883-84,  of  Putnam,  was  born  in 
Hebron,  January  25, 1855.  In  his  infancy  his  par- 
ents removed  to  Andover,  where  they  now  reside. 
Col.  Post  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  of 
Andover  and  at  the  Natchaug  High  School  in 
Willimantic.  In  the  spring  of  1877  he  com- 
menced business  in  Putnam,  where  he  still 
remains. 


EDWARD  M.  GRAVES, 

Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  1884,  was  born  in 
Dublin,  April  2,  1848,  and  came  to  this  country 
in  his  infancy.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
and  private  schools  of  Brooklyn,  N.  T.,  and  by 
special  instruction  in  Montreal  and  New  Haven. 
On  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  in  1861, 
though  but  thirteen  years  old,  he  enlisted  as  a 
drummer  boy,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  1863,  he 
entered  service  in  the  famous  first  New  York 
(Lincoln)  cavalry.  After  being  honorably  dis- 
charged at  the  close  of  the  war,  Colonel  Graves 
entered  into  mercantile  pursuits  at  Hartford,  but 
subsequently  abandoned  these  to  enter  journalism. 


LiEUT.-CoL.  JABEZ  L.  WOODBRIDGE, 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General  in  1883-84, 
was  born  at  Manchester,  March  4,  1839,  and 
received  an  academic  education.  He  has  mainly 
followed  mercantile  pursuits.  He  has  been 
activel}'  connected  with  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  for  several  years,  occupying  the  position 
of  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  on  the  staff  of 
Colonel  Barbour  of  the  First  Regiment. 
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Hon.  henry  B.  HAIIRIS(3N, 

GOVERNOR  1885-86. 


Henry  Baldwin  Harrison  was  born  at  New 
Haven,  September  11,  1821.  He  studied  at  John 
E.  Lovell's  Lancasterian  school  in  New  Haven, 
fitted  himself  for  the  profession,  and  began 
practice  with  Lucius  G.  Peck.  In  1854  he  was 
nominated  by  the  Wliigs  for  Senator  in  tlie 
Fourth  District  and  elected  by  a  vote  of  2,597, 
against  1,718  for  Charles  Atwater.  Jr.,  Demo- 
crat. In  the  winter  of  '55-'56,  Mr.  Harrison 
was  among  the  handful  of  men  who  organized 
the  Republican  party  in  this  State,  and  became 
its  candidate  for  Lieutenant-Governor  in  the 
spring  of  1856.  Gideon  Welles  of  Hartford, 
was   the  nominee  for  Governor.     Mr.  Harrison 


received  6,921  votes.  The  infant  party  had  no 
hope  of  victory  that  year.  In  1865  he  was 
chosen  Representative  from  New  Haven,  again 
in  1873,  and  again  in  1883,  and  for  the  last 
session  was  chosen  speaker.  In  1884  he  was 
elected  to  the  gubernatorial  office,  which  he 
filled  with  credit. 

As  a  public  speaker,  Mr.  Harrison  holds  his 
audience  from  first  to  last  with  couvincino;  facts 
and  deductions.  He  has  no  tricks  of  rhetoric  or 
of  manner,  but  is  soundly  argumentative  through- 
out. These  qualities  place  him  beside  many  of 
the  great  publicists  who  have  deeply  aifected  the 
popular  will. 
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Hon.  LOERIN  A.  COOKE, 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR  1885-86. 


Hon.  Loerin  A.  Cooke  of  Barkliamsted,  was 
born  among  the  Berkshire  Hills,  in  New  Marl- 
boro, Mass.,  April  6,  1S31.  He  was  educated  in 
common  schools  and  at  Norfolk  Academy.  In 
his  early  manhood  he  taught  school  in  the  winter 
and  worked  on  the  farm  in  the  summer.  His 
political  life  began  in  1856,  when  at  the  age  of 
25  he  became  a  member  of  the  Plouse  of  Repre- 
sentatives from  Colebrook.  An  enthusiastic, 
conscientious  young  Republican,  in  those  form- 
ing days  of  the  party  when  Knownothingism 
controlled  the  State,  he  held  to  his  convictions 
and  voted  for  Francis  Gillette  and  against  James 
Dixon  for  United  States  Senator  until  the  very 
last. 

As  candidate  for  Senator  in  the  Fifteenth 
District  in  1875,  he  was  defeated  with  the  whole 
ticket,  receiving,  however,  a  very  flattering  vote 
in  his  own  town.  In  the  reconstructed  Eight- 
eentli  District  he  received  in  1881  a  majority  of 
328, —  twenty-three  ahead  of  the  majority  in  the 
previous  presidential  year,  carrying  every  town 
except  Colebrook.  His  senatorial  record  was  so 
satisfactory  that  he  was  again  placed  in  nomina- 


tion in  1882,  and  although  pitted  against  an  able 
and  strong  competitor,  when  almost  everything 
else  was  wrecked  in  the  political  tornado  of  that 
year,  his  majority  was  111.  His  service  in  the 
Senate  has  made  him  more  widely  known,  and 
doubtless  led  to  his  nomination  for  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governorship. When  it  fell  to  his  lot  to 
occupy  the  chair,  he  performed  his  duties  to  the 
entire  and  cordial  satisfaction  of  all  the  members, 
without  distinction  of  party,  so  that  his  nomina- 
tion to  his  present  position  followed  with  unusual 
fitness,  providing  as  it  does  for  the  experienced 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  oflice  itself,  and  a 
full  equipment  for  the  possibilities  involved 
therein. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  Mr.  Cooke  not  to  note 
that  every  public  position  that  he  has  occupied 
has  come  to  him  unsought.  He  is  a  man  whom 
office  seeks,  not  who  seeks  office.  His  best  and 
highest  enjoj'ment  is  with  his  friends,  in  his 
business,  and  in  his  home  ;  but  he  does  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  neglect  a  call  to  serve  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  when  he  accepts  the  trust,  he  tills 
it  conscientiously  and  with  all  his  abilities. 
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Hon.  CHAKLES  A.  RUSSELL, 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE  18S5-S6. 


Chajjles  Addison  Russell  of  Killingly,  was 
born  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  March  2,  1852.  He 
received  his  primary  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  that  city,  and  prepared  for  college 
under  the  tuition  of  Rev.  Harris  R.  Greene.  He 
graduated  at  Yale  in  the  class  of  1873,  taking- 
high  rank  as  a  student,  as  well  as  winning  jjopu- 
larity  in  his  class  by  his  genial  manner  and  his 
enthusiasm  in  college  sports.  After  his  gradu- 
ation, he  immediately  devoted  himself  to  news- 
paper work,  and  was,  up  to  1878,  actively 
engaged  on  the  Worcester  Press  as  cit}^  editor,  and 
was  for  a  short  time  thereafter  connected  with 
the  Worcester  Spy.  Since  that  time,  Colonel 
Russell  has  been  engaged  in  the  business  of  man- 
ufacturing at  Dayville,  in  the  town  of  Killingly, 


as  Treasurer  of  the  Sabin  L.  Sayles  Company, 
woolen  mills,  incorporated.  In  1881  he  was 
appointed  aid-de-camp  on  the  staif  of  Governor 
Bigelow,  and  was  a  very  popular  member  of  the 
official  gubernatorial  family.  He  served  the 
town  of  Killingly  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  1 883,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Cities  and  Boroughs  on  the  part  of  the  House. 
While  in  the  Legislature  he  distinguished  him- 
self  by  his  readiness  in  debate  and  skill  in  dispos- 
ing of  public  business.  Thus  the  stages  were 
very  natural  that  in  the  fall  of  1884  led  to  his 
elevation  as  candidate  for  Congress  in  the  Third 
District ;  and,  as  before  whenever  a  candidate 
for  public  office,  he  received  a  victorious  support 
at  the  polls. 
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Hon.  valentine  B.  CHAMBERLAIN, 

TREASURER  1885-86. 


Judge  YALENxmE  Bcrt  CnAMBEELAESf  of  New 
[Britain,  was  born  in  Colebrook  Eiver,  Litclifield 
County,  Aug.  11,  1S33.  His  home-training  was 
of  the  sturdy  New  England  Christian  type. 
After  graduating  at  the  Suffield  Literary  Institu- 
tion, he  entered  Williams  College,  and  was 
graduated  in  1857.  President  Garfield  was  a 
college-mate  and  friend,  being  in  the  next  pre- 
ceding class. 

During  his  college  life  his  father  removed  his 
home  to  New  Britain,  where  Valentine  after 
graduation  entered  the  law  office  of  the  late  Seth 
E.  Case,  and  prosecuted  his  legal  studies  with 
such  zeal  that  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1859.  In  18G0  he  established  the  New  Britain 
Xews,   a   creditable    but   short-lived   journalistic 


enterprise.  In  the  spring  of  1861  he  was  elected 
Assistant  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
Professor  Cyrus  Northrop  being  Clerk,  and  Hon. 
Augustus  Brandegee  Speaker.  It  was  during 
this  eventful  spring  that  the  war  of  the  Rebellion 
broke  out,  and  as  soon  as  his  official  duties  were 
completed  —  in  August,  1861  —  Mr.  Chamberlain 
enlisted  in  Company  A,  Seventh  C.  Y.,  and  was 
made  second  lieutenant. 

Since  1868  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  made  his 
home  in  New  Britain,  and  most  of  the  time  has 
been  judge  of  the  New  Britain  City  Court,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  when  the  court  was  estab- 
lished, and  his  tenure  of  office  being  undisturbed 
e.xcept  during  the  rare  intervals  when  the  Demo- 
crats have  controlled  the  Legislature. 
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Hon.  LUZERNE  I.  MUNSON, 


COMPTROLLEK   1885-; 


Luzerne  I.  Munson  was  born  in  "Wallingford 
(Northford  Society),  in  March,  1837.  Pie  received 
a  common  school  education,  and  also  attended 
for  two  years  the  Durham  Academy.  In  1854, 
at  the  age  of  17,  he  came  to  Waterbury  and 
engaged  as  a  boy  in  the  service  of  the  Apotheca- 
ries' Hall  Company,  where  he  remained  until 
1861,  when  he  went  as  book-keeper  and  shipping 
clerk  with  the  City  Manufacturing  Company. 
In  1862  he  moved  to  Meriden  to  take  the  offices 
of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Julius  Pratt  &  Co., 
and  later  was  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Pratt, 
Read  &  Co.,  when  the  three  firms,  of  which  that 
firm  was  constituted,  were  consolidated.     In  1863, 


at  the  age  of  26,  he  returned  to  Waterbury  and 
re-entered,  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  estab- 
lishment where  he  had  previously  been  employed 
as  a  boy,  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  Company,  of 
which  he  has  since  been  the  active  manager.

In  early  boyhood  he 
was  placed  under  the  instruction  of  the  late 
Amos  Smith,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  he 
entered  mercantile  life  .as  book-keei:)er.

For  the  past  seventeen 
years  he  has  been  conected  with  the  business 
department  of  the  Hartford  Courant.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  since  186G,  and  has  been  active  and  influ- 
ential in  promoting  its  interests.  General  Good- 
rich possesses  very  enjoyable  social  and  personal 
qualities,  and  is  honored  and  esteemed  by  all 
who  come  into  contact  with  him. 


Gen.  HEXRY  C.  DWIGHT, 

paymaster-general  1SS5-86, 

Was  born  at  Northampton,  Mass.,  January  19, 
184:1.  He  enlisted  in  September,  1861,  and  was 
instrumental  in  organizing  Company  A  of  the 
Twenty -seventh  Massachusetts  Regiment,  and 
served  until  May  16,  186i,  when,  under  special 
order  from  headquarters,  he  M-as  assigned  to  staff 
service  as  Assistant-Commissary  of  Subsistence, 
and  remained  with  the  Second  Division  of  the 


Corps  until  the  close  of  his  term  of  service,  Sep- 
tember 28,  1864. 

General  Dwight  removed  from  Northampton 
to  Hartford  in  January,  1865,  and  has  since 
resided  here.  In  1879,  with  Drayton  Hillyer  of 
this  city,  he  organized  the  firm  of  II.

Gen.  FREDERICK  BARTON, 

commissary-general  1885-86, 

Was  born  at  Collinsville,  Conn.,  July  21,  184:1. 
Removed  to  Springfield,  Mass.,  when  about  two 
years  old.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools, 
also  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  and 
also  at  Williston  Seminary  at  Easthampton,  Mass. 
Joined  the  Springfield  City  Guard  in  1858,  and 
was  an  active  member  of  the  company  when  the 
war  broke  out.  Mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  at  Hampden  Park,  Springfield, 
Mass.,  June  21, 1861.  Participated  in  all  the  bat- 
tles of  General  Grant's  famous  campaign  about 
Richmond  and  Petersburg,  until  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  service,  when  he  was  mustered  out  at 
Springfield,  June  21,  1864,  and  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  entered  the  employ  of  the  Adams 
Express  Company  in  December  1868,  in  New 
York,  was  transferred  to  New  Haven,  and  pro- 
moted to  agent  of  the  company,  which  position 
he  now  holds. 


Gen.  HENRY  P.  GEIB, 

surgeon-general    1S6S-86, 

Of  Stamford,  was  born  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  in  1847. 
At  the  age  of  seventeen,  while  preparing  for  col- 
lege, the  invasion  of  Pennsj'lvania  b}'  the  rebel 
General  Lee's  army  determined  him  to  enlist, 
and  he  joined  the  Second  Regiment  of  New  Jer- 
sey volunteers,  as  a  private,  serving  until  he  was 
discharged  on  account  of  illness.  He  afterwards 
studied  medicine  in  the  office  of  Professor  James 
R.  Wood  of  New  York,  and  graduated  from 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  in  1869.  He 
represented  the  town  of  Stamford  in  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1883,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  the  part  of  the  House.  Dr. 
Geib  has  been  a  resident  physician  of  Stamford 
for  ten  years. 
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Col.  WILLIAM  E.  HYDE, 

Aid-de-Cani])  in  1885-86,  resides  at  Danielson- 
ville,  where  lie  is  engaged  in  tlie  practice  of  den- 
tistry. He  was  born  at  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  in  1843, 
and  was  educated  at  the  common  schools  and  at 
West  Killingly  Academy.  Soon  after  the  war 
closed  he  adopted  the  profession  of  a  dentist,  and 
has  established  a  fine  practice  in  Windham  County. 
%'He  represented  Killingly  in  the  House  of  1879, 
and  held  numerous  local  offices,  including  that  of 
Judge  of  Probate  for  four  years.

After  a  thorough 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  he 
entered  and  still  remains  in  mercantile  life. 
Colonel  Nott  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  politics 
from  boyhood,  and  has  for  years  been  one  of  the 
most  faithful  and  reliable  workers  in  the  ranks  of 
the  New  Haven  Republicans,  and  a  trusted 
member  of  the  party  councils. 

Colonel  Nott  took  an  active  part  in  the  last 
presidential  campaign,  and  was  largely  instru- 
mental in  the  formation  of  the  Young  Men's 
Republican  club,  of  which  organization  he  was 
the  First  Vice-President.

Governor  Harrison.  His  business  is  banking, 
and  his  connections  are  with  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Bridgeport. 


Col.  GEORGE  M.  WHITE, 

Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  1885-86,  was  born 
in  a  mountain  town  of  Windham  County,  Ver- 
mont, where  he  graduated  from  school  at  the 
age  of  thirteen.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
war  in  1861,  he  enlisted  for  three  months,  and 
afterwards  raised  a  company  for  the  "  Lyon  Regi- 
ment," re-entering  the  service  as  Captain  Co.  E, 
15th  C.  V.  After  the  war  he  returned  North, 
and  embarked  in  commercial  and  mechanical 
ventures  with  varying  success. 

Col.  White  is  a  long-time  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  held,  in  1883, 
the  position  of  Post  Commander  of  Admiral 
Foote  Post  in  New  Haven,  resigning  while  in 
Colorado.  In  politics  he  has  never  been  other 
than  a  straight  Republican. 


Lieut.-Col.  B.  F.  BLAKESLEE, 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General  in  1885-86, 
was  a  member  of  Governor  Jewell's  staflF  during 
the  three  terms  that  the  latter  was  at  the  head  of 
the  State  administration,  occupying  the  position 
to  which  he  has  now  been  recalled.  During  the 
war  Colonel  Blakeslee  was  a  soldier  and  officer  in 
the  Sixteenth  Connecticut,  serving  with  honor 
and  gallantry  in  every  battle  and  skirmish  in 
which  the  regiment  participated.  His  army 
career  was  in  all  respects  one  of  honor  and  credit, 
and  deserving  of  the  most  genuine  approval  and 
commendation. 

Colonel  Blakeslee  was  born  at  Southington, 
September  2,  1843.  He  learned  the  druggist 
profession  with  John  Braddock  of  Hartford,  and 
subsequently  for  some  years  followed  the  busi- 
ness. For  the  last  fourteen  years  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  stock  brokerage  business. 
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Hon.  PHINEAS  C.  LOUNSBURY, 


GOVERNOR  1887-88. 


Hon.  Phineas  C.  Lounsbury  was  born  in  Pidge- 
field,  Conn.,  in  ISll.  His  parents  are  of  sturdy 
ISTew  England  stock,  and  of  irreproachable  repu- 
tation in  the  community  where  they  still  reside. 
His  father  was  a  farmer,  and  like  most  farmers' 
sons  he  worked  on  the  farm  during  the  years  of 
boyhood  and  earlv  manhood.  He  foxind  time, 
however,  to  acquire  a  thorough  academic  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  of  learning  in  his  native  State. 
He  then  went  to  Kew  York  City  where  he  se- 
cured a  position  as  clerk  in  a  shoe  store.  From 
clerk  in  ordinary  he  rose  to  the  position  of 
confidential   clerk,  and  finally  became  traveling 


salesman,  thus  familiarizing  himself  with  all  de- 
partments of  the  business.  Having  laid  the 
foundations  for  a  successful  commercial  career  he 
began,  upon  attaining  his  majority,  the  manufac- 
ture of  shoes  with  his  brother  in  Isew  Haven 
under  the  firm  name  of  Lounsbury  Bi'others.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR  1887-88. 


Hon.  James  L.  Howard  is  the  eldest  son  of  the 
late  Rev.  Leland  Howard,  and  was  born  in  Wind- 
sor, Vt.,  January  18,  1818.  He  received  an 
academic  education,  and  began  his  business  ca- 
reer as  a  clerk  in  the  city  of  New  York.  In 
1838  he  came  to  reside  in  Hartford,  and  in  1841 
engaged  in  the  manufacturing  business  on  his 
own  account,  and  has  been  a  manufacturer  ever 
since.  His  firm  was  incorporated  in  1870  as 
James  L.  Howard  &  Company,  of  which  he  be- 
came and  is  now  President.  He  is  widely  known 
to  tlie  railroad  interests  of  the  country  as  a  man- 
ufacturer of  railroad  supplies. 

A  thorough  representative  business  man,  he 
earl}'  became  a  Director  in  the  Phoenix  Bank, 
now  the  Phoenix  National  Bank,  and  has  con- 
tinued in   its  direction  nearly  ever  since,  and  is 


still  a  member  of  its  board.  He  has  been  a  di- 
rector in  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  ever 
since  its  formation,  and  is  also  President  of  the 
Hartford  City  Gas  Light  Company.  In  addi- 
tion he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Hartford  County  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
the  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  and  several  important 
manufacturing  companies. 

If  he  be  a  representative  biisiness  man  he  is 
likewise  a  representative  layman  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  the  country,  by  which  denomination 
he  has  been  highly  honored.  He  is  also  distinct- 
ively a  leading  citizen  in  the  conscientious  exer- 
cise of  the  voting  privilege,  and  in  tokens  of 
confidence  his  fellow-citizens  have  showered  upon 
him.  In  all  capacities  he  has  won  the  esteem  of 
citizens  irrespective  of  party. 
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Hon.  LEVERETT  M.  HUBBAED, 


SECRETARY  OF  STATE   1887-88. 


Hon.  Leverett  Marsden  Hubbard  of  Wal- 
lingford,  was  born  at  Durham,  April  23, 1849. 
He  was  educated  at  the  Wilbraham  Academy 
and  Wesleyan  University,  at  which  latter  insti- 
tution was  also  educated  his  father,  Rev.  Eli 
Hubbard,  who  for  many  years  before  his  death, 
in  1868,  had  been  a  clergyman  of  distinction  in 
Mississippi.  His  mother  was  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  L.  W.  Leach,  for  many  j^ears  a  prominent 
merchant  and  honored  citizen  of  Durham,  and 
the  only  sister  of  Hon.  L.  M.  Leach,  and  Hon. 
Oscar  Leach,  both  of  whom  have  represented 
their  district  in  the  State  Senate,  and  are  well 
known  as  among  the  most  substantial  and  influ- 
ential men  in  Middlesex  County. 

Mr.  Hubbard's  mother  died  when  he  was  three 
years  of  age,  and  from  that  time  until  he  went 


from  home  to  attend  school  he  lived  with  his 
grandparents  at  Durham.  After  leaving  college 
he  studied  law  at  the  Albany  Law  School,  grad- 
uating in  1870.  In  August  of  that  year  he  loca- 
ted in  Wallingford,  and  soon  became  marked  at 
the  bar  of  his  county,  and  by  the  community 
generally,  as  a  young  man  of  fine  spirit  and  rare 
intellectual  endowments.  From  that  time  he 
has  steadily  grown  in  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  the  community  until  now  no  lawyer  of  his  age 
in  New  Haven  County  has  a  more  remunerative 
practice,  or  is  more  widely  known  and  respected. 
From  the  beginning  of  his  practice  he  has  main- 
tained an  ofiice  connection  in  New  Haven,  and 
since  1887  has  been  associated  with  John  W.  Ai- 
ling, one  of  tlie  leading  lawyers  in  the  State. 
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Hon.  ALEXANDER  WARNEE, 

TREASURER  1887-88. 


Colonel  Alexander  Warner  was  born  in 
Sraithville,  R.  I.,  January  10,  1827.  In  1834 
his  father  moved  to  Woodstock,  Conn.  The  son 
received  a  good  academical  education.  In  early 
manhood  he  connected  himself  with  the  State 
militia  and  became  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the 
Seventh  Regiment. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  he  was  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  twine  in  Woodstock. 
When  the  bombardment  of  Sumter  called  the 
North  to  arms,  he  was  among  tlie  first  to  ofler 
his  service  to  the  State.  Enlisting  as  a  private 
he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Buckingham  Major 
of  the  Third  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers, 
and  participated  with  his  command  in  the  first 
battle  of  Bull  Run.  He  was  afterwards  appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Thirteenth  Connecti- 
cut Volunteers,  and  served  with  the  regiment  till 


near  the  close  of  1863,  when  he  was  compelled 
by  a  severe  attack  of  rheumatic  fever  to  retire 
from  active  service  in  the  field. 

In  the  autumn  of  1865,  Colonel  Warner  pur- 
chased in  Madison  County,  Miss.,  a  plantation  of 
several  thousand  acres,  which  he  occupied  for 
several  years.  Returning  North  in  1887,  he 
purchased  a  farm  in  Pomfret,  which  he  has  since 
greatly  improved  and  beautified.  The  blooded 
stock  from  "  Woodlawn "  are  well  known  fea- 
tures of  the  local  and  State  fairs  of  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts.  He  has  sliown,  too,  what  the 
much  abused  soil  of  New  England  can  be  per- 
suaded to  produce  in  the  way  of  bountiful  crops. 

Colonel  Warner's  management  of  the  impor- 
tant affairs  of  the  State  Treasury  has  been  sig- 
nally successful  and  highly  creditable  to  him. 
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HoN.  THOMAS   CLARK, 


COMPTROLLER  1887-88. 


Hon.  Thomas  Clakk  is  the  only  son  of  Hon. 
Thomas  A.  Clark  of  Lisbon,  Conn.,  and  was  born 
in  that  town,  December  26,  1830.  He  received 
his  education  at  the  common  and  select  schools, 
and  from  a  private  teacher.  When  eighteen 
years  old  he  left  home,  spending  a  year  at  Nor- 
wich and  a  year  or  two  in  Matagorda.  Tex.,  as 
merchant's  clerk.  In  the  autumn  of  1853  he  re- 
turned North  and  opened  a  store  temporarily  in 
North  Stonington,  where  he  married  and  has 
since  resided.  He  was  educated  a  Democrat, 
but  his  sojourn  at  the  South  and  other  influences 
decided  him  to  work  with  the  Republican  party 
from  the  day  of  its  organization.  He  has  ever 
since  been  its  staunchest  friend,  and  one  of  its 
most  earnest  workers.  For  many  years  he  pur- 
sued an  energetic  and  successful  career  as  a  man- 


ufacturer. At  the  time  of  the  war,  and  for 
several  years  succeeding,  his  health  was  much 
impaired.  He  sent  a  substitute,  and  with  his 
zeal  and  purse  gave  all  the  aid  in  his  power  to 
the  cause  in  which  he  so  thoroughly  believed. 
Li  1861,  1862,  and  1866,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  House,  and  in  1867  a  member  of  the  Senate. 
In  1868  he  was  delegate-at-large  at  the  National 
Republican  Convention  at  Chicago,  acting  in 
place  of  the  late  Hon.  H.  H.  Starkweather,  and 
as  Secretary  of  the  Connecticut  delegation.  He 
has  often  been  called  to  act  in  places  of  trust  and 
responsibility,  and  at  the  present  time  has  large 
interests  in  Mexico  under  his  care.  He  has  many 
ardent  friends  at  home  and  elsewhere  who  are 
deeply  gratified  by  his  successful  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  his  present  State  office.

QUAKTEIIMASTER-GENERAL  1887-88, 

Is  of  Norwalk,  and  was  born  in  Ridgefield  in 
lS2r).  He  received  his  education  in  the  common 
and  academic  scliools  of  his  native  hills,  and  at 
tlie  a<z;e  of  nineteen  began  his  life's  career  as 
teacher  in  public  schools  in  various  towns  of  Fair- 
field County.  Li  1817  he  removed  to  Norwalk 
and  entered  mercantile  life.  President  Lincoln 
appointed  him  Postmaster  at  Norwalk,a  position 
lie  held  from  May  15,  1861,  to  August  1,  1886. 
The  military  experience  of  the  General  dates 
from  the-formation  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard.  At  the  birth  of  the  llejjublican  party 
he  enrolled  himself  in  its  support,  and  has  ever 
remained  an  earnest  worker  in  its  ranks.  Pre- 
vious to  his  appointment  as  Postmaster  he  held 
several  positions  of  public  trust,  conferred  by  the 
suifra2;es  of  his  fellow-townsmen.  As  Postmaster 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  he  commanded  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  public,  receiving 
many  commendations  from  the  Department  at 
Washington. 


Gen.  CHARLES  H.  PINE, 

PAYMASTER-GENERAL  1887-88, 

Was  born  at  Riverton,  town  of  Barkhamsted, 
September  20,  1815.  He  left  the  public  schools 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  yeai's  to  enlist  in  Company 
E,  Nineteenth  Connecticut  Yolunteers,  afterwards 
the  Second  Connecticut  Volunteer  Heavy  Artil- 
lery, and  served  as  musician  for  three  years,  or 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  At  its  termination 
he  engaged  in  mercantile  business,  and  in  1867 
entered  the  Ansonia  National  Bank  as  Clerk, 
was  subsequentl}'  appointed  Book-keeper,  then 
Teller,  elected  Cashier  in  1873,  and  President  in 
1886,  a  position  he  now  holds.  He  represented 
the  town  of  Derby  in  the  General  Assembly  of 
1882,  and  served  as  House  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Aft'airs ;  was  re-elected  a 
member  of  the  House  of  1883,  and  chosen 
Speaker.  He  is  an  ardent  Republican,  believing 
in  the  principles  of  the  Republican  party  most 
thoroughly,  and  has  always  been  an  earnest, 
faithful  worker  in  tlie  cause  of  Republicanism. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society

COMMISSARY-GENERAL  1887-88, 

Was  born  at  Wethersfield,  July  4-,  1843,  and  re- 
ceived a  common  school  and  academic  education. 
He  enlisted  July  21,  1862,  in  Company  A,  Six- 
teenth Connecticut  Regiment,  and  was  with  his 
command  in  the  battle  of  Antietam,  September 
17th.  The  war  record  of  General  Clapp  was  an 
honorable  one  in  all  respects.  His  courage  in 
the  field  was  unquestioned.  Actuated  by  patri- 
otic impulses  he  gave  himself  entirely  to  the 
cause  which  he  had  espoused.  After  returning 
from  the  war  he  engaged  in  the  iron  business, 
and  in  1868  became  a  pai'tner  in  the  firm  of 
Blodgett  &  Clapp,  the  company  continuing  until 
1880,  when  the  Blodgett  &  Clapp  corporation 
was  organized.  He  was  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  Nathaniel  Lyon  Post,  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  of  Hartford.  Subsequently  he  be- 
came the  Commander  of  Stedman  Post.

Gen.  CHARLES  JAMES  FOX, 

SURGEON-GENERAL  1887-88, 

Was  born  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  December  21, 
1854.  He  was  thoroughly  educated  in  district 
and  private  schools,  graduated  at  the  Hartford 
High  School,  class  of  1872,  fitted  to  enter  college 
at  the  ao;e  of  eighteen.  He  received  the  degree 
of  M.D.,  with  high  honors,  at  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  New  York  University,  February,  1876. 
He  located  in  Willimantic  in  April,  1877,  and 
has  been  and  is  now  in  active  practice  there.  He 
is  a  member  and  President  of  the  Windham 
County  Medical  Society,  member  of  the  State 
Medical  Association,  and  permanent  member  of 
the  American  Medical  Association  and  the 
American  Public  Health  Association.  He  is  a 
prominent  Mason,  serving  with  high  honor  in 
the  chairs  of  various  Masonic  bodies  in  his  town 
and  the  State. 
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Colonel  SAMUEL  B.  HOKNE, 

Aid-de-camp  in  188Y-88,  was  born  of  Protestant 
parents,  at  Balleek,  Kings  County,  Ireland, 
Marcli  3,  1843.  lie  conies  from  a  military  race. 
Ilis  paternal  grandfather  was  a  distinguished 
officer  of  the  Irish  yeomanry,  and  four  of  his 
uncles,' on  the  maternal  side,  were  officers  in  the 
British  Army.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  was 
named  after  his  uncle,  Samuel  Belton,  Esq.,  who 
was  a  captain  in  the  Fifth  Fusiliers.  Some  of 
liis  relatives  are  estated  gentlemen  in  that  unfor- 
tunate country.  Through  reverses  of  fortune  he 
removed,  with  his  parents,  to  this  country,  in  the 
fall  of  1849,  and  in  the  year  following,  located  in 
AVinsted,  Conn.  There  he  received  a  common 
school  education,  until  fourteen  years  of  age, 
when  he  was  employed  as  a  mechanic,  and 
continued  at  that  until  April  15,  1861,  when 
lie  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Second 
Regiment  Connecticut  (three  months)  Volunteers, 
Colonel  A.  H.  Terry  commanding  ;  was  mustered 
in  May  7th,  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Bull  Run, 
July  21st,  and  M'as  discharged  August  7,  1861. 
He  re-enlisted  October  11,  1861,  as  private  in 
Company  E,  Eleventh  Regiment  Connecticut 
Volunteers,  and  served  with  distinction  through 
tlie  war,  being  several  times  promoted,  and 
receiving  many  severe  and  honorable  wounds 
while  in  action.  On  his  return  north  he  came  to 
Winsted,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1869,  and 
commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession  there. 
He  represented  that  town  in  the  legislature  in 
1884.     He  has  always  been  a  Republican. 


Colonel  SELAH  G.  BLAKEMAN, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1887-88,  was  born  in  Stratford, 
May  23,  1841.  He  attended  the  district  school 
in  the  town  where  he  was  born,  and,  later,  the 
High  School  in  Milford.  He  enlisted  as  a  pinvate 
in  the  Seventeenth  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  July  29,  1862,  and  was  in  every 
engagement  and  on  every  march  that  the  regi- 
ment took  part  in   as  a  regiment.     He  was  dis- 


j     charged  as  a  Sergeant  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

'  In  1866  he  married,  and  bought  a  farm  in  Hunt- 
ington, where  he  now  resides.  He  has  been 
First  Selectman  of  the  town,  held  the  office  of 
Deputy  Sheriff  for  three  years,  and  other 
minor  offices  in  the  town.  In  1879  he  was 
elected  to  represent  the  town  in  the  Legislature. 
Is  a  Past  Post  Commander  of  Kellogg  Post,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  was  a  delegate  to  the 
National  Encampment,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  held  at  Denver,  Col.,  in  1883,  and  an 
aid-de-camp  on  Commander-in-chief  Burdett's 
Staff  in  1886,  and  attended  the  encampment  at  San 
Francisco.  Llis  business  is  farming,  but  for  the 
past  few  years  he  has  spent  most  of  his  time  in 
building  roads.  He  is  now,  and  always  has  been, 
a  Republican, 


Colonel  EDWIN  H.  MATHEWSON, 

Aid-de-camp  in  1887-88,  is  one  of  the  few  New 
England  men  whose  ancestors  did  not  come  over 
in  the  Mayflower.  He  is  the  second  son  of  John 
and  Ann  Mathewson,  who,  marrying  in  London, 
in  the  year  1845,  came  on  their  wedding  trip  to 
this  country  and  liked  it  so  well  that  before  they 
returned,  they  had  arranged  for  their  future 
home  in  Connecticut.  The  subject  of  this  sketch 
was  born  thirty-eight  years  ago  in  the  town  of 
Enfield.  He  attended  the  common  schools  of  his 
native  town,  became  a  pupil  in  the  Arsenal 
School  of  Llartford,  and  graduated  from  the 
Episcopal  Academy  at  Cheshire.  In  the  year 
187k/,  he  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  boots 
and  shoes  with  Lounsbury  Brothers  &  Company 
at  South  Norwalk,  one  of  his  partners  being  the 
present  Governor  of  the  State.  Pie  is  still  in  the 
same  business  in  the  same  place  as  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Lounsbury,  Mathewson  &  Company. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  City  National 
Bank  of  South  Norwalk,  and  has  always  been 
one  of  its  directors.  He  has  never  sought  office 
but  has  repeatedly  declined  it,  and  in  politics  is 
an  uncompromising  Republican. 
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Hon.  ORVILLE  H.  PL  ATT, 


UNITED  STATES  SENATOR  1&S0-91. 


Hon.  Oktille  H.  Platt,  one  of  the  United 
States  Senators  from  Connecticut,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Washington,  Litchfield  County,  in 
this  State,  on  July  19,  1827.  He  was  a  son  of 
Daniel  Gr.  Platt,  a  farmer,  and  worked  upon  his 
father's  farm  until  he  was  twenty  years  of  age. 
His  education  was  received  in  the  common 
schools  and  in  the  academy  of  Frederick  W. 
Gunn,  of  wide  reputation  in  later  years  as  the 
principal  of  "  The  Gunnery,"  so-called,  in  the 
town  of  Washington,  an  institution  of  learning 
which  became  justly  celebrated.  Mr.  Platt 
studied  law  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Gideon  H. 
Hollister,  Litchfield,  the  well-known  liistorian  of 
Connecticut,  who  died  in  1S81.  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  Litchfield  in  1849.  Subsequently 
he  secured  admission  to  the  Pennsylvania  bar  in 
Towanta,  Bradford  County,  and  spent  six  months 


in  the  ofiice  of  Hon.  LTlysses  Mercur,  now  Chief- 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  returned  to  Connecticut  in  1851,  and  located 
in  Meriden  as  a  practitioner  of  law,  and  has  since 
made  that  city  his  home.  In  1855-6  he  was 
Clerk  of  the  Connecticut  Senate,  and  was  elected 
Secretary  of  State  in  1857.  In  18(51-2  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Senate,  and  in  1864  and  1869 
was  elected  to  the  House,  —  the  last  year  serving 
as  its  Speaker.  In  all  these  positions  he  dis- 
played exceptional  qualifications  and  showed  a 
special  aptitude  for  legislative  business.  In  1S77 
he  was  chosen  State  Attorney  for  New  Haven 
County,  and  held  that  place  till  elected,  in  1879, 
to  the  United  States  Senate  to  succeed  Hon. 
William  H.  Barnum.  His  first  term  in  the 
Senate  expired  March  3,  1885,  but  he  was 
unanimouslv  re-elected. 
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Hon.  JOSEPH  R.  HAWLEY, 


UNITED  STATES  SENATOR  1881-93 


Hon.  Joseph  R,  Hawley,  U.  S.  Senator  from 
Connecticut,  was  born  October  31,  1826,  at 
Stewartsville,  N.  C.  His  father.  Rev.  Francis 
Hawley,  was  born  in  Farmington,  Conn.,  a 
descendant  of  Samuel  Hawley  who  settled  in 
Stratford,  Conn.,  in  1639.  In  1837  the  family 
removed  to  Connecticut,  and  in  1841  to  Cazeno- 
via,  N.  Y.  General  Hawley  prepared  for  col- 
lege at  the  Hartford  Grammar  School  and  the 
Cazenovia  Seminary  and  graduated  at  Hamilton 
College,  N.  Y.,  in  1847.  In  1849  he  returned 
to  Connecticut  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in 
Hartford  as  the  partner  of  John  Hooker,  Sept. 
1,  1850.  From  the  profession  of  a  lawyer  he 
turned  to  that  of  editor,  and  thus  graduated  into 
politics.  He  was  elected  Governor  of  Connecti- 
cut in  1866,  tilling  the  office  for  a  single  term. 
In  the  autumn  of  1872,  upon  the  death  of  Julius 


L.  Strong,  he  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress  over  William  W.  Eaton,  and  was 
re-elected  for  the  full  term  in  April,  1873.  He 
was  defeated  in  1875  and  1876,  but  elected  to 
the  Forty-sixth  Congress  in  1878,  taking  his  seat 
March  4,  1879.  Thence,  March  4,  1881,  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Senate,  and  was  re-elected, 
for  a  second  term,  in  1887. 

Senator  Hawley  is  one  of  the  best  extempore 
speakers  in  the  United  States,  and  his  services 
are  in  demand  in  all  political  campaigns.  He 
speaks  with  much  vigor  and  magnetism,  and  his 
words  always  have  an  important  influence  for 
good.  He  represents  thoroughly  the  best  senti- 
ment of  the  country  in  every  department  of 
activity,  and  the  citizens  of  the  State  take  great 
pride  in  being  represented  by  him  at  the  national 
capital. 
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Hon.  JOim  K.  BUCK, 

CONGRESSMAN,  FIRST  DISTRICT,  1881-87. 


Hon.  John  R.  Buck  of  Hartford,  was  born  at 
Glastonbury,  December  6,  1836,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  Wilbraliam  Academy  and  Wesleyan 
IIniversit3\  After  leaving  Wesleyan,  Mr.  Buck 
engaged  in  teaching  for  several  years.  He  was 
Principal  of  Grammar  or  High  Scliools  at 
Glastonbury,  Bloomfield,  South  Manchester,  and 
at  Moodus,  East  Haddam,  spending  the  years 
1858  and  18.59  at  tlie  latter  place.  He  studied 
law  in  the  office  of  Judge  Martin  Wells  and  the 
late  Congressman  Strong,  with  the  latter  of  whom 
he  afterwards  became  associated  in  partnership. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  18C2,  and  has 
since  been  in  practice  in  Hartford.  In  1864 
Mr.  Buck  was   elected    Assistant  Clerk   of   the 


Connecticut  House  of  Representatives,  Clerk  iu 
1865,  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate  in  1866.  He  was 
President  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Hartford  in  1868,  and  was  City  Attorney  in 
1871  and  18Y3.  He  was  Treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Hartford  1863-1881.  In  1879  he  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  State  Senate  from  the  First 
Senatorial  District.  Mr.  Buck  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Forty-seventh  Congress  in  1881, 
and  re-elected  for  two  succeeding  terms,  serv- 
ing with  distinguished  credit  to  himself  and  his 
constituency. 

Mr.  Buck  is  a  gentleman  of  unassuming  man- 
ners, of  vigorous  and  independent  thought,  and 
the  most  unimpeachable  integrity. 
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Hon.  WILLIAM  W.  EATON, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FIRST  DISTRICT,  1883-84. 


Eaton   of  Hartford,  was 


Hon.  William  W 
born  at  Tolland,  October  11,  1816,  and  received 
a  public  school  education  there,  preparing  him 
for  business  life.  On  arriving  at  his  majority  he 
engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  at  Columbia, 
S.  C,  and  spent  three  or  four  years  there  in 
business.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  commercial 
career,  which  lasted  upwards  of  four  years,  he 
returned  North  and  commenced  the  study  of  law 
at  his  old  home  in  Tolland,  and  .was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  Tolland  County.  In  181:7  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  House  of 
Representatives  from  Tolland,  and  was  returned 
the  following  year  from  that  town.  From  that 
time  until  now,  he  has  been  a  prominent  figure 
in  Connecticut  politics.  In  1850  he  was  elected 
to  the  State  Senate  from  the  old  Twentieth  Dis- 
trict ;  at  the  end  of  the  session  of  the  General 


Assembly  that  year  Mr.  Eaton  removed  to  Hart- 
ford, and  has  since  been  a  resident  here.  In 
1853  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  House  from 
Hartford  and  was  chosen  Speaker.  Mr.  Eaton 
was  also  a  member  of  the  House  from  Hartford 
during  the  sessions  of  1863,  '68,  '70,  '71,  '73,  and 
'74.  During  the  session  of  1874  he  was  elected 
United  States  Senator  from  Connecticut,  succeed- 
ing Hon.  William  A.  Buckingham,  whose  term 
expired  March  4,  1875.  In  the  fall  of  '82  he 
received  the  Democratic  nomination  for  Congress 
from  the  First  District,  and  was  elected  by  a 
handsome  majority.  Mr.  Eaton  was  opposed  to 
the  appointment  of  the  Electoral  Commission  by 
which  in  1876  the  election  of  President  Haj'es 
was  ratified,  and  was  the  only  Democrat  in  the 
Senate  who  voted  against  the  measure. 
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Hon.  JAMES  PHELPS, 

CONGRESSMAN,  SECOND  DISTRICT,  1875-82. 


Hon.  James  Phelps  of  Essex,  Middlesex  County, 
Democratic  Representative  in  Congress  from  the 
Second  District  of  Connecticut,  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Colebrook,  in  Litchfield  County,  in  the 
year  1822.  He  is  a  lawyer  by  profession.  He 
was  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  the 
Episcopal  Academy  in  Clieshire. 

Mr.  Phelps'  professional  education  was  ac- 
quired in  the  office  of  Mr.  Ingham  and  in  the  law 
department  of  Yale  College.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1845,  He  was  several  times  a 
member  of  each  branch  of  the  Connecticut  legis- 
lature ;  was  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  from 


1863  to  1873,  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Errors  from  1873  to  1875,  when  he  was  elected 
to  the  Forty-fourth  Congress.  By  the  generous 
confidence  of  the  people  of  his  district,  he  was 
continued  a  member  of  that  body  until  1883. 

His  Congressional  career  was  marked  by  no 
demonstrations  of  display  and  no  attempt  or 
desire  to  exhibit  himself.  He  quietly  and  faith- 
fully attended  to  his  duties,  looked  carefully  after 
all  the  wants  and  interests  of  his  constituents, 
and,  where  efticient  work  was  required,  he  always 
endeavored  to  perform  his  part. 
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Hon.  CHARLES  L.  MITCHELL. 


CONGRESSMAN,  SECOND  DISTRICT,  1883-84. 


Hon.  Charles  L.  Mitchell  was  born  August 
4,  1844,  and  educated  at  the  well-known  school 
of  General  Russell,  New  Haven,  the  Rectory 
School,  Hainden,  and  the  Episcopal  Academy, 
Cheshire.  Later  he  spent  two  years  in  a  journey 
around  the  world,  visiting  Asia,  Africa,  and 
Europe.  He  is  actively  engaged  in  business, 
])eing  a  director  in  the  Winchester  Arras  Com- 
pany, Meriden  Britannia  Company,  Mitchell, 
Vance  &  Co.,  the  Tradesmen's  Bank,  New  Haven, 
etc.  He  is,  moreover,  interested  as  a  stockholder 
in  many  of  the  prominent  manufacturing  enter- 
prises throughout  this  State.  Mr.  Mitchell  repre- 
sented the  town  of  East  Haven  in  the  Legislature 
of  1878,  his  personal  popularity  being  attested  by 
the  fact  that,  though  the  town  usually  gives  a 
Republican  majority,  he  carried  it  for  the  Demo- 


crats. In  the  following  year  he  was  nominated 
by  the  Democrats  as  their  candidate  for  the  Sen- 
atorial District,  and  though  failing  of  an  election, 
received  more  than  a  party  vote  in  a  majority  of 
the  towns.  In  private  life  Mr.  Mitchell  is  a 
general  favorite,  a  staunch  friend,  and  a  good 
neighbor*  He  is  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  St. 
Paul's  Episcopal  Church,  New  Haven,  and  takes 
an  active  part  in  the  support  and  management  of 
the  religious  and  benevolent  institutions  of  the 
city  and  State.  By  family  training  and  inherit- 
ance, as  well  as  by  his  own  deliberate  choice  a 
Democrat,  Mr.  Mitchell  is  nevei'theless  entirely 
free  from  offensive  partisanship.  He  not  only 
accepts,  but  heartily  believes  in  political  progress, 
and  has  always  the  courage  to  stand  by  his 
convictions. 
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Hon.  JOHN  TURNER  WAIT, 


CONGRESSMAN,  THIRD  DISTRICT,  1S78-87. 


Hon.  John  Turner  Wait  of  Norwich,  of  the 
Third  District,  was  born  at  New  London,  August 
27,  1811.  He  received  a  mercantile  training  in 
early  life,  but,  giving  up  that  pursuit,  prepared 
for  college  at  Bacon  Academy,  Colchester,  and 
entered  Trinity  College  in  the  fall  of  1832,  where 
he  remained  for  two  years,  prosecuting  tbat 
course  of  studies  which  he  deemed  best  adapted 
to  qualify  him  for  the  profession  of  law.  He 
studied  law  at  first  with  Hon.  L.  F.  S.  Foster  of 
Norwich,  and  subsequently  with  Hon.  Jabez  W. 
Huntington,  and  was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  in  the 
fall  of  1836.  He  at  once  commenced  practice  in 
Norwich,  and  has  since  resided  there. 

Mr.  Wait  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate 
from  the  Eighth  District  during  the  years  1865 
and  1866,  the  last  year  serving  as  president  pro 
tempore  of  that  body.  In  1867  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from 


Norwich,  and  was  nominated  for  Speaker  by 
acclamation.  He  was  again  elected  to  that  body 
in  1871  and  in  1873. 

In  1874  he  was  the  Republican  candidate  for 
Lieutenant-Governor,  receiving  the  highest  vote 
on  that  ticket.  Subsequently  he  was  elected  to 
the  Forty-fourth  Congress  to  fill  the  vac|incy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  H.  H.  Starkweather, 
and  was  re-elected  to  the  Forty-fifth,  the  Forty- 
sixth,  and  the  Forty-seventh  Congresses,  each  time 
by  an  increased  majority. 

During  his  years  of  service  at  Washington  he 
was  invariably  attentive  to  the  demands  made 
upon  his  time  and  consideration  by  his  constitu- 
ents in  matters  affecting  their  private  interests. 
Courteous  and  frank  towards  all  who  approached 
him,  he  allied  men  to  him  by  the  strongest  per- 
sonal ties,  and  became  universally  popnlar 
throughout  his  district  and  the  State. 
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Hon.  FREDERICK  MILES, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FOUKTH  DISTRICT.  1878-S2. 


Hon.  Frederick  Miles  was  born  at  Goshen, 
Litchfield  County,  December  19,  1815,  and  re- 
ceived a  common  school  and  academic  education. 
His  father,  Augustus  Miles,  was  a  prominent 
citizen  of  the  town,  and  served  in  both  branches 
of  the  State  Legislature.  The  familj-  is  traced 
back  to  Richard  Miles,  who  landed  in  Boston  in 
1636,  and  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  New 
Haven.  Mr.  Miles,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
engaged  in  business  at  JSTew  Haven  in  1832, 
commencing  as  a  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  house. 
But  after  remaining  there  somewhat  over  a  year, 
he  returned  to  Goshen  and  entered  upon  a  clerk- 
ship in  his  father's  store.  In  1838  he  became  a 
partner  with  his  father,  and  reinained  in  business 
until  1857.  In  May,  1858,  he  removed  to  Salis- 
bury, where  he  has  since  resided. 


While  at  Washington  he  paid  the  closest  re- 
gard to  the  interests  of  his  constituents.  Xot  a 
man  from  Connecticut  ever  visited  him  there  on 
business  of  any  kind,  needing  his  attention  or 
advice,  without  being  received  with  courtesy, 
and  furnished  with  all  the  information  that 
could  be  obtained.  With  this  constant  regard 
for  the  interests  and  prosperity  of  his  constituents, 
it  is  not  an  occasion  of  surprise  that  Congressman 
Miles  is  one  of  the  most  popular  men  in  the 
Fourth  District.  His  intelligence,  courtesy,  and 
manliness  towards  every  one  with  whom  he 
comes  in  contact,  and  his  fidelity  in  places  of 
public  trust,  entitle  him  to  the  high  place  which 
he  holds  in  the  esteem  of  his  constituents  and  of 
the  State. 
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Hon.  EDWARD  WOODRUFF  SEYMOUR, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FOURTH  DISTRICT,  1883-84. 


Hon.  Edward  Woodruff  Seymour  was  born 
in  Litchfield,  August  30,  1832.  He  comes  of  a 
family  which  from  the  first  settlement  of  this 
State  has  been  intimately  connected  with  its 
government.  Since  1740,  at  eighty-three  sessions 
of  the  General  Assembly,  in  one  or  the  other  of 
its  branches,  the  names  of  some  of  his  immediate 
ancestors  appear  as  members.  He  was  graduated 
at  Tale  College  in  the  year  1853,  and  immediately 
thereafter  began  the  study  of  the  law  with  his 
father,  the  late  Chief  Justice  of  this  State.  At 
that  time  Judge  Seymour  was  in  Congress,  and 
his  son  acted  as  his  private  secretary  for  two 
years  while  pursuing  his  studies,  thus  early  and 
thoroughly  becoming  acquainted  with  all  the 
duties  of  a  member  of  Congress.  In  1856  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  practiced  law  in  his 
native  town  until  1875.     He  at  once  secured  a 


large  practice,  and  gained  an  enviable  reputation 
both  with  the  public  and  among  his  brethren  at 
tlie  bar.  As  an  advocate  in  the  trial  of  jury 
causes  he  is  particularly  successful ;  as  a  cross- 
examiner  of  witnesses  he  has  few  superiors  in  the 
State.  He  was  elected  a  Representative  in  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  years  1859, 1860,  1870, 
and  1871,  and  a  State  Senator  in  1876.  He  has 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee ; 
as  such  he  rendered  valuable  services  in  shaping 
the  laws  of  the  State.  In  1875  he  moved  his  law 
business  to  Bridgeport,  where  he  still  continues 
it  in  partnership  with  his  brother  Morris  W.  Sey- 
mour. Since  his  removal  to  Bridgeport  he  has 
constantly  been  engaged  in  conducting  extensive 
litigation,  and  is  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Fair- 
field County  Bar. 
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Hon.  EOBEET  J.  YANCE, 


CONGRESSMAN.  FIRST  DISTRICT,  1887-88. 


Hon.  Robert  J.  Vance  of  New  Britain,  was 
born  in  New  York  city  of  Scotch  parents,  March 
15,  1854,  and  lived  there  until  he  became  eleven 
years  of  age.  At  this  time  his  mother  died  and 
he  went  to  New  Britain  to  live  with  his  grand- 
parents. While  in  New  York  he  attended  the 
grammar- schools,  and  in  New  Britain  the  High 
School,  but  at  the  age  of  fourteen  was  thrown 
upon  his  own  resources  by  the  death  of  his  grand- 
father. He  secured  an  ene-ag-ement  with  the 
Stanley  Rule  &  Level  Company,  where  he  re- 
mained for  two  years.  Then  he  went  to  the 
New  Britain  Knitting  Company,  with  which  he 
was  connected  for  six  years,  rising  to  become 
paymaster.  His  political  opinions  were  pro- 
nounced, and  after  the  Tilden  campaign  he  found 
himself  discharged.  Then  it  was  that  he  entered 
newspaper  life,  founding  the  New  Britain  Observer, 
an  influential  journal,  to  secure  a  foothold  for 


which  he  worked  for  two  years,  as  editor,  printer, 
and  devil. 

In  1886  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature, 
going  to  the  House  and  becoming  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs  and  on 
Constitutional  Amendments. 

The  following  year  he  was  nominated  by  the 
Democratic  Congressional  Convention  for  the 
First  District,  and  after  one  of  the  most  severe 
political  contests  in  the  history  of  the  district,  he 
was  triumphantly  elected. 

Mr.  Yance  is  a  student  of  political  science,  and 
has  traveled  quite  extensively  in  this  country  and 
Europe,  endeavoring  always  to  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  New  Britain,  and  earning  the  right  to 
be  called  public-spirited.  Although  modest  and 
unassuming,  he  has  always  the  courage  of  his 
convictions. 
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Hon.  CARLOS  FRENCH, 


CONGRESSMAN,  SECOND  DISTRICT,  1887-88. 


Hon.  Carlos  French  of  Seymour,  was  born 
in  Humphreysville  (now  Seymour),  August  6, 
1835,  and  educated  at  General  Russell's  School 
in  New  Haven.  He  spent  several  years  with  The 
American  Car  Company,  and  became  a  thorough 
mechanic  and  an  inventor.  He  has  been  an  ex- 
tensive manufacturer  of  horse-shoe  nails,  both  in 
Seymour  and  in  Chicago,  and  is  largely  identiiied 
with  other  prominent  industries.  He  has  been 
twice  elected  Representative  from  Seymour. 

In  the  Legislature  he  proved  a  valuable  and 
popular  member,  whose  judgment  upon  business 
matters  was  much  esteemed.  Not  naturally  a 
man  much  given  to  speech -making,  he  is  a  deep 
thinker,  upon  whose  decision,  when  once  given 


in  matters  submitted  to  him,  the  utmost  reliance 
can  be  placed.  He  has  been  a  director  in  the 
Second  National  Bank  of  New  Haven  for  many 
years,  and  in  other  ways  his  financial  interests 
are  placed  in  New  Haven.  He  has  been  reluct- 
ant to  accept  office  because  of  his  engrossing 
business  cares,  but  has  served  on  the  local  school 
board  and  has  been  energetic  in  matters  relating 
to  the  improvement  and  growth  of  the  village  of 
Seymour. 

In  Congress  Mr.  French  is  no  drone.  He  is 
there  to  represent  not  alone  one  or  two  interests, 
but  the  best  interests  of  the  entire  Congressional 
District. 
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Hon.  miles  T.  GRANGER, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FOURTH  DISTRICT,  1887-88. 


Hon.  Miles  T.  Granger  of  North  Canaan, 
Democratic  Congressman  from  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict, who  rose  from  a  farmer's  lad  to  become  an 
Associate  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors 
of  Connecticut,  was  born  in  New  Marlborough, 
Berkshire  County,  Mass.,  August  12,  1817,  the 
son  of  James  L.  Granger  and  Abigail  Tobey. 
At  a  very  early  age  he  was  thrown  entirely  upon 
his  own  resources,  a  position  he  has  maintained 
with  ability  ever  since.  Until  eighteen  years  of 
age,  or  up  to  1835,  he  continued  as  a  farm  laborer, 
finding  engagements  in  various  localities.  The 
next  three  years  he  taught  the  young  ideas  mul- 
tiplication, division,  practice,  and  all  the  other 
vexatious  problems  of  the  school-room. 

In  October,  1845,  was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  of 
Litchfield  County.  In  1847  he  opened  an  office 
at  the  old  village  of  "  Canaan  Four  Corners,"  in 
Couch's  hat  sliop.  After  a  year's  office  practice 
tliere,  he  moved  to  Canaan  Depot,  where  he  re- 
mained during  the  rest  of  his  practice.  In  1849 
he  was  elected  Judge  of  Probate,  and,  save  for 
two  years,  held  the  office  until  elected  Judge  of 
the   Superior  Court.     He  was  also  Town  Clerk 


and  Treasurer.  In  1857  he  was  elected  Senior 
Representative  from  Canaan,  and  was  given  im- 
mediately a  place  upon  the  Judiciary  Committee. 
In  1866  he  was  chosen  a  Senator  from  the  Sev- 
enteenth District.  In  1867  he  was  re-elected, 
and  became  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary  and  leader  of  the  Senate,  Ascending 
the  bench  of  the  Superior  Court,  July  26,  1867, 
Judge  Granger  displayed,  in  his  new  sphere,  all 
the  candor,  the  impartiality,  the  soundness  that 
had  characterized  his  private,  professional,  and 
legislative  career.  He  became  a  Judge  before 
whom  lawyers  felt  a  pleasure  in  trying  cases.  In 
1875  he  was  re-elected  for  eight  years,  and  No- 
vember 16,  1876,  rose,  by  election  thereto,  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

In  the  fall  of  1886,  in  the  Congressional  con- 
test in  the  Fourth  District,  the  Democrats  settled 
upon  him  as  the  strongest  man  they  could  find. 
He  entered  the  Congressional  fight  without  pre- 
varication or  dissimulation,  and  succeeded  in  de- 
feating Hon.  Frederick  Miles  by  a  few  hundred 
plurality. 
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Hon.  JOHN  R.  HILLS, 

DISTRICT  No.  1,....  1882  83. 


Hon.  John  R.  Hills,  Republican  Senator  from 
the  First  District,  was  a  member  of  the  Senate 
for  the  term  of  1878  and  1879,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Incorporations  Committee.  At  tlie 
special  election  in  the  spring  of  1881  to  till  the 
vacancy  in  the  Senate  from  the  First  District 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Hon.  John  R.  Buck, 
Mr.  Hills  was  again  elected,  and  served  during 
the  closing  month  of  the  session.  In  November 
he  was  elected  for  the  third  time,  defeating  bis 
competitor  by  a  splendid  majority.  Mr.  Hills's 
return  to  the  Senate  evinced  anew  his  popularity 
in  Hartford.  He  has  never  been  defeated  at  the 
polls,  and  has  carried  his  own  ward,  in  local  elec- 
tions, in  several  different  contests,  by  a  majority 
of  200  votes.  Senator  Hills's  personal  popular- 
ity has  been  the  guarantee  of  success  when  he 
has  been  a  candidate  before  the  people. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  October  9,  1 841,  and 
received   a   common-school   education.     He  is  a 


leading  contractor  and  builder  in  this  city  and 
has  done  some  of  the  best  work  in  the  city.  The 
new  Theological  Seminary,  at  the  corner  of  Farm- 
ington  avenue  and  Bi-oad  street,  was  erected  by 
him.  He  is  also  an  extensive  dealer  in  real  es- 
tate, his  transactions  aggregating  large  sums  an- 
nually. He  is  a  Director  in  the  United  States 
Trust  and  the  Kellogg  &  Bulkeley  Companies 
and  President  of  the  Hartford  Cement  Company, 
and  in  various  other  ways  is  identified  with  the 
business  interests  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Hills  has  served  in  the  Common  Council 
Boai'd  and  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners and  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board, 
lu  every  position  which  he  has  been  called  to  fill 
his  course  has  been  marked  by  strict  fidelity  to 
duty  and  conscientious  devotion  to  the  public 
welfare. 
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Hon.  JOHN  S.  CHENEY. 


DISTRICT  No.  2 1881-82. 


Hon.  John  S.  Cheney  of  South  Manchester, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  Second  District, 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Manu- 
factures and  on  New  Counties  and  County  Seats 
in  1881,  discharging  the  duties  of  the  position 
with  ability  and  success.  In  1877  he  was  a 
member  of  the  House  from  Manchester,  and 
proved  himself  an  able  and  influential  repre- 
sentative. 

Senator  Cheney  has  traveled  extensively  in 
this  and  foreign  countries.  During  a  residence 
of  sixteen  years  in  California  and  Australia,  he 
filled  at  different  times  the  offices  of  Mayor,  Town 
Councilor,  and  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  also 
assisted  in  the  management  of  various  charitable 
and  other  local  institutions. 

He  was  for  seven  years  a  member  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  serving  as  First  Lieu- 


tenant and  Captain  of  Company  G,  of  the  First 
Regiment,  and  is  thoroughly  conversant  with 
military  affairs. 

He  was  formerly  engaged  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits, but  has  been  for  the  past  twenty-four  years 
a  silk  manufacturer  and  a  member  of  the  well- 
known  firm  of  Cheney  Brothers. 

Senator  Cheney  was  one  of  the  "  Argonauts  " 
of  California,  leaving  New  York  for  the  Pacific 
coast  in  December,  1848,  by  way  of  Cape  Horn. 
He  is  a  native  of  South  Manchester,  and  was 
born  April  14,  1827.  He  received  an  academic 
education,  and  is  a  man  of  large  familiarity  with 
men  and  affairs.  His  senatorial  life  won  for  him 
the  most  cordial  approval  of  his  constituents, 
whose  interests  were  faithfully  guarded  in  his 
hands. 
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Hon.  rial  STRICKLAND, 


DISTRICT  No.  3,....1882-S3. 


Hon.  Rial  Strickland  of  Enfield,  Democratic 
Senator  from  the  Tliird  District,  was  born  at 
Stafford,  January  23,  1814,  and  was  educated  at 
Monson  Academy  and  the  Albany  Medical  Col- 
lege. He  also  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Hamil- 
ton of  Somers.  In  18-40  he  commenced  the 
practice  of  his  profession  at  Longmeadow,  Mass., 
and  remained  a  resident  of  that  town  until  1859, 
representing  it  one  year  in  the  General  Court  of 
the  State.  When  elected  Representative,  he  re- 
ceived every  vote  but  sixteen  in  the  town.  In 
1859  he  removed  to  Enfield,  and  has  since  re- 
sided there,  in  the  active  practice  of  his  profession. 

Dr.  Strickland  is  one  of  the  most  popular  citi- 
zens of  Enfield,  and  received   at  the   Senatorial 


election  a  majority  of  342  votes  in  the  town, 
which  includes  the  populous  industrial  center  of 
Thompsonville.  His  majority  in  the  District 
was  102. 

Dr.  Strickland  was  appointed  Pension  Surgeon 
by  the  government  in  1863,  and  has  since  retained 
the  position.  He  has  held  important  offices  in 
the  State  Medical  Association,  and  has  often 
served  as  delegate  in  political  conventions.  He 
is  an  Independent  Democrat  in  politics,  of  the 
David  Davis  school,  governed  by  his  best  con- 
victions in  the  discharge  of  his  Senatorial  duties. 
He  has  warm  friends  in  both  parties,  and  is  highly 
honored  and  respected  by  his  fellow-citizens. 
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Hon.  ANDKEW  S.  UPSON, 


DISTRICT  No.   4 1880-82. 


Hon.  Andrew  S.  Upson  of  Union ville,  Re- 
publican Senator  from  the  Fourth  District,  was 
a  member  of  the  House  from  Farmington  for  tlie 
years  of  1872  and  1873,  and  has  been  assessor 
and  member  of  the  Board  of  Eelief  of  that  town. 
Senator  Upson  was  born  at  BurHngton,  June  16, 
1835.  His  fatlier  died  before  he  was  two  years 
old,  leaving  a  widow  and  six  children,  with  a 
farm  of  200  acres  under  mortgage.  The  farm 
was  sold,  and  at  the  age  of  four  years  Mr.  Upson 
began  working  for  his  board  and  clothes  on  a 
farm,  where  he  remained  until  he  was  sixteen. 
At  the  expiration  of  this  period  he  commenced 
work  in  a  manufactory  at  $8  per  month.  Grad- 
ually advancing  he  became  a  traveling  salesman  ; 
then  one  of  the  owners,  and  finally  President  of 
the  Union  Nut  Company,  of  which  he  was  one 
of  the  founders.  Senator  Upson  is  one  of  the 
leading  business  men  at  Unionville,  and  is  con- 


nected with  several  manufacturing  institutions 
there.  He  is  President  of  the  Standard  Rule, 
the  Meech  &  Hart,  and  the  Union  Nut  Compa- 
nies ;  Vice-President  of  the  Union  Rolling  Mill 
Company  at  Cleveland,  O.,  and  a  director  in  the 
..Fltna  Nut  Company  of  Southington,  and  the 
Cowles  Hardware  Company  at  Unionville.  He 
is  also  a  director  in  the  Bristol  National  Bank  at 
Bristol.  He  has  been  the  General  Manager  of 
the  Union  Nut  Company  for  23  years.  Under 
his  supervision  the  Company  has  grown  to  more 
than  five  times  its  original  proportions,  and  now 
has  a  branch  manufactory  at  Cleveland,  O.,  also 
under  Mr.  Upson's  general  management.  Sena- 
tor Upson's  career  has  been  one  of  remarkable 
financial  success,  and  shows  the  innate  character 
of  the  man.  He  was  a  valuable  member  of  the 
Legislature,  discharging  his  duties  in  both  Houses 
with  marked  efiiciency. 
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Hon.  JAMES  SAMUEL  ELTON, 


DISTRICT  No.  5,....  1882-83. 


Hon.  James  Samuel  Elton  of  Waterbury,  was 
born  in  tbat  city  November  7, 1838,  and  received 
an  academic  education,  including  a  two  years' 
course  at  General  Russell's  Military  School  at 
New  Haven.  He  is  a  prominent  business  man 
at  Waterbury,  and  is  a  director  of  a  number  of 
the  leading  manufacturing  concerns  there,  in- 
cluding the  American  Pin  Company,  the  Coe 
Brass  Manufacturing  Company,  the  Waterbury 
Brass  Company,  of  which  he  is  at  present  the 
president,  and  also  in   the  Wheeler  &   Wilson 


Manufacturing  Company.  He  was  formerly  a 
director  in  the  Holmes,  Booth  &  Hayden  Com- 
pany, and  president  of  the  American  Pin  Com- 
pany. He  is  also  a  director  in  the  Waterbury 
National  Bank,  and  was  an  active  associate  in 
the  Elton  Banking  Companj'  while  it  was  en- 
gaged in  business.  Senator  Elton,  in  consequence 
of  his  large  and  important  business  experience, 
was  able  to  render  most  valuable  service  during 
the  sessions  in  which  he  participated.  He  was 
elected  by  the  Republicans  of  the  Fifth  District. 
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Hon.  EDWARD  F.  JONES, 

DISTMCT  No.  6,....  1881-82. 


Hon.  Edward  F.  Jones  of  Branford,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Sixth  District,  was  a 
member  of  the  House  in  1878,  and  served  on  tlie 
Committee  on  Insurance,  and  on  the  Special 
Railroad  Committee.  In  1878,  and  also  in  1880, 
he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  State  Con- 
ventions, and  has  taken  an  active  interest  in 
politics.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Republican 
State  Central  Committee  from  his  district.  Sen- 
ator Jones  was  born  in  New  Jersey  in  1821,  and 
resided  in  New  York  city  from  18-14  to  1868, 
where  for  fifteen  years  he  was  connected  with 
one  of  the  largest  jobbing  or  wholesale  boot  and 
shoe  houses  in  the  city,  —  removing  thence  to 
Branford,  of  which  town  he  has  since  been  con- 


tinuously a  resident.  He  has  held  from  time  to 
time  the  positions  of  Auditor,  and  member  of 
the  Board  of  Relief.  Senator  Jones  is  the  only 
Republican  ever  elected  to  the  House  from  Bran- 
ford, and  is  one  of  the  most  popular  citizens  of 
that  town.  He  has  been  one  of  the  New  Haven 
County  Auditors,  and  was  one  of  the  incorpora- 
tors of  the  Guilford  Savings  Bank,  of  which  he 
is  at  present  one  of  the  trustees.  He  is  the  sec- 
retary and  assistant  treasurer  of  the  Branford 
Lock  "Works,  and  a  man  of  large  business  train- 
ing and  experience.  His  senatorial  career  was 
highly  creditable,  and  won  for  him  the  hearty 
esteem  and  friendship  of  his  associates  and  con- 
stituents. 
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Hon.  GEOEGE  MILES  GUNN, 

DISTRICT  No.  7,....  1882-83. 


Hon.  George  Miles  Gunn,  Democratic  Sen- 
ator from  the  Seventh  District,  was  a  member 
of  the  House  from  Milford  for  the  years  1880 
and  1881,  also  in  1885  ;  and  in  the  Senate  in  1882- 
83;  in  both  branches  proving  himself  to  be  an 
able  and  clear-sighted  legislator.  In  debate  he 
presents  the  subject  in  hand  with  force  and  abil- 
ity, making  his  points  with  precision,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  winning  the  assent  of  his  asso- 


ciates. His  public  career  has  been  highly  credit- 
able, and  for  a  man  of  his  years  has  been  one  of 
marked  success.  Senator  Gunn  was  born  at 
Milford,  August  10,  1851,  and  graduated  from 
Yale  College  in  the  class  of  '74,  and  from  the 
Yale  Law  School  in  '78.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  at  Milford,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  promising  of  the  younger  members  of  the 
New  Haven  County  bar. 
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Hon.  WILLIAM  JOSEPH  MILLS, 

DISTRICT  No.  8,....  1881-82. 


Hon.  William  Joseph  Mills  of  New  Haven, 
was  born  in  Yazoo,  Miss.,  January  11,  1849. 
He  graduated  from  the  ISTorwieli  Academy,  and 
then  studied  for  several  years  under  the  best  tu- 
tors and  private  masters  that  could  be  secured. 
In  the  latter  part  of  1867  he  went  into  the  house 
of  Grinnell,  Minturn  &  Co.  of  New  York,  one 
of  the  largest  shipping  and  commission  houses  in 
the  country,  and  stayed  with  them  until  Janu- 
ary, 1871.  Not  having  a  fondness  for  mercan- 
tile pursuits,  he  resigned  from  their  employ  and 
entered  the  Yale  Law  School,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1876,  taking  while  there  a  high  po- 


sition for  excellence  in  literary  composition.  He 
is  now  in  the  active  practice  of  his  profession. 
Mr.  Mills  represented  New  Haven  in  the  Assem- 
bly during  the  session  of  1878,  and  was  nomi- 
nated by  his  party  in  1880  as  Senator,  and  elected 
by  a  plurality  of  2,226  over  his  competitor.  Dur- 
ing his  service  in  the  House  and  in  the  Senate 
Mr.  Mills  made  a  host  of  friends,  and  his  every 
vote  was  guided  only  by  what  he  thought  was 
right.  He  is  a  strong  Democrat  in  his  feelings, 
but  at  the  same  time  is  not  one  of  those  who  be- 
lieve that  his  party  can  do  no  wrong.  The  Sen- 
ator has  lived  in  New  Haven  since  1868.. 
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Hon.  EGBERT  COIT, 

DISTRICT  No.  9 1880-83. 


Hon.  Robert  Coit  of  New  London,  was  first 
elected  in  1879,  carrying  his  District  by  a  solid 
majority.  He  has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  In- 
surance Committee  and  on  Engrossed  Bills,  the 
latter  being  one  of  the  most  important  legislative 
committeeships.  In  1879  he  was  a  member  of 
the  House,  serving  on  the  Judiciary  Committee. 
In  the  fall  of  1879  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  New 
London,  and  has  been  one  of  the  most  popular 
and  efficient  chief  executive  officers  that  city  has 
ever  had.  Senator  Coit  is  a  gentleman  of  great 
popularity  in  his  section  of  his  State.  He  was 
born  at  New  London  in  1830,  and  graduated 
from  Yale  College  at  the  age  of  twenty  years,  in 
the  class  of  1850.  Mr.  Coit  is  a  lawyer  by  pro- 
fession, and  has  been  in  practice  for  thirty  years 
or  more.  He  is  President  of  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad  Company,  and  a  man  of  fine 


business  capacity.  He  has  held  the  office  of 
Judge  of  Probate  for  several  years  ;  Register  in 
Bankruptcy  for  fifteen  years,  and  is  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  National  Union  Bank  of  New  Lon- 
don, and  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  New 
London  Savings  Bank.  He  has  shown,  since  his 
entrance  into  legislative  affairs,  an  excellent  apti- 
tude for  the  business  required.  Without  mak- 
ing any  ornamental  show,  with  an  apparent 
desire  to  avoid  public  attention,  he  is  a  vigilant 
legislator,  watchful  especially  over  the  interests 
of  his  immediate  constituents,  and  thoroughly 
attentive  to  every  matter  of  public  concern.  He 
possesses  conservative  tendencies  in  the  right  di- 
rection, and  is  regarded  by  his  associates  as  a 
man  of  unusually  clear  comprehension  and  good 
judgment.     In  politics  he  is  a  Republican. 
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Hon.  CHARLES  PERHY  WHITE. 


DISTRICT  No.  10 1881-82. 


Hon.  Charles  Perry  White  of  Xortli  Ston- 
ington,  was  elected  bj  the  Republicans  of  bis  Sen- 
atorial District  in  November,  1880,  by  the  largest 
majority  ever  given  in  that  District.  Senator 
White  brought  to  his  aid  in  the  Senate  a  long 
and  valuable  experience,  with  habits  of  industry 
and  strict  integrity.  He  was  an  industrious  leg- 
islator, alwa3's  found  at  his  post  of  duty  ;  and  no 
complaint  was  ever  heard  from  any  part  of  his 
constituency  that  their  interests  were  not  well 
and  faithfully  served.  He  was  born  in  North 
Stonington,  November  12,  1813,  and  enjoyed  the 
advantag-es  of  a  common-school  and  academic 
education  as  afforded  by  his  native  State  and  in 
Rhode  Island.  He  has  held  the  office  of  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, and  has  held  other  local  offices  of  trust  and 
responsibility.     In  1881  he  resigned  the  position 


of  Chairman  of  the  Republican  Town  Commit- 
tee, which  position  he  had  held  for  twenty  years. 
His  devotion  to  the  cause  of  temperance,  and  un- 
selfish interest  in  all  movements  tending  to  re- 
form, and  his  courage  in  the  capacity  of  Justice 
of  the  Peace  when  cases  have  been  before  him  in 
the  interest  of  the  suppression  of  vice,  have 
strengthened  the  confidence  of  all  the  people  in 
him  as  the  years  have  multiplied.  When  his 
pi'esent  term  expires  he  will  have  held  the  office 
of  Judge  of  Probate  for  twenty-three  years,  and 
would  be  continued  if  his  age  permitted.  He 
was  elected  to  the  House  from  his  native  town  in 
1853  as  a  Democrat,  but  since  1855  he  has  acted 
with  the  opponents  of  that  party,  and  has  been 
an  ardent  member  of  the  Republican  party  from 
the  day  of  its  birth.

Hon.  Chakles  P.  Stdrtevant  of  East  Lyme, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  Eleventh  District, 
was  a  member  of  the  House  during  the  session  of 
1878,  and  has  held  nearly  all  the  offices  in  the 
gift  of  his  townsmen  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 
He  is  engaged  in  the  woolen  manufacturing  busi- 
ness, and  holds  the  position  of  Agent  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Niantic  Mills  Company.  He  is  a  man 
of  tine  executive  ability  and  was  a  valued  member 
of  the  Senate.     His  experience  in  the  House  also 


made  him  familiar  with  methods  of  legislation, 
and  in  the  wider  field  to  which  he  was  later 
chosen  he  represented  them  with  credit  and 
honor.

Hon,  Morris  Woodruff  Seymour  of  Bridge- 
port, Democratic  Senator  from  the  Fourteenth 
District,  is  a  son  of  tlie  late  Ex-Chief  Justice  Ori- 
gen  S.  Seymour  of  Litchfield,  where  lie  was  born 
October  6,  1842.  Senator  Seymour  graduated 
from  Tale  College  in  the  class  of  1806.  He  re- 
ceived a  thorough  legal  education  at  the  Colum- 
bia Law  School  at  New  York,  and  began  the 
practice  of  the  legal  profession  at  Bridgeport  in 
the  fall  of  1868,  and  has  since  resided  there.  He 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  lawyers  connected 
with  the  Fairfield  County  Bar,  and  commands 
an  extensive  practice.  He  is  in  partnership  with

HoN."WiLLiAM  N",  Northrop  of  Newtown,  Dem- 
ocratic Senator  from  the  Fifteentli  District,  lias 
held  various  local  offices,  including  that  of  First 
Selectman  since  1875,  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
fifteen  years,  and  mem])er  of  the  Board  of  Asses- 
sors, member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Di- 
rector of  the  Newtown  Savings  Bank,  and  also 


of  the  Board  of  Relief.  He  is  a  farmer  by  oc- 
cupation, giving  special  attention  to  the  raising 
of  cattle.  He  is  a  man  of  conservative  principles, 
and  in  politics  is  a  Democrat.  Senator  Northro]) 
was  born  at  Newtown,  July  15,  1829,  and  re- 
ceived a  common  and  select  school  education.

DISTRICT  No.  16,....  1881-82. 


Hon.  Henry  Haivemond  of  Killingly,  Republi- 
can Senator  from  the  Sixteentli  District,  was  born 
at  Pomfret  in  1814,  and  received  his  education 
at  the  public  schools.  He  was  engaged  in  me- 
chanical business  until  1851.  Two  years  later 
he  removed  to  the  town  of  Killingly,  where  he 
has  since  resided.  He  enlisted  early  in  the  anti- 
slavery  cause,  and,  while  in  his  minority,  assisted 
in  the  organization  of  the  first  anti-slavery  soci- 
ety in  the  State,  but  took  no  active  part  in  polit- 
ical matters  until  the  formation  of  the  Liberty  or 
"  Free-Soil  Party,"  when  he  gave  his  first  vote 
for  President  to  James  G.  Birney  in  1844.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  1854,  and  again  a  member  in  1865.  He  has 
held  the  ofiice  of  County  Commissioner,  and  was 
three  times  elected  General  Railroad  Commis- 


sioner for  the  State.  He  was  appointed  United 
States  Marshal  for  the  District  of  Connecticut  by 
President  Lincoln,  and  afterwards  Collector  of 
Internal  Revenue  for  the  Third  Congressional 
District  by  President  Johnson.  He  was  for  sev- 
eral years  an  active  trustee  in  the  Windham 
County  Savings  Bank,  and  is  now  President  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Killingly,  and  a  Di- 
rector in  the  Danielsonville  Cotton  Company.

Hon.  Eugene  S.  Boss  of  Windham,  Republican 
Senator  from  the  Seventeenth  District,  was  a 
member  of  the  House  in  1877,  serving  as  Chair- 
man on  the  part  of  the  House  on  the  Committee 
on  Frauds  in  Elections,  and  on  the  Committee 
on  Insurance.  He  has  also  been  a  Presidential 
Elector  from  Connecticut,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Burgesses,  and  Acting  "Warden  of  the  Borough 
of  Willimantic,  and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 


Willimantic  Savings  Bank.  For  the  past  thirty 
years  he  has  been  engaged  in  business  with  the 
Willimantic  Linen  Company,  and  is  an  active 
and  influential  citizen.  He  was  born  at  Willi- 
mantic, January  13,  1842,  and  received  a  com- 
mon-school education.

Hon.  Milo  B.  Richardson,  Democratic  Sena- 
tor from  tlie  Nineteenth  District,  was  born  at 
Lime  Rock,  Febrnary  13,  1849,  and  educated 
principally  at  the  Rocky  Dell  Institute  in  his 
native  village,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  J.  H. 
Hurlburt.  For  a  short  time  also  he  attended  the 
Edwards  Place  School  at  Stockbridge,  Mass. 
Since  his  twenty-first  year  he  has  been  engaged 
in  the  management  of  important  interests  of  the 
Barnum-Richardson  Company  and  other  corpor- 
ations. He  is  at  present  a  Director  and  Assist- 
ant Treasurer  of  the  former  concern  and  a  Direc- 
tor in  many  other  corporations,  engaged  in  the 


mining  and  manufacture  of  iron  in  Connecticut 
and  other  States.  In  the  spring  of  1872,  when 
only  twenty-three  years  of  age,  he  was  nominated 
on  the  Democratic  State  ticket  for  Treasurer, 
with  Richard  D.  Hubbard.

Hon.  Albert  P.  Bradstreet  of  Thomaston, 
represented  tlie  town  of  Thomaston  in  tlie  Honse 
during  tlie  years  of  1877  and  1878,  also  serving 
the  last  year  on  the  Insurance  Committee.  Sen- 
ator Bradstreet  graduated  from  Yale  College  in 
the  class  of  1871,  and  from  the  Columbia  Law 
School  in  1873.  As  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
his  clearness  of  judgment,  intelligence,  and  fore- 
sight have  won  for  him  the  highest  esteem  of  his 
associates.  During  the  session  of  1880  he  was 
elected  Associate  Judge  of  the  Waterbury  City 
Court,  and  has  held  various  local  offices,  includ- 
ing that  of  Town  Clerk  of  Thomaston  since  its 


incorporation  in  1875.  He  has  also  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  Justice  of 
the  Peace.  Senator  Bradstreet  is  the  first  Repub- 
lican elected  to  the  Senate  from  the  old  Sixteenth 
District  since  1873.  His  majority  was  16-1, 
which  is  a  gain  of  257  in  the  district  as  compared 
with  the  returns  of  1878,  when  the  Democrats 
carried  the  election  by  ninety-three  votes.  Mr. 
Bradstreet  was  born  at  Thomaston  June  9,  1846, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  popular  young  men  in  his 
locality.  He  is  an  admirable  debater,  presenting 
his  arguments  clearly  and  forcibly,  and  is  thor- 
oughly sound  in  his  views  of  legislation. 
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Hon.  EICHAED  PEATT  SPENCEE, 


DISTRICT  No.  21,....  1882-83. 


Hon.  Eichakd  Pratt  Spencer  of  Saybrook, 
Eepublican  Senator  from  the  Twenty-first  Dis- 
trict, lias  been  president  of  the  Deep  Eiver 
National  Bank  since  1866,  and  was  formerly 
president  of  the  Pratt,  Eead  &  Co.  corporation, 
engaged  in  manufacturing  i\OY\  goods.  He  has 
also  held  the  treasurership  of  the  Deep  Eiver 
Savings  Bank,  and  has  had  large  acquaintance 
and  experience  with  banking  interests.  He  was 
a  resident  of  New  York  city  for  ten  years,  but 
the  greater  portion  of  his  business  life  has  been 
spent  at  Deep  Eiver,  where  he  has  a  fine  residence 
on  the  site  of  the  old  homestead,  nearly  opposite 
the  National  Bank  building  on  Main  street.  His 
father,  the  late  George  Spencer,  commenced  the 
manufacture  of  ivory  goods  at  Deep  Eiver  in  1816. 
He   lived  there  until   the  year  1878,  when   he 


died  at  the  age  of  ninety-one  years.  Senator 
Spencer  was  born  at  Deep  Eiver,  February  12, 
1820,  and  received  an  academic  education,  inclu- 
ding a  course  of  study  at  Parish's  Seminary  at 
Berlin.  He  has  been  prominently  identified  with 
interests  connected  with  his  native  town,  and 
possesses  the  fullest  confidence  of  his  constituency.

DISTRICT  No.  22,....  1881-86. 


Hon.  Joseph  W.  Alsov  of  Middletown,  Dem- 
ocratic Senator  from  the  Twenty-second  District, 
was  first  elected  in  1880,  again  in  1882,  and 
again  in  1884.  At  four  of  the  five  sessions  at 
which  he  has  represented  his  district,  lie  has  been 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  and 
has  served  with  ability  and  success.  In  1884  and 
1885  he  served  with  equal  acceptability  on  the 
Committee  on  Federal  Kelations.  He  was  born 
in  New  York  City  in  August,  1838,  and  was 
educated  at  the  Yale  and  Columbia  Scientific 
Schools.  He  also  pursued  a  complete  course  of 
medical  study,  graduating  from  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  K^ew  York  in 
1864.  He  has  served  in  both  Boards  of  the  Mid- 
dletown Court  of  Common  Council,  and  was  a 


member  of  the  House  from  Middletown  in  1873, 
holding  the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  School 
Fund  Committee  on  the  part  of  that  body.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Middle- 
town,  also  of  the  Russell  Library  of  that  city. 
Trustee  and  Treasurer  of  St.  Luke's  Home,  and 
occupies  other  local  ofiices  of  trust  and  responsi- 
bility. Senator  Alsop  is  interested  in  agriculture 
and  stock-breeding,  and  his  learnino;  has  been  of 
incalculable  value  as  Chairman  of  the  Agricultural 
Committee,  while  in  other  branches  of  legislation 
his  scholarly  attainments,  knowledge  of  aftairs, 
and  executive  ability  have  won  for  him  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  his  associates. 
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Hon.  EALPH  P.  GILBERT, 


DISTRICT  No.  23,....  1882-83. 


Hon.  Ralph  P.  Gilbert  was  born  in  HebrcJn 
(Gilead  Society),  Aug.  30,  1819.  His  ancestors 
were  among  the  earliest  and  most  prominent 
settlers  of  tlie  town,  and  all  of  the  highest 
character  and  strictest  integrity.  Hon.  Sylvester 
Gilbert  established  the  first  Law  School  in  East- 
ern Connecticut,  and  liad  the  training  of  56 
students  therein.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature  thirty-two  sessions,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  U.  S.  Congress  in  the  years  1818 
and  1819.  He  was  also  one  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State  to  sell 
the  lands  known  as  the  ''  Western  Reserve," 
which  brought  $1,200,000  ;  the  interest  of  which 
is  used  for  the  support  and  encouragement  of  our 
common  schools.  His  father,  Peyton  Randolph 
Gilbert,  was  the  senator  first   elected  from  the 


old  21st  district,  filling  the  oflice  in  1830  and 
1831.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  received  an 
excellent  common  school  education,  and  in  his 
ITth  year  commenced  teaching  a  district  school 
in  the  winter  season  and  working  upon  the  farm 
the  rest  of  the  year.  His  business  has  been 
mainly  farming,  but  within  the  last  few  years 
the  more  arduous  duties  have  been  transferred 
to  his  son.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican, 
and  as  such  has  held  various  town  ofiices  of 
trust  and  responsibility.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  session  of 
1880,  at  which  time  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance.  Benevolent,  philan- 
thropic, and  educational  interests  command  his 
warm  appi'oval  and  eff"ort,  and  he  occupies  a 
prominent  position  in  church  and  society  aflairs. 
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Hon.  EBENEZER  C.  DEN'N'IS, 


DISTRICT  No.  ai 1882-83. 


Hon.  Ebenezer  C.  Dennis  of  Stafford,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Twenty-fourth  District, 
was  born  at  Hardwick,  Worcester  County,  Mass., 
July  26,  1834,  and  received  a  common  school 
and  academic  education.  For  a  period  of  twenty 
years  he  was  engaged  in  the  wholesale  hide  and 
leather  business,  but  is  now  occupied  with  the 
grain  trade,  both  wholesale  and  retail.  He  has 
held  the  office  of  Assessor  at  Stafford  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  also  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.     He  has  taken   a  prominent  part  in 


local  affairs,  was  at  one  time  Warden  of  the 
Borough  of  Stafford,  and  has  been  a  director  in 
the  Stafford  National  Bank  for  several  years. 
Since  1850  he  has  been  a  Republican,  and  his 
character,  both  in  private  and  public  affairs,  has 
made  him  a  valued  member  of  the  part3\ 
Senator  Dennis  was  first  elected  a  member  of 
tlie  Senate  from  the  Twentieth  District,  but 
under  the  new  apportionment,  Stafford  was 
included  in  the  Twenty-fourth,  the  district  which 
he  last  represented.

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Hon.  WILLIAM  JUDSON  CLAEK. 


DISTRICT  No.  3 1883-84. 


Hon.  William  Judson  Clark  of  Southington, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  Second  District, 
was  born  at  Southington,  August  19,  1825.  His 
education  was  derived  from  the  Southington 
Academy,  from  which  he  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1815.  In  the  spring  of  1817,  Mr.  Clark 
formed  a  mercantile  partnership  with  his  brother- 
in-law.  On  January  23,  1849,  in  company  with 
fifty-five  others,  Mr.  Clark  sailed  from  New 
Haven  in  the  schooner  Montague,  for  San 
Francisco,  by  the  way  of  Cape  Horn.  The 
party  arrived  in  California  after  a  five  months' 
voyage,  and  were  at  first  quite  successful  in  their 
search  for  gold,  but  an  epidemic  attacked  the 
party  and  many  were  taken  sick.  Among  the 
latter  was  Senator  Clark,  who  was  compelled  by 
illness  to  give  up  his  labors  in  California,  and  to 
return  home,  which  he  did  in  the  spring  of  1850. 
He  afterwards  engaged  in  bolt  manufacturing  and 
succeeded  in  building  up  a  very  pros})erous  and 
lucrative  business,  from  which  he  retired  in  1871. 
Since   his   retirement.  Senator   Clark   has   been 


passing  the  winters  in  Southington  and  the  sum- 
mers in  Stony  Creek,  where  he  has  erected  a 
fine  mansion,  overlooking  the  Sound  and  the 
picturesque  Thimble  Islands. 

Senator  Clark  has  ever  realized  his  duties  as  a 
citizen  and  performed  them  promptly'  without 
fear  or  favor.  During  the  war  he  was  a  zealous 
Union  man,  and  was  president  of  the  Union  League 
in  Southington  during  the  entire  period.  On 
many  occasions  he  has  served  the  State  and  the 
nation.  The  session  of  1883  was  Senator  Clark's 
first  experience  in  the  Legislature,  and  while  he 
has  shown  that  he  has  the  courage  to  advocate 
his  convictions,  he  has  also  shown,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  that  he 
possesses  a  clear  head  and  sound  judgment.  For 
the  Session  of  1881  he  was  Chairman  of  three 
very  important  Committees  —  Claims,  Temper- 
ance, and  Constitutional  Amendments,  and  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Contested  Elections, 
working  with  the  utmost  assiduity  and  accom- 
plishing important  results. 
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Hon.  CHAELES  D.  YALE, 


DISTRICT   No.  6,....  1882-83. 


Hon.  Charles  D.  Yale  of  Walliiigford,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  fi-om  the  Sixth  District,  was  born  in 
Meriden  in  1812.  He  received  the  ordinary  educa- 
tional advantages  of  the  common  school  and 
academy,  or  liigh  scliool.  Though  not  ambitious 
for  political  preferment,  lie  has  done  the  State 
good  service,  having  been,  while  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1874,  on  the 
Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  same  committee  while  in  the  Senate 
in  1875.  In  1878  Mr.  Yale  was  again  elected  to 
the  House,  and  was  one  of  the  Committee  on 
Banks.  His  position  in  the  business  world  is 
high,  and  as  a  stockholder  and  officer  of  the 
Simpson,  Hall,  Miller  &  Co.  Manufacturing 
Corporation  of  Wallingford,  he  is  well  known 
throughout  the  United  States. 


The^financial  reverses  of  1835-7  found  Mr. 
Yale  in  circumstances  rendering  a  change  in 
location  desirable.  After  settling  up  his  affairs, 
paying  every  dollar  of  indebtedness,  he  removed 
for  the  second  time  to  Richmond,  Va.,  where  he 
had  lived  in  eai-ly  life,  and  being  of  a  hopeful 
and  energetic  temperament,  he  was  in  a  few 
years  at  the  head  of  a  large  and  successful  busi- 
ness. In  1869  Mr.  Yale  disposed  of  his  business 
interests  in  Virginia,  and  a  part  of  his  other 
property  there,  returning  to  this  State  for  a  per- 
manent residence.  His  enterprise  and  good 
judgment  have  been  well  appreciated  by  his 
fellow-citizens  of  Wallingford,  who  elected  him 
Wai'den  of  the  Borough,  and  the  workmen  in  the 
manufactory  look  upon  him  as  a  personal  friend. 
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Hox.  CHESTER  W.  BARNES, 

DISTRICT  No.  10 1883-S4. 


Hon.  Chester  AY.  Barnes  of  Preston,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  the  Tenth  District,  was  born 
in  Norwich  Town,  adjacent  to  Preston,  Marcli 
16,  1841.  In  his  infancy  his  parents  moved  from 
Norwich  to  Lisbon,  and  after  a  five  years'  resi- 
dence in  the  latter  town  they  retnrned  to  Nor- 
wich. Remaining  only  a  year,  they  made  a  per- 
manent removal,  settling  in  the  town  of  Preston. 
Senator  Barnes's  ancestors  were  well-to-do  farm- 
ers, and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  his  grandpar- 
ents, both  of  whom  lived  to  the  age  of  ninety-three 
years,  kept  lionse  in  the  old  liomestead  at  Preston 
for  seventy-one  years,  and  brought  up  a  family 
of  eleven  children.  The  subject  of  this  sketch 
received  his  education  in  the  main  at  the  public 


schools,  and  was  later  trained  for  commercial 
pursuits.  For  the  past  eighteen  years  he  has 
been  proprietor  of  a  grocery  business  in  Preston, 
which  under  his  management  has  become  a  sub- 
stantial success.  In  1882  he  represented  his 
town  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Claims.  In  1881  he 
was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Preston,  and  he  has  also  been  Constable 
there  for  several  years.  He  is  a  gentleman  of 
unostentatious  manner,  of  firm  convictions  in  po- 
litical and  civil  matters,  of  excellent  judgment  in 
business  aftairs,  and  withal  a  thoroughly  practical 
man. 
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Hon.  EDWIN  LEWIS  SCOFIELD, 


DISTRICT  No.  12 1883-84. 


Hon.  Edwin  Lewis  Scofield  of  Stamford,  Re- 
publican Senator  from  the  Twelfth  District,  was 
a  member  of  the  House  in  1882,  when  he  served 
upon  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  made  a  record 
of  the  highest  distinction.  He  was  born  at  Stam- 
ford, June  18,  1852.  His  early  education  was 
derived  from  select  schools,  and  in  1873  he  en- 
tered the  Senior  class  of  the  Columbia  College 
Law  School,  and  was  graduated  in  the  spring  of 
1874:.  Just  at  that  time  he  reached  his  twenty- 
first  birthday,  and  was  immediately  admitted  to

He 
is  a  leading  member  of  the  Republican  party  in 
the  section  of  the  State  where  he  resides.

DISTRICT   No.  14,....  1883-84. 


Hon.  Robert  E.  De  Forest  of  Bridgeport, 
Democratic  Senator  from  the  Fourteenth  Dis- 
trict, was  born  at  Guilford,  February  20,  1845, 
and  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  the  class  of 
'67.  Since  graduating  from  college  he  has  fol- 
lowed the  legal  profession,  and  has  a  successful 
practice.  He  has  held  the  offices  of  Assistant  At- 
torney of  Bridgeport,  City  Attorney,  was  elected 
Mayor  in   1877  and   served  one  j'ear,   and  was 


Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Fair- 
field County  for  three  years.  He  represented 
Bridgeport  in  the  House  of  Representatives  at 
the  session  of  1881,  David  M.  Read  beinff  his 
colleague,  and  was  House  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fisheries.  Senator  De  Forest  possesses 
great  popularity  in  his  District,  and  was  elected 
ill  1882  by  a  large  majority. 
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Hon.  CLARK  E.  BARROWS, 


DISTRICT  No.  16 1883-84. 


Hon.  Clakk  E.  Baerows  of  Eastford,  Repub-  [ 
lican  Senator  from  the  Sixteenth  District,  was  a  i 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1879, 
when  he  served  upon  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  State  Prison  and  also  upon  tlie  Special 
Committee  to  Investigate  the  Management  of 
the  Prison.  The  inquiry  resulted  in  a  radical 
change  in  the  management ;  a  change  that  has 
added  much  to  the  reputation  of  the  State.  In  ' 
1883,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Tem- 
perance, he  did  good  work,  and  his  executive 
ability  materially  contributed  to  the  dispatch  of 
business  brought  before  his  associates  and  him- 
self. He  was  also  Chairman  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Woman  Suffrage.  At  the  session  of 
1884  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs.  Senator 
Barrows  was  born  in  Eastford,  Conn.,  September 


7,  18i3,  a  descendant,  in  the  fifth  generation 
only,  of  one  of  the  Pilgrim  families  that  landed 
at  Plymouth.  The  Barrowses  have  been  exceed- 
ingly long  lived.  The  Senator's  grandfather 
died  in  1883  at  the  advanced  age  of  98.  The 
Senator's  education  was  obtained  from  the  com- 
mon schools  and  the  Dudley  Academy  in  Massa- 
chusetts. He  is  junior  member  of  the  firm  of  J. 
D.  Barrows  &  Son,  manufacturersof  leather,  and 
has  been  engaged  in  business  since  1864,  and 
since  1865  he  has  been  School  Visitor  in  the 
town,  and  held  the  office  of  Collector  and  other 
minor  positions.  His  father  was  a  member  of 
the  House  in  1852  and  1859,  and  a  Senator  in 
1869-70.  Mr.  Barrows  is  a  gentleman  of  cordial 
manners  and  easy  address,  and  his  experience  in 
legislative  matters  has  been  of  great  value  in  the 
Senate. 
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Hon.  OWEN   BROWN   KING, 


DISTRICT  No.  20,. . .  .1883-84. 


Hon.  Owen  Brown  King  of  Watertown, 
Democratic  Senator  from  the  Twentieth  District, 
was  born  in  Hudson,  Ohio,  August  10,  1817,  and 
is  a  nephew  of  Jolm  Brown,  who  gave  his  life  at 
Harper's  Ferry  in  belialf  of  freedom  for  tlie 
colored  race.  Senator  King's  education  was 
acquired  in  a  Log  Cabin  school-house,  and  his 
course  of  study  terminated  at  the  age  of  eleven 
years,  when  he  was  placed  in  a  store.  He  made 
good  use  of  his  time,  both  by  application  to  busi- 
ness, by  study  and  observation,  and  in  1844 
engaged  as  head  clerk  with  a  firm  doing  a  large 
dry  goods  business  in  his  native  town.  Pie 
remained  there  until  1849,  when  he  was  called 
by  Scovill  and  Buckingham  to  Connecticut,  to 
take  charge,  as  assistant  overseer,  in  their  fac- 
tory at  Watertown.  When  the  corporation  now 
known  as  the  Scovill  Manufacturing  Company, 


of  Waterbury,  was  formed,  Senator  King  was 
made  foreman,  and  continued  in  that  capacity' 
until  1857.  In  that  year  he  assumed  a  position 
as  salesman  with  the  Wheeler  &  Wilson  Manu- 
facturing Company,  and  remained  with  them 
until  1865.  He  then  returned  to  Watertown  to 
settle  for  life. 

In  1869  Mr.  King  was  elected  State  Senator 
from  the  Sixteenth  District,  and  has  held  besides 
many  public  otfices.  In  1856  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Waterbury  Common  Council,  and  was  one 
of  the  committee  which  built  the  first  reservoirs 
for  the  protection  of  the  city  against  fire.  He 
has  been  elected  City  Sheriff  of  Waterbury,  but 
served  only  for  a  short  time.  From  1879  to  1882 
he  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Watertown. 
For  the  past  twenty  years  he  has  been  engaged  in 
breeding  fancy  Devon  cattle  and  working-oxen. 
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Hon.  FRANCIS  B.  COOLEY, 

DISTRICT  No.  1,....  1884-85. 


Hon.  Francis  Buell  Cooley  of  Hartford, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  First  District,  is  a 
prominent  citizen  of  the  Capital  City.  He  was 
born  in  Granville,  Mass.,  in  1823.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  public  schools,  and  when  a  young 
man  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits.  In  1847  he 
went  to  Chicago,  111.,  when  that  city  was  in  its 
infancy,  and  established  the  first  dry  goods  com- 
mission house  that  existed  there.  He  remained 
in  Chicago  for  a  period  of  seventeen  years,  and 
was  senior  partner  of  the  firm  of  Cooley,  Farwell 
&  Co.,  one  of  the  largest  commission  houses  in  the 
United  States.  The  firm  is  still  continued  under 
the  name  of  J.  V.  Farwell  &  Co.     In  1865,  hav- 


ing amassed  a  handsome  fortune,  Mr.  Cooley  re- 
moved to  Hartford,  and  has  since  lived  in  this 
city,  his  home  being  a  fine  residence,  surrounded 
by  extensive  grounds,  on  Farmington  avenue. 
He  is  largely  interested  in  banking  and  financial 
institutions,  being  President  of  the  National  Ex- 
change Bank,  a  Director  in  the  ^tna  Insurance 
Company,  and  a  Trustee  of  the  Society  for  Sav- 
ings on  Pratt  street.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Retreat  for  the  Insane, 
and  a  Trustee  of  Hartford  Theological  Seminary. 
In  the  Senate  he  was  a  very  efficient  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  Library. 
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Hon.  THEODORE  M.  MALTBIE, 


DISTRICT  No.  3 1884-85. 


Hon.  Theodore  M.  Maltbie,  Republican 
Senator  fi-oin  the  Third  District,  was  born  in 
New  York,  April  29,  1842,  but  left  the  great 
cit}'  while  jet  a  child,  going  to  the  Berkshire 
hills,  where  he  lived  and  studied  in  the  common 
schools  and  academy  until  he  attained  his 
majority.  Then  he  removed  to  Granby  where 
he  has  resided  ever  since.  In  1872  he  accepted 
the  position  of  Deputy  Insurance  Commissioner 
of  this  State  under  Hon.  George  S.  Miller.  This 
relation  he  continued  under  Hon.  John  W.  Sted- 
man.  In  1878,  having  previously  formed  a  part- 
nership with  Judge  Briscoe  in  Hartford,  he  with- 
drew to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  the  practice 
of  law.  During  his  experience  as  an  insurance 
official  he  earned    an  excellent  reputation   as  a 


specialist.  In  1882  he  became  associated  with 
Hon.  William  C.  Case  and  Percy  S.  Bryant,  the 
firm  name  being  Case,  Maltbie  &  Bryant,  with 
an  office  on  State  street,  Hartford.  As  to  his 
political  career,  the  Senator  was  a  member  of  the 
House  in  1870, 1874,  and  1878,  in  which  position 
he  was  always  conspicuous  for  keen  perception 
and  executive  ability.  In  1873  he  was  a  candi- 
date for  Senator  in  the  old  Third  District,  but 
even  with  his  popularity  it  could  not  be  rescued 
from  Democratic  control.  In  1883  he  was  nom- 
inated in  the  new  Third,  and  elected  by  a  hand- 
some majority.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Incorporations,  and  of  the  Committee 
on  Joint  Rules. 
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Hon.  EDAYARD  T.  TURNER, 


DISTRICT  No.  5,....  1884-85. 


Hon.  Edward  T.  Turner  of  Waterbiiry,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Fifth  District,  was  born  in 
Northfield,apartof  the  town  of  Litchfield,  in  1835. 
He  received  a  common-school  education,  and  at 
an  early  age  was  apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker,  an 
occupation  which  he  ceased  to  follow  after  his 
apprenticeship  had  been  completed,  he  dividing 
his  time  between  farming  and  working  in  the 
factory.  At  the  age  of  twentj^-four  he  went  to 
Plainville  to  enter  a  country  store,  and  it  was 
there  that  those  habits  of  business  became  fixed 
which  have  since  distinguished  him  as  a  merchant. 
The  field  in  Plainville  proving  too  limited,  he 
moved  to  Waterbury  in  1863  and  embarked  in 
the  dry  goods  business,  which  from  that  time  has 
been  one  of  the  most  influential  factors  in  the 


city's  growth.  For  years  the  house  of  E.  T.  Tur- 
ner has  stood  second  to  none  in  the  busy  Nauga- 
tuck  Valley,  and  indeed  has  rivaled  that  of  any 
similar  house  in  the  State.  The  cause  of  this 
must  be  found  in  his  indomitable  perseverance, 
eternal  watchfulness,  hard  labor,  fair  dealing, 
quick  sympathies,  and  his  readiness  to  take  hold 
of  anything  legitimate  which  gave  promise  of 
profit,  growth,  and  progress.  Mr.  Turner  is 
largely  interested  in  Waterbury  real  estate,  is  a 
Director  in  its  Manufacturers  National  Bank,  and 
connected  with  many  enterprises  involving  the 
growth  of  Waterbury,  and  his  counsels  were  thus 
of  great  value  in  his  new  position  as  Senator  of 
this  District. 
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Hon.  EDMUND  DAY, 


DISTRICT  No.  7 1884-85. 


Hon.  Edmund  Day,  Republican  Senator  from 
the  Seventli  District,  was  born  in  West  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  December  12,  1831.  He  remained 
on  his  father's  farm  there  until  the  fall  of  1851, 
attending  incidentally  the  common  schools  and 
the  Westfield  Academy.  Tlien  he  entered  the 
Scientific  Department  of  Yale  College  for  the 
purpose  of  pursuing  a  course  of  study.  But  his 
father  and  brothers  having  established  a  business 
in  Seymour,  Conn.,  he  left  it  at  their  request  to 
become  associated  with  tliem.  The  business  was 
the  manufacture  of  hard  rubber  goods.  Mr. 
Day  has  continued  in  the  manufacturing  business 
ever  since  he  started  in  it,  and  has  been  verj' 
successful.  He  is  also  interested  in  otlier  manu- 
factories and  corporations  in  this  and  otlier  States. 
The  Senator  has  always  taken  a  deep  interest  in 


politics.  He  has  been  a  delegate  to  most  of  the 
important  conventions  of  his  party  in  the  State, 
and  although  frequently  urged  to  accept  public 
offices,  has  repeatedly  declined.  In  1874  he  ac- 
cepted a  nomination  as  Representative  from  Sey- 
mour, which  for  years  had  been  a  Democratic 
town,  and  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  fifty-two. 
In  the  canvass  in  the  fall  of  1883,  when  the  Sev- 
enth District  and  the  Senate  were  in  doubt,  he 
was  selected  as  one  of  the  few  men  capable  of 
carrying  the  District,  in  which,  in  1881,  a  Demo- 
cratic Senator  was  chosen  by  192  majority.  After 
urgent  solicitation  bj'  leading  Republicans  he 
consented,  but  even  then  with  reluctance,  to  ac- 
cept the  nomination.  That  the  confidence  of  his 
friends  was  not  misplaced  was  shown  by  his 
election  by  672  majority. 
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Hon.  stiles   T.  STANTON, 

DISTRICT  No.  9, ....  1884-85. 


Hon.  Stiles  Trumbull  Stanton*  of  Stoning- 
ton,  Republican  Senator  from  the  Ninth  District, 
came  to  the  Senate  in  1884  with  a  most  flattering 
endorsement  from  his  constitnenc_y,  as  shown  by 
the  large  majority  which  he  received  at  the  No- 
vember election.  Senator  Stanton  was  a  native  of 
Stonington,  and  a  member  of  one  of  its  oldest 
and  most  respected  families.  He  was  prepared 
for,  but  did  not  enter,  Yale  College,  at  the  Col- 
legiate Institute  of  New  Haven,  and  soon  after 
graduation  became  a  journalist.  From  1875  to 
1878  he  was  on  the  Brigade  Staff,  Connecticut 
National  Guard.  In  the  campaign  of  1880  he 
acted  as  Secretary  of  the  Republican  State  Cen- 
tral Committee,  and  was  an  Alternate  Delegate 


to  the  National  Republican  Convention  at  Chi- 
cago in  that  year.  He  was  also  Executive  Secre- 
tary to  Governor  Charles  B.  Andrews,  and  held 
numerous  local  and  social  offices.  In  1881  and 
1882  he  was  a  member  of  the  House,  and  made 
a  brilliant  record.  In  the  fall  of  1882  he  was 
the  Republican  candidate  for  Secretary  of  State, 
and  ran  largely  ahead  of  his  ticket.  Senator 
Stanton  was  one  of  the  best  known  men  in 
Connecticut,  and  throughout  the  State  was  very 
popular.  His  important  committee  connections 
in  the  Senate  were  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Military  Affairs  and  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Executive  Nominations.

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Hon.  JOSEPH    CLAEK  GRAND  ALL, 


DISTRICT  No.  11,  ...1884-85. 


Hon.  Joseph  Clakk  Crandall,  Republican 
Senator  from  the  Eleventh  District,  was  born  in 
South  Kingston,  R.  L,  September  2,  1832.  He 
is  a  substantial  farmer  of  Lebanon,  to  whose 
habits  of  industry,  faithfulness,  and  thoroughness 
are  superadded  an  unimpeached  record  for  integ- 
rity and  ability.  He  is  a  representative  of  the 
best  element  of  New  England  life,  an  intelligent, 
active,  prosperous  farmer,  full  of  the  characteris- 
tics which  have  made  New  England  what  it  is. 
For  more  than  twenty  years  he  has  resided  in 
Lebanon,  and  has  been  closely  identified  with  the 
educational  and  religious  interests  of  the  com- 
munity, occupying  among  other  positions  that  of 
member  of  the  Society  Committee  of  the  Lebanon 
Baptist  Church.  From  1876  to  1882,  Senator 
Crandall  was  Selectman  of  his  town,  serving  as 
Chairman  for  the  last  five  years,  and  as  Town 
Agent.  Although  tendered  a  renomination  he 
positively  refused  to  accept  it.     He  is  at  present 


Treasurer  of  the  Town  Deposit  and  School  Fund. 
Li  1878  he  represented  Lebanon  in  the  lower 
House  of  the  Legislature,  with  credit  to  himself 
and  honor  to  his  town.  The  Eleventh  District 
consists  of  fourteen  towns  and  is  regarded  as  a 
"  close  district."  Senator  Crandall's  own  town, 
in  the  recent  election,  gave  him  241  votes,  while 
his  opponent  received  67,  a  majority  of  174, 
which  is  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  the 
town,  and  abundantly  shows  his  personal  popu- 
larity at  home.  The  genealogy  of  the  Senator 
shows  him  to  have  descended  from  a  sterling  an- 
cestry. He  is  a  son  of  Deacon  Clark  Crandall 
of  South  Kingston,  who  is  remembered  as  a 
man  of  strong  character  and  thorough  integrity 
by  those  "who  enjoyed  his  acquaintance.  Senator 
Crandall's  estimable  wife  is  a  daughter  of  the 
late  Benjamin  Carpenter,  also  of  South  Kings- 
ton.    He  is  a  Republican  in  politics. 
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Hon.  JAMES  W.  HYATT, 


DISTRICT  No.  13 1884. 


James  W.  Hyatt,*  who  represented  this  im- 
portant District  in  1881,  was  born  in  Norwallv  in 
1838.  He  studied  in  the  common  schools  until 
he  was  thirteen  years  of  age,  when  he  commenced 
an  active  business  life.  Step  by  step  he  rapidly 
and  steadily  advanced  and  welind  him  from  1860 
to  1872  a  trusted  clerk  with  the  banking  firm  of 
Le  Grand  Lockwood  &  Co.  of  New  York.  Since 
his  return  to  Norwalk,  Conn.,  in  1873,  he  has 
had  positions  of  trust  placed  in  his  charge.  In 
1873  he  was  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
also  Vice-President  of  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk 
Railroad  Company,  which  office  he  held  until 
1881  when  he  was  elected  President.  In  187-1 
he  was  elected  President  of  the  Norwalk  Horse 
Railroad  Company  and  has  been  re-elected  each 
year  since.     In   1875   and  1876  he  represented 


the  Town  of  Norwalk  in  the  State  Legislature, 
and  was  appointed  on  the  House  Committee  on 
Finance,  a  position  of  considerable  importance, 
and  in  1876  did  much  excellent  work  for  the 
Commonwealth.  In  1876  Governor  Ingersoll 
appointed  him  Bank  Commissioner  to  till  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Hon.  George 
M.  Landers,  who  was  returned  to  Congress. 
This  position  he  held  until  the  spring  of  1887, 
when  he  was  appointed  LT.  S.  Treasurer  by  Pres- 
ident Cleveland.  Mr.  Hyatt  is  a  straightforward 
Democrat ;  one  of  the  old  school,  an  opponent 
whom  the  Republicans  love  to  meet.  He  is  of  a 
nervous  temperament, ,  active,  and  of  positive 
character.  Quick  to  resolve  and  act,  he  is  a  dis- 
criminating student  of  human  nature,  strong  and 
loyal  in  his  friendships.

DISTRICT  No.  15,....  1884-85. 


Hon.  Smith  Peek  Glover,  Senator  from  the 
Fifteenth  District,  is  a  resident  of  Newtown, 
where  he  was  born  on  August  16, 1837.  During 
his  life  he  has  been  engaged  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits and  has  been  very  successful.  In  1872  he 
was   elected   State   Senator  from   the  Eleventh 


District,  in  which  Newtown  Avas  at  that  time  in- 
cluded, and  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sale  of  Lands.  He  is  a  Republican.  At 
the  session  of  1884  of  the  Senate  he  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  of  the 
Committee  on  Elections.

Hon.  THOMAS  G.  CLARKE, 

DISTRICT  No.  17 1884-85. 


Hon.  Thomas  G.  Clarke  of  Canterbury,  Re- 
publican Senator  from  the  Seventeenth  District, 
was  born  at  Franklin  in  1811.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Hous.e  in  1883,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Fisheries.  In  his  youth  he 
received  an  academic  education,  and  when  a 
young  man  entered  upon  the  study  of  theology, 
and  graduated  from  the  old  East  Windsor  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  now  located  in  Hartford.  He 
has  been  connected  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  Canterbury,  and  has  also  served  as  Acting 
School  Visitor,  being  identified  with  the  educa- 


tional and  religious  interests  of  the  town.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Senator  Clarke  now  owns 
and  occupies  the  old  house  in  which,  more  than 
fifty  years  ago,  Miss  Prudence  Crandall  kept  her 
celebrated  school,  and  suft'ered  persecution  for 
her  friendship  toward  colored  children.  Senator 
Clarke  was  formerly  engaged  in  pastoral  labors, 
but  is  now  a  farmer  by  occupation.  At  the  ses- 
sion of  1881:  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Forfeited  Rights  and  New  Counties  and  County 
Seats.

Hon.  JOHl^  ALLEN, 


DISTRICT  No.  21,....18»t-85. 


Hon.  John  Allen,  Republican  Senator  from 
the  Twenty-first  District,  was  born  in  Meriden 
on  the  6th  day  of  February,  1815,  and  is  a  lineal 
descendant  of  Deacon  Roger  Allen,  one  of  the 
early  settlers  of  New  Haven.  After  receiving  a 
good  academic  education  he  was  placed  in  the 
store  of  Major  Elisha  A.  Cowles,  in  his  native 
town,  where,  under  the  several  changes  in  the 
style  of  the  firm,  he  served  a  clerkship  from  the 
age  of  fourteen  to  twenty. 

His  first  public  service  was  in  1863,  when  he 
was  elected  State  Senator  from  the  old  Nineteenth 
District,  and  was  returned  the  following  year, 
being  both  years  on  the  important  Committee  on 
Finance  as  its  Chairman.  The  financial  meas- 
ures recommended  by  that  committee  and  adopted 
by  the  legislature  not  only  enabled  the  State  to 


j  creditably  place  its  full  quota  of  troops  in  the 
field,  but  established  a  policy  in  the  revision  of 
the  tax  laws  which  has  met  the  approval  of  the 
people  of  the  State  for  twenty  years. 

On  the  17th  day  of  June,  1864,  Mr.  Allen  in- 
troduced into  the  Connecticut  Legislature  the 
first  resolution  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  slavery 
by  constitutional  amendment. 

In  1883  he  was  again  elected  to  the  State  Sen- 
ate from  the  Twenty -first  District,  formerly  the 
Nineteenth,  and  was  made  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Railroads,  a  position  of 
no  little  responsibility,  but  for  which  his  experi- 
ence in  railroad  aftairs  eminently  qualified  him. 
Mr.  Allen  is  a  sterling  Republican,  but  is  liberal 
in  his  political  views  concerning  non-essentials. 
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Hon.  MILO  W.  PEMBER, 


DISTRICT  No.  23 1881- S5. 


Hon.  Milo  "W.  Pember  of  Vernon,  Republi- 
can Senator  from  the  Twenty-Third  District,  is 
no  stranger  in  the  path  of  legislation,  he  having 
been  an  influential  member  of  the  House  in  1877, 
1880,  and  1881.  He  has  been  Treasurer  of  the 
Vernon  Town  Deposit  Fund,  and  a  Director  in 
the  Rockville  National  Bank.  In  business  life 
he  has  been  very  successful,  and  has  built  up  a 
large  trade  in  woolen  goods.  He  was  born  in 
Ellington,  Janury  16,  1833,  and  received  a  com- 
mon-school education.  His  early  life  was  passed 
on  a  farm,  but  since  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
he  has  been  a  resident  of  Vernon,  his  home  being 
in  Rockville  until  1887,  when  he  removed  to 
Hartford.     Senator  Pember  is  an  active  and  ener- 


getic Republican,  and  has  worked  most  efficiently 
in  behalf  of  the  interests  of  the  party  in  Tolland 
county.  The  whole-heartedness  with  which  he 
is  accustomed  to  prosecute  all  his  undertakings 
renders  him  a  valuable  leader  or  ally  in  political 
affairs,  .and  accounts  largely  for  the  influence 
which  he  exerts  in  legislative  deliberations.

Maro  S.  Chapman  of  Manchester,  Republican 
Senator  from  tlie  Second  District,  was  a  member 
of  tlie  House  during  the  session  of  1881,  serving 
as  Chairman  on  the  part  of  that  bodj  of  the 
Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs,  one  of  the 
hardest  worked  committees  of  that  year.  He  re- 
ceived the  unanimous  nomination  of  the  Republi- 
cans of  his  District  for  the  Senatorship,  and  was 
elected  by  a  very  handsome  majority.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Republican  State  Convention  whicli 
nominated  Hon.  Henry  B.  Harrison  for  Governor, 
and  during  the  campaign  was  an  able  and  influ- 
ential supporter  of  the  Republican  cause.  He  is 
a  clear  and  forcible  speaker,  presenting  his  views 
with  great  earnestness  and  conviction,  and  is  an 
admirable  debater.

DISTRICT  No.  4,....  1885-87. 


Hon.  Edward  B.  Dunbar  of  Bi-istol,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  the  Fourth  District,  was  born 
in  Bristol,  November  1,  1842.  He  received  a 
common-school  education  at  home,  and  finished 
his  studies  at  Williston  Seminary,  Easthamptou, 
Mass.,  on  the  completion  of  which,  in  the  spring 
of  1860,  he  went  to  New  York  and  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  hoop  skirts.  After  remain- 
ing there  five  years  he  returned  to  his  native 
place,  where  he  has  since  been  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  clock  springs  and  small  springs, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Dunbar  Brothers.  He 
has  been  Grand  Juror,  Assessor,  and  for  the  last 


fourteen  years  Registrar  of  Yoters.  He  is  also 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  a 
position  he  has  held  for  the  past  seven  years,  and 
has  been  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Bristol  Na- 
tional Bank  since  it  was  established.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  1869  and  1881.  His  father, 
the  late  Edward  L.  Dunbar,  was  in  former  years 
a  prominent  manufacturer  at  Bristol,  and  was 
elected  Representative  in  1862.

Hon.  "William  H.  Golden,  Jr.,  of  Meriden, 
Democratic  Senator  from  the  Sixth  District,  was 
born  in  Meriden,  December  6,  1845.  He  was 
educated  in  the  common  schools,  and  is  in  the 
employ  of  the  Meriden  Britannia  Company  as  a 
mechanic.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  in 
1884,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Forfeited 
Rights.     Senator    Golden    is    very   popular    in 


Meriden  and  throughout  his  District.  All  his 
acts  in  the  Senate,  and  all  his  votes,  were  in 
the  interest  of  the  people.  He  was  Chairman 
of  the  Woman  Suffrage  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on  Manual  and  Roll.

He  comes  of  one  of  the  old  families  of  New  Ha- 
ven, where  he  was  born,  September  25, 1850.  In 
1872  he  graduated  from  Yale  College,  and  in 
1874  from  Columbia  Law  School.  He  was  an 
aid  upon  Governor  Ingersoll's  staff'  in  1873,  '7'!, 
'75,  and  '76.  From  1877  to  1881,  he  was  an  Al- 
derman from  the  Sixth  Ward  of  New  Haven.

DISTRICT  No.  10 1885-86. 


Hon.  John  Brewster  of  Ledyard,  Republican 
Senator  from  the  Tenth  District,  was  born  at 
Preston,  May  13,  1816.  He  was  educated  in  the 
common  schools,  and  has  pursued  farming  as  a 
general  occupation.  He  is  now  President  of  the 
Merchants'  National  Bank  of  Norwich,  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  Norwich  Savings  Bank.  He 
was  in  the  Senate  of  1860,  and  the  House  of  1847, 
'51,  and  '78.  Among  the  offices  he  has  held  are 
the  following :  Captain  of  Stonington  and  Groton 
Rifle  Company,  Deputy  Sherifi",  School  Visitor, 
Selectman  and  Town  Agent,  President  of  the 
New  London  County  Agricultural  Society,  and 


member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  He 
was  Vice-President  of  the  Groton  Centennial  Cele- 
bration, and  was  one  of  the  committee  to  assess 
damages  for  the  State  on  the  Military  camp-ground 
at  Niantic.

He 
is  a  lawyer  whose  early  education  was  secured  by 
an  academic  course,  private  instruction  for  two 
years,  and  a  course  at  the  State  Xormal  School. 
He  is  now  Borough  Attorney  and  Town  Counsel, 
positions  he  has  held  the  past  five  years.  While 
achieving  his  present  position  he  was  first  a 
blacksmith  and  then  a  school-teacher.  His  talent 
as  a  lawyer  and  his  independence  of  character 


have  brought  him  a  good  legal  practice.  The 
vote  of  his  own  town  shows  the  estimation  in 
which  he  is  held  by  his  townspeople.

He  has  an  academic  education,  has  been  Warden 
of  the  Borough,  and  Grand  Master  of  Free 
Masons  in  this  State,  as  well  as 
Priest  of  the  Chapter.

DISTRICT  No.  14,....  1885-86. 


Hon.  Daniel  N.  Morgan  of  Bridgeport,  Dem- 
ocratic Senator  from  the  Fourteentli  District, 
was  born  in  Newtown,  Conn.,  August  18,  1844, 
and  educated  at  the  Newtown  Academy,  Betliel 
Institute,  and  in  the  common  schools.  He  was 
thorouglily  educated  to  the  mercantile  pursuit, 
during  the  last  five  years  of  his  minority  in  his 
father's  store,  when  he  succeeded  to  the  control 
of  the  business  for  one  year;  subsequently  for 
three  years  he  was  of  the  flourisliing  firm  of  Mor- 
gan &  Booth,  retiring  in  1869,  and  removing  to 
Bridgeport,  where  for  more  than  ten  years  he 
was  of  the  firm  of  Birdsey  &  Morgan,  transact- 
ing a  large  and  profitable  business  in  dry  goods 
and  carpets.

He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  common  schools  and  has  been  First 
Selectman.  He  has  also  filled  minor  offices.  He 
is  connected  with  the  woolen  manufacturing  con- 
cern   of  Daniel    Curtiss  &   Sons   and   with  the 


Tapestry  Manufacturing  Company,  Avhicli  last 
named  corporation  has  the  reputation  of  making 
silk  goods  as  rich  and  handsome  as  any  that  are 
made  on  this  continent,  and  more  perfectly 
woven  than  tliose  imported.

DISTRICT  NO.  24,....  1885-86,  8T-88. 


Hon.  J.  DwiGHT  Chaffee  is  the  junior  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  O.  S.  Chaffee  &  Son,  silk 
manufacturers,  whose  mills  are  located  at  Mans- 
field Center  and  Willimantic,  Conn.  This  firm 
was  established  by  the  senior  Chatfee  in  1838,  at 
Mansfield,  Conn.  Mr.  J.  D.  Chattee  became  as- 
sociated with  his  father  in  1870,  and  at  once  be- 
came the  financial  and  business  director  of  the 
concern.  A  practical  manufacturer,  familiar 
with  all  the  details  of  manufacturing,  strictly  up- 
right in  his  dealings,  and  very  popular  with  his 
business  associates  and  towns-people,  under  Mr. 
Chaffee's  management  the  capacity  for  manufac- 
turing has  greatly  increased  ;  grasping  every  op- 
portunity to  have  the  latest  improved  machinery 
in  operation  that  shall  enable  the  firm  to  put 
goods  upon  the  market  equal  to  any  manufac- 
turer ot  sewing  silks  in  New  England.  Mr. 
Chaffee  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1874,  and 


acquitted  himself  with  credit  as  Clerk  on  the 
Committee  of  Cities  and  Boroughs.

Hon.  EDWAKD  S.  CLEVELAND, 

DISTRICT  No.  1 1886. 


Hon.  Edward  S.  Cleveland  of  Hartford,  has 
been  prominently  connected  with  Connecticut 
politics  during  the  past  twent)'-five  years,  and  is 
one  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  the  State.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  during  the  sessions 
of  1875  and  187G,  and  again  in  1883,  serving  the 
latter  year  on  the  Committee  on  Insurance. 
During  the  first  two  of  these  years  he  represented 
the  town  of  Hampton,  where  he  was  at  that  time 
residing,  having  retired  from  active  business  pur- 
suits. Mr.  Cleveland  was  born  at  Hampton, 
May  22,  1825,  and  received  a  common-school  ed- 
ucation. At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  left  home  to 
engage  in  mercantile  life  in  Hartford.  In  1850 
he  was  chosen  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Connecticut 
House  of  Representatives,  and  two  years  later  he 
was  appointed  Engrossing  Clerk  of  the  lower 
House  of  Congress  at  Washington.  Soon  after 
the   inauguration  of  President  Lincoln  he  was 


appointed  Postmaster  at  Hartford,  and  occupied 
the  office  for  eight  years,  proving  himself  one  of 
the  ablest  officials  of  the  Government  in  the 
State.  After  the  war  Mr.  Cleveland  found  him- 
self in  harmony  with  the  Democratic  party  on 
the  restoration  of  the  Union  and  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  States  which  had  participated  in  the 
Pebellion.  In  1875,  and  also  in  1876,  he  was 
elected  Representative  from  Hampton  on  an  In- 
dependent ticket.  For  a  number  of  years  back 
he  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  Hartford  poli- 
tics, having  resumed  his  old  residence  here  in 
1876.  In  the  fall  of  1885  he  received  the  Dem- 
ocratic nomination  for  Senator  and  was  elected 
by  a  handsome  majority.  His  familiarity  with 
legislation  and  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  people  made  him  one  of  the  most  valuable 
members  of  the  Senate. 
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Hon.  GEORGE  P.  McLEAN, 


DISTRICT  No.  3 1886. 


Hon.  George  P.  McLean  of  Simsbury,  served 
with  honor  and  distinction  in  tlie  House  during 
the  sessions  of  1883  and  1884,  his  facility  in 
debate  and  argumentative  powers  making  him 
one  of  the  most  influential  members  on  the 
Republican  side.  In  1883  he  was  Chairman  of 
the  State  Prison  Committee,  and  also  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Rules.  In  1884  he  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee 
by  Speaker  Harrison,  and  Chairman  of  the  State 
Library  Committee.  In  1885  Governor  Harri- 
son appointed  him  a  member  of  the  Commission 
on  Revising  the  Public  Statutes,  and,  on  its 
organization,  he  was  elected  secretary.  Senator 
McLean  has  been  a  member  of  the  Republican 
Town  Committee  of  Simsbury  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  has  been  a  staunch  supporter  of  Repub- 


lican principles  from  his  earliest  manhood.  At 
the  senatorial  election  in  November,  1885,  he 
carried  the  Third  District  by  a  majority  of  139. 
His  own  town  gave  him  a  majority  of  70.  Sen- 
ator McLean  was  born  in  Simsbury,  October  7, 
1857,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Hartford  County 
bar  in  1881,  after  a  thorough  course  of  legal 
study  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Henry  C.  Robinson. 
He  was  at  one  time  connected  with  the  Hartford 
Evening  Post,  btit  he  gave  up  journalism  for  the 
law,  for  which  he  has  especial  taste  and  inclina- 
tion. He  has  his  law  office  in  Hartford,  but 
resides  at  Simsbury.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Hartford  High  School,  his  class  being  that  of 
1877.  His  exceptional  ability  and  experience  in 
legislation  ensured  him  a  leading  position  in  the 
Senate. 
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Hon.  BEONSON  B.  TUTTLE, 

DISTRICT  No.  5 1886. 


Hon.  Beonson  B.  TurrLE  of  Nangatuck,  Re- 
publican Senator  from  the  Fifth  District,  was 
born  in  Prospect,  December  28,  1835.  His 
father,  E.  C.  Tuttle,  was  well  known  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  light  farming  tools,  and  was  connect- 
ed with  the  Tuttle  Manufacturing  Company,  and 
The  E.  C.  Tuttle  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Naugatuck.  Mr.  E.  C.  Tuttle's  energy  and 
enterprise  were  further  displayed  in  the  founding 
of  The  Auburn  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Auburn,  N.  T.,  the  Oshaua  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, and  the  Welland  Vale  Works  in  Canada. 
The  Senator's  early  years  were  spent  with  his 
father  in  various  mechanical  departments  of  tlie 
business.  In  addition  he  enjoyed  a  common- 
school  education.  In  July,  1858,  the  works  of 
the  E.  C.  Tuttle  Company,  of  which  corporation 


he  was  a  member,  burned  down.  The  Senator 
then  formed  a  partnership  with  Mr.  J.  H.  Wliit- 
temore  in  the  manufacture  of  malleable  iron 
castings,  in  which  business  he  has  continued  up 
to  the  present  time.  The  firm  is  identified  with 
manufactures  in  the  same  business  at  Bridgeport, 
Troy,  Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  and  Chicago.  He 
has  been  director,  treasurer,  and  president  in 
these  firms  and  corporations.  Of  the  Naugatuck 
Savings  Bank  he  has  been  a  trustee,  and  of  the 
Naugatuck  National  Bank  a  director  since  their 
organization.  In  politics  he  had  hitherto  held 
no  office,  having  been  content  to  vote  the  straight 
Republican  ticket  at  all  elections,  State  and 
National.  His  business  ability  made  him  a 
strong  man  in  the  Senate.

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Hon.  EDWARD  E.  BEADLEY, 


DISTRICT  No.  7,....188C. 


Hon.  Edward  E.  Bradley,  Democratic  Sena- 
tor from  the  Seventh  District,  was  born  in  New 
Haven,  January  5,  1845,  and  received  his  educa- 
tion in  the  public  and  private  schools  of  that  city. 
In  April,  1860,  when  in  his  sixteenth  year,  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  New  Haven  Wheel 
Company  as  shipping  clerk,  and  a  few  years  later 
was  elected  its  treasurer,  which  position  he  has 
since  held  continuously  to  the  present  time,  dis- 
charging its  duties  with  eminent  ability  and 
success. 

In  1861  he  joined,  as  private,  the  militarj'^ 
organization  known  as  "  The  New  Haven  Grays  " ; 
later  he  was  successively  promoted  to  be  Second 
Lieutenant,  First  Lieutenant,  and  Captain.  He 
was  subsequently  made  Colonel  of  the  Second 
Regiment  C.  N.  G.     During  the  administration

DISTRICT  No.  11,... 


Hon.  James  M.  Cook  of  Voluntown,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Eleventh  District,  was 
born  in  Preston,  June  24,  1840,  and  brought  up 
with  a  common-school  training.  Following  agri- 
culture, he  at  the  same  time  secured  the  indorse- 
ment of  his  townsmen  for  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  a  position  he  held  eight  years,  and 


is  now  Town  Agent.  He  was  an  Assessor  for 
four  years,  and  has  held  all  the  offices  in  town. 
The  town  commanded  his  ability  in  its  behalf  in 
the  Legislatures  of  1877,  1881,  and  1883.  A  Re- 
publican of  sterling  character,  he  was  very  eulo- 
gistically  indorsed  in  New  London  County,  and 
well  represented  the  Eleventh  District.

DISTRICT  No.  15 1886-S7. 


Hon.  George  W.  Cole  of  Betliel,  Democratic 
Senator  for  the  Fifteenth  District,  was  born  in 
JSTewtown,  August  3,  1823.  Hiram  Cole,  bis 
fatber,  a  batter  in  Newtown,  began  business 
tbere  in  1814,  and  bad  a  family  of  thirteen  chil- 
dren, of  whom  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  the 
oldest.  He  served  an  apprenticeship  with  his 
fatber  at  bat  making,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  took  bis  father's  shop  and  continued  the  bus- 
iness in  that  town,  and  in  New  York  city  and 
Danbury.  In  1867  he  formed  a  partnership  with 
J.  B.  Judd,  and  engaged  in  the  hat  business  in 
Bethel.  After  a  time  he  closed  this  partnership 
and  formed  another  with  S.  S.  Embler,  and  the 
firm  of  Cole  &  Embler  has  continued  in  business 


up  to  this  time,  their  products  amounting  now  to 
over  a  hundred  and  fift}'  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  Mr.  Cole  has  been  Warden  of  the  bor- 
ough of  Bethel  for  sixteen  successive  years,  has 
been  Selectman  five  years,  and  member  of  the 
Board  of  Relief.  Great  credit  is  given  Mr.  Cole 
for  his  labors  in  the  interest  of  bis  town,  and  it 
was  through  his  efforts  that  the  town  was  pro- 
vided with  its  very  fine  system  of  water-works. 
Mr.  Cole  has  been  vestryman  of  the  St.  Thomas 
Episcopal  Church,  and  ranks  among  the  promi- 
nent men  of  his  section  of  the  State.  He  served 
in  the  Senate  of  1886  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Manual  and  Roll. 
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Hon.  CHARLES  W.  GROSVENOR, 

DISTRICT  No.  17,....  1886. 


Hon.  Charles  W.  Grosvenor  of  Pomfret,  Re- 
publican Senator  from  the  Seventeenth  District, 
was  born  in  Pomfret  in  1839.  The  common  and 
the  Normal  schools  gave  him  an  education.  His 
general  business  is  that  of  a  farmer,  but  he  has 
been  busy  serving  his  town.  State,  and  country. 
As  a  soldier  he  enlisted  in  the  Eip;hteenth  Regi- 
ment  of  Connecticut  Volunteers,  and  fought  the 
battles  of  his  country  valiantly  to  the  end,  serv- 
ing as  Sergeant  of  Company  D  of  the  Eighteenth. 
Returning  from  the  war  he  devoted  himself  to 
agricultural  pursuits,  and  has  prospered,  winning 
the  esteem  and  respect  of  all   his  fellow  citizens 


in  the  town  of  Pomfret  without  regard  to  party 
ties.  He  has  held  and  worthily  filled  many  offi- 
ces in  his  town.  He  is  not  a  novice  in  legislation. 
He  has  been  twice  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Rej)resentatives,  once  in  1881,  and  again  at  the 
session  of  1885,  both  times  receiving  many  Dem- 
ocratic votes  and  running  far  ahead  of  his  ticket. 
At  the  last  session  he  was  Chairman  on  the  part 
of  the  House  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee 
on  Agriculture  and  succeeded  admirably  in  that 
position.

Hon.  Nicholas  Staub  of  New  Milford,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  tlie  Nineteenth  District, 
served  in  the  Senate  of  1886  and  1887,  and  was 
Cliairman  of  the  Committee  on  Woman  Suffrage, 
and  on  Unfinished  Business.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  conspicuous  of  members  whose  temper  and 
alertness  made  him  many  friends,  without  as  well 
as  within  party  lines.  He  was  born  in  what  has 
been  debatable  land  between  France  and  Ger- 
many for  centuries  —  the  Province  of  Lorraine, — 
February  1,  1811, — and  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  removed  to  the  United  States.  He  is  a 
farmer  and  a  dealer  in  seed  leaf  tobacco.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1876,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Banks.  He  assisted  in  report- 
ing an  impoi'tant  Savings  Bank  Bill.  In  1884 
he  also  sat  for  New  Milford,  having  a  place  upon 


the  important  Committee  on  Insurance,  and^was 
returned  again  in  1885,  when  he  was  given  the 
House  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Counties  and  County  Seats,  serving  also  on  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.  Throughout  the  ses- 
sions of  1876,  1884,  1885,  1886,  and  1887,  lie  was 
present  in  his  seat  in  the  House  during  every  day 
that  the  Assembly  convened.  He  was  a  valuable 
and  vigilant  servant  of  the  Commonwealth.  He 
has  held  several  local  offices  in  New  Milford  and 
Bridgewater,  has  been  a  Director  in  the  New 
Milford  Agricultural  Association,  and  is  at  pres- 
ent its  President.  In  the  last  Senate  his  patriotic 
endeavors  for  the  Fourth  of  July  observance, 
without  strict  limitations,  made  him  a  marked 
man.

DISTRICT  No.  21 1886. 


Hon.  John  Whittlesey  Marvin  of  Saj brook, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  Twenty-lirst  Dis- 
trict, was  born,  the  youngest  son  of  Deacon  John 
Marvin,  in  Lyme,  January  13,  182tt.  He  came 
of  excellent  stock,  being  a  lineal  descendant  of 
Captain  Reynold  Marvin,  justly  renowned  in  the 
history  of  the  town.  Up  to  his  thirteenth  year 
the  family  lived  in  Lyme ;  then  it  removed  to 
Deep  River  (Saybrook).  There  the  Senator  has 
since  lived.  The  town  has  found  him  a  capable 
and  eflBcient  officer.  He  lias  been  Town  Clerk,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Relief,  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  has  held  various  other  elective  offices. 
In  1871  and  1872  he  represented  Saybrook  in 
the  Legislature,  and  both  years  served  upon  the 
leading  Committee  —  the  Judiciary.  Among 
his  associates  were  some  of  the  ablest  minds  that 


have  found  their  way  recently  to  membership  in 
the  House  —  Messrs.  Waite,  Ingersoll,  Treat, 
Eaton,  and  Seymour.  In  1871  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Constitutional 
Amendments.  During  the  past  several  years  he 
has  been  engaged  in  the  general  insurance  busi- 
ness, and  latterly  has  added  to  it  a  Western  Loan 
and  Farm  Mortgage  agency.

As  a  legislator,  his  practical  knowl- 
edge of  public  and  general  affairs  greatly  facili- 
tated the  discharge  of  senatorial  duties,  and  he 
easily  took  rank  among  the  ablest  and  most  ac- 
tive of  his  colleagues.

DISTRICT  No.  23,....  1886. 


Hon.  James  Alfred  Way  of  Hebron,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  the  Twenty-third  District, 
was  born  at  Gilead  in  1837.  His  education  was 
acquired  in  the  common  schools  of  his  district, 
and  at  tlie  academy.  Since  attaining  his  major- 
ity lie  has  followed  commercial  pursuits,  and  has 
for  years  been  proprietor  of  a  general  store  in 
Gilead.  In  1876  he  served  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, where  he  watched  well  the  interests 


of  his  constituency.  The  four  years  of  his  life 
between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty  were 
spent  in  the  United  States  Naval  Laboratory  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Since  then  he  spent  some  time 
traveling  in  Central  and  Western  New  York, 
but  ultimately  settled  down  in  Gilead  as  above 
stated.

DISTRICT  No.  2,. ...1887. 


Hon.  John  S.  Kikkham  of  Newington,  Dem- 
ocratic Senator  from  the  Second  District,  was 
born  at  Newington,  April  6,  1826.  His  was  the 
usual  lot  of  a  farmer's  lad,  working  hard  and 
effectively,  and  attending  the  common  schools. 
He  finished  his  education  in  the  Springfield  High 
School  and  Newington  Academy.  In  18i9  he 
went  to  California,  being  one  of  the  pioneer  band 
of  Argonauts  organized  in  Hartford  by  Major 
Horace  Goodwin,  C.  G.  Smith,  Joseph  Pratt, 
and  others.  He  was  chosen  on  the  board  of 
managers,  and  also  Clerk  of  Elections  in  El  Do- 
rado County  in  1850.  After  a  valuable  expe- 
rience in  the  gold  regions  he  returned  to  New- 
ington,  where,  since  1855,  he  has  been  Justice  of 
the  Peace.  When  the  town  was  incorporated,  in 
1871,   he   was    chosen    Town    Clerk,   and    has 


remained  such  since,  save  for  three  years.  From 
18fi6  he  lias  been  School  Visitor,  In  addition  to 
these  places  of  trust  he  is  treasurer  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  and  seci'etary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Connecticut  Dairymen's  Association.  He 
was  a  leader  in  the  farmer's  organization  a  few 
years  ago  to  contest  the  claims  of  the  "Granite 
Agricultural  "Works,"  of  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  growing 
out  of  fraudulent  notes.  Always  a  staunch  de- 
fender of  farmers'  interests,  he  is  now  a  leading 
spirit  in  the  local  and  State  Grange,  and  is  more 
fully  pledged  tO'  support  agricultural  interests 
than  the  interests  of  the  Democratic  party.  In 
1878  he  represented  Newington  in  the  House, 
and  served  upon  the  Committee  on  Cities  and 
Boroughs. 
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Hon.  EZRA  B.  BAILEY, 


DISTRICT  No.  3,....  1887. 


Hon.  Ezra  B.  Bailey,  the  Republican  wlio 
represents  the  Third  Senatorial  District,  belongs 
in  Windsor  Locks,  and  was  born  in  Franklin, 
Conn.,  in  1841.  He  received  a  good  education 
in  the  schools  of  Franklin  and  Norwich.  In  the 
spring  of  1867  he  moved  to  Windsor  Locks,  and 
was  engaged  in  farming  and  tobacco-growing  for 
a  short  time.  He  was  Assistant  Postmaster  at 
that  place  for  about  two  years,  after  which  he 
was  engaged  by  a  large  publishing  house  as  its 
special  agent,  and  in  this  capacity  he  traveled 
extensively  over  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
Canada  and  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick.  After  about  four  years  of  this 
business,  during  which  time  he  controlled  the 
affairs  of  his  farm  in  Franklin,  he  was  appointed 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  E.  Horton  &  Son 
Company,  manufacturei'S  of  the  "  Horton  Lathe 


Chuck."  He  was  active  in  this  capacity  until  the 
winter  of  1876,  when  he  moved  back  to  his 
Franklin  farm.  In  the  fall  of  1879  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Legislature  from  Franklin  by  the  largest 
majority  ever  given  a  candidate  for  the  position 
from  that  town.  In  the  fall  of  1880  he  was  called 
upon  to  assume  control  of  the  E.  Horton  &  Son 
Company,  and  was  appointed  secretary  and 
treasurer  and  general  business  manager.  He 
has  been  very  successful  in  managing  the  com- 
pany, having  enlarged  its  capacity  and  increased 
the  business  four- fold.  Windsor  Locks  is  a  strong 
Democratic  town,  the  canvass  giving  the  Demo- 
crats about  120  majority;  but,  notwithstanding 
this,  Mr.  Bailey,  who  is  and  always  has  been  a 
strong  Republican,  was  elected  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  1883  by  thirteen  majority.

DISTRICT  No.  5,....  1887. 


Hon.  Henky  A.  Matthews  of  Waterbury, 
Democratic  Senator  from  tlie  Fifth  District,  was 
born  in  Goshen,  Conn.,  in  1826.  He  experienced 
the  usnal  attendance  upon  the  common  schools, 
and  after  becoming  of  age  removed  to  Waterbury, 
where  he  grew  with  the  growth  of  the  enterpris- 
ing town.  He  became  interested  in  some  of  the 
many  processes  of  manufacture  there,  and  is  now 
—  as  he  has  been  for  some  years  —  president  of 
the  Matthews  &  Willard  Companj^,  which  he 
was  instrumental  in  founding.  He  was  secretary 
and  treasurer,  previously,  as  well  as  manager. 
His  high  character  as  a  manufacturer  is  equaled 


by  his  popularity  and  prominence  as  a  citizen. 
In  the  stirring  days  of  1863  and  1864  he  was 
sent  to  the  House.  He  served  the  former  year 
upon  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  one  of  the 
most  important  in  the  list.  In  1880  and  1881  he 
was  again  returned,  when  (in  the  former  year)  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  — 
where  he  had  opportunity  to  apply  his  financial 
skill  —  and  likewise  of  New  Towns  and  Probate 
Districts.

DISTRICT  No.  6,....  1887. 


Hon.  E.  J.  DooLiTTLE  of  Meriden,  Republican 
Senator  from  tlie  Sixth  District,  was  born  June 
29,  1845,  in  Hebron,  Tolland  County.  His 
father  was  the  late  Rev.  E.  J.  Doolittle,  well 
known  in  Congregational  circles  throughout  the 
State.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  and  graduated  at  Guilford  Insti- 
tute in  its  palmy  days,  when  it  was  presided  over 
by  Prof.  Eli  T.  Mack.     He  removed  to  Meriden 


in  1862,  and  has  been  engaged  in  manufacturing 
since  that  time.

DISTRICT  No.  7,....  1887. 


Hon.  James  Graham  of  Orange,  Republican 
Senator  for  the  Seventh  District,  is  a  thoi'ough- 
going  Republican,  who  represented  his  town  in 
the  House  of  1886.  He  was  then  so  prominent 
that  he  became  House  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Railroads,  in  which  capacity  he  reported 
many  important  bills.  He  had  previously  served 
in  tlie  House  of  1885  and  in  that  of  1878,  so  that 
he  naturally  took  a  leading  part  in  the  Senate. 
He  was  born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  23, 1831.

Hon.  James  Gallagher,  for  many  years  a 
prominent  citizen  of  New  Haven,  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore  in  1820.  He  entered  upon 
active  life  with  scarcely  any  education,  and 
became  a  cigar-maker,  afterwards  engaging  in 
the  general  business  of  a  tobacconist,  from  which 
he  retired  in  1866  with  a  fair  competency.  He 
entered  political  life  early,  and  was  appointed 
an  Inspector  of  Customs  in  1853,  which  office  he 
held  until  1859.  In  1854  and  1855  he  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  New  Haven,  and  later  as  Road  Commissioner. 
He  represented  New  Haven  in  the  lower  branch 
of  the  Legislature  in  1861,  1863,  and  1878,  and 
in  the  Senate  in  1867  and  1868.  In  1884  he  was 
appointed  by  Governor  Waller  as  chairman  of 


the  State  Board  of  Charities,  which  position  he 
now  holds.  Mr.  Gallagher  has  always  been  a 
sincere  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  and 
one  of  its  most  able  supporters.

Hon.  Cyrus  Grosvenor  Beckwith  of  New 
London,  Democratic  Senator  from  the  Ninth 
District,  was  born  in  Waterford,  Conn.,  Decem- 
ber 3,  1841.  In  early  boyhood  he  studied  in  the 
common  schools  of  his  native  town,  and  gradu- 
ated in  1858  from  the  Bartlett  High  School  at 
New  London.  He  gradually  became  interested 
in  mercantile  pursuits  and  has  been  a  commercial

Hon.  Ebenezer  J.  Hill  of  Norwalk,  was 
born  August  4,  1845,  in  Eedding,  Conn.  He 
was  educated  at  Norwalk  Union  School,  and 
Yale  College,  which  he  entered  in  1861,  as  a 
member  of  tlie  class  of  '65.  He  took  an  honora- 
ble dismissal  in  March,  1863,  with  permission  to 
rejoin  the  class  of  ''66  one  year  later,  with  the 
same  rank  and  standing,  but  the  war  did  not  end 
as  soon  as  it  was  supposed  it  would,  and  when  it 
did  end,  two  and  a  half  years  later,  he  was  so 
situated  that  he  could  not  go  back  and  finish  his 
course.  In  the  war  he  served  two  and  one-half 
years  as  Civilian  Clerk  in  the  Commissary  De- 
partment at  the  headquarters  of  the  Eighteenth 
and  Twenty-fourth  Army  Corps,  Army  of  the 
James ;  was  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  ISTor- 
walk  Iron  Works  for  four  years,  and  has  since 
been  engaged  in  the  lumber  business.     In  poli- 


tics he  has  always  been  a  Republican,  has  served 
four  years  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  State 
Central  Committee,  and  was  chosen  as  a  delegate 
to  the  National  Republican  Convention  of  1884 
to  represent  the  Fourth  Congressional  District. 
He  has  twice  been  Burgess  of  the  borough  of 
Norwalk,  four  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
School  Visitors,  is  now  and  has  been  for  four 
years  its  chairman.  He  has  been  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
and  for  four  years  represented  this  State  in  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Order.

Hon.  EDWARD  G.  BURNHAM, 

DISTRICT  No.  14 1887. 


Hon.  Edward  Goodwin  Burnham  of  Bridge- 
port, Republican  Senator  from  the  Fourteenth 
.District,  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
Republican  to  represent  the  Fourteenth  District, 
wliich  comprises  the  town  of  Bridgeport;  that 
district  being  normally  Democratic  b}'  550  major- 
ity. Senator  Burnham's  popularity  is  due  to  his 
courteous  bearing,  his  high  position  in  the  com- 
munity, and  the  cordial  relations  existing  between 
him  and  the  working  people.  His  employees 
voted  for  him  to  a  man,  giving  him  197  majority. 


He  was  born  in  Springfield,  Mass,  June  2,  1827, 
and  attended  the  public  schools.  He  early 
entered  the  business  of  manufacturing  brass 
and  iron  goods  for  steam  heater,  and  gas,  and 
tools  and  machinery,  and  is  now  Yice-President 
and  Manager  of  the  Eaton,  Cole  &  Burnham 
Manufacturing  Company  of  Bridgeport,  one  of 
the  notable  industries  of  the  city.

Hon.  Ira  D.  Bates  of  Thompson,  Republican 
Senator  for  the  Sixteenth  District,  was  born  in 
Uxbridge,  Mass.,  on  Christmas,  18-i3.  After  re- 
ceiving a  common-school  and  academic  education, 
at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  enlisted  in  Company 
B,  Twenty-fifth  Massachusetts  Infantry,  against 
the  wishes  of  his  friends.  He  was  at  first  rejected 
as  being  short  of  stature,  but  finally  accepted  to 
fill  a  vacancy  as  drummer.  Serving  in  that  capac- 
ity for  nine  months,  he  was  then  promoted  to  be 
principal  musician  of  the  regiment,  which  posi- 


tion he  held  until  the  close  of  the  war.  In  1867 
he  came  to  Connecticut,  and  has  resided  princi- 
pally in  Thompson  ever  since,  his  business  being 
that  of  a  merchant.  Mr.  Bates  was  "born  a 
Republican,"  and  cast  his  first  vote  for  General 
Grant.

In  his  youth  he 
attended  the  district  school,  and  completed  his 
education  at  Plainfield  Academy,  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  reputable  institutions  of  its  class 
in  the  State.  He  became  a  farmer,  from  the  acti  ve 
pursuit  of  which  avocation,  however,  he  retired 
some  years  ago.  At  the  present  time  he  is 
President  of  the  R.  &  F.  Foundry  Company  of 
Plainfield,  a  director  of  the  Uncas  National  Bank 
of  Norwich,  agent  of  the  Plainfield  Town  Deposit 
Fund,  and  trustee  of  the  David  Gallup  Fund  of 
that  town.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Chelsea 
Savings  Bank  of  Norwich,  of  the  Ecclesiastical 


Society  Fund  of  Plainfield,  and  of  various  per- 
sonal estates.  In  1858  and  1875  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  a  legislative  experience  repeated 
in  1885.  He  has  held  many  local  offices,  includ- 
ing First  Selectman,  and  has  enjoyed  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  his  townsmen  through  an 
uninterrupted  business  career  covering  nearly 
half  a  century.

He  was  alert  and  active  in 
the  House  of  1869,  when  he  served  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Roads  and  Bridges.  Born  in  Goshen, 
September  9,  1841,  he  was  educated  at  the  com- 
mon schools,  and  at  Eagle  Hall,  During  the 
war  he  served  in  Litchfield  County's  favorite 
regiment,  the  Second  Heavy  Artillery,  and  rose 
from  the  ranks  to  a  lieutenancy,  commanding,  at 


the  close  of  the  war,  Company  B  of  the  regiment. 
He  was  in  every  engagement  in  which  his  com- 
mand served,  and  was  a  brave  and  gallant  officer. 
He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army, 
and  of  the  Society  of  tlie  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
In  1865  he  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  and 
met  with  admirable  business  success.  He  is  now 
retired,  owning  a  large  farm  comprising  his 
ancestral  estate.  Mr.  Lucas  has  held  all  the 
offices  within  the  gift  of  his  townsmen,  and  is  in 
truth  a  representative  citizen.

DISTRICT  No.  20 1887. 


Hon.  Seth  Pkatt  of  Litchfield,  Republican 
Senator  from  the  Twentieth  District,  was  born  in 
Sheffield,  Mass.,  in  1845.  He  removed  to  Con- 
necticut at  an  early  age,  and  for  many  years  has 
owned  and  operated  a  livery  and  sale  stable ;  also 
a  real  estate  office.  He  was  found  possessed  of 
such  excellent  executive  abilities  and  so  great 
popularity  that  he  was  chosen  a  Burgess  of  the 


borough,  which  position  he  now  holds.  In  1886 
he  was  a  member  of  the  House,  where  he  served 
with  efficiency  upon  the  Committee  on  Claims. 
Mr.  Pratt  has  always  been  a  Republican  of  the 
staunch  kind,  but  his  partizanship  is  not  of  the 
offiinsive  kind  which  biases  the  judgment  on 
matters  of  larger  than  party  concern.

PIoN.  OscAK  Leach,  Republican  Senator  from 
the  Twentj-iirst  District,  was  born  in  Madison, 
in  1831.  He  had  the  advantages  of  the  common 
schools  and  academy,  and  an  acquaintance  early 
in  life  with  all  the  prominent  people  of  the 
community  through  his  father,  Hon.  L.  W. 
Leach,  who  was  long  a  leading  citizen  of  Middle- 
sex County.  The  Senator  removed  to  Durham 
when  young,  and  became  a  successful  merchant. 
He  was  early  interested  in  the  success  of  the 
Republican  party,  and  filled  many  local  positions 
of  honor  and  trust.  He  was  appointed  Postmas- 
ter at  Durham  at  the  opening  of  President  Lin- 
coln's first  term,  and  was  removed  during  the 
last  year  of  Johnson's  term,  but  was  re-appointed 
the  next  year  under  President  Grant.     He  held 


the  office  until  his  resignation  in  October,  1885. 
In  1866  he  represented  Durham  in  the  House, 
being  the  colleague  of  William  Wadsworth,  and 
serving  upon  the  Committee  on  Incorporations. 
In  1869  he  was  promoted  to  the  State  Senate, 
and  became  a  conspicuous  member  of  a  body  in 
which  were  Hon.  David  Gallup,  Hon.  Heusted 
W.  R.  Hoyt,  Hon.  Charles  B.  Andrews  (ex-Gov- 
ernor and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court),  Hon. 
Carnot  O.  Spencer,  Hon.  George  M.  Landers  of 
New  Britain,  and  ex-Mayor  Lucien  W.  Sperry  of 
New  Haven.  Mr.  Leach  is  a  fluent  speaker  and 
has  a  wide  experience  with  men  and  affairs.  He 
was  entirely  at  home  in  the  Senate,  representing 
the  Twenty-first  District  in  the  new  apportion- 
ment as  he  did  the  Eighteenth  under  the  old.

Hon.  O.  VINCENT  COFFIN, 


DISTRICT  No.  22 1887. 


Hon.  Owen  Vincent  Coffin  was  born  at 
Mansfield,  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  June  20, 
1836.  His  education  was  obtained  in  the  com- 
mon school,  the  Cortland  (N.  Y.)  Academy,  and 
the  Charlotteville  (N.  Y.)  Seminary.  Tlie  son  of  a 
farmer,  lie  was  brought  up  to  farm  work,  taught 
school  when  sixteen,  and  was  salesman  for  a 
wholesale  mercantile  concern  in  New  York  when 
seventeen.  From  nineteen  to  twenty-five  he  was 
the  New  York  representative  of  a  prominent 
and  successful  firm  of  Connecticut  manufactur- 
ers. He  married  a  daughter  of  the  late  Linus 
Coe  of  Middletown,  in  1858,  and  came  thither  to 
reside  in  1864.  Upon  settling  in  Middletown,  Mr. 
Cofiin  became  the  active  executive  ofiicer  of  the 
Farmers  &  Mechanics  Savings  Bank,  and  held 
tliat  position  fourteen  years,  until  in  1878  he  was 
obliged  by  ill  health  to  retire  from  active  busi- 


ness. After  a  period  of  six  years  he  resumed 
regular  business  activity,  becoming  President  of 
the  Middlesex  Mutual  (Fire)  Assurance  Company 
of  Middletown,  a  position  he  now  holds.  He 
was  chosen  President  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Agricultural  Society  in  1875,  has  been  Mayor  of 
Middletown  two  years.  Director  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  First  National  Bank,  Director,  Sec- 
retary, and  Treasurer  of  a  Railroad  Company, 
and  has  held  some  twenty-five  other  official  posi- 
tions of  a  more  or  less  public  character.  Mr. 
Coffin  was  elected  in  a  District  the  combined 
towns  of  which  have  given  a  Republican  major- 
ity for  Senator  only  once  or  twice  in  about  thirty 
years.

Hon.  E.  Stevens  Henet  of  Yernoii,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Twenty-third  District,  was 
in  the  House  in  1883,  when  he  served  as  chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  also  on 
Fisheries  Committee.  He  was  born  in  Gill, 
Mass.,  in  1836.  Removing  to  Rockville  in  boy- 
hood, he  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  village,  and  was  early  called  upon 
to  serve  his  townsmen  through  various  local 
offices,  among  others  the  important  office  of 
Trial  Justice.  He  has  for  several  years  occupied 
the  position  of  Treasurer  of  the  People's  Savings 
Bank  of  Rockville,  is  a  Director  in  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  that  village,  Treasurer  of  the 
Tolland  County  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Direc- 
tor in  the  Connecticut  Central  Railroad,  and  in 
the  First  National  Bank  of  "Willimantic.  Mr. 
Henry  is  a  conspicuous  example  of  the  intelligent 


and  successful  business  man.  He  has  been  inti- 
mately identified  with  Rockville  in  all  its  social, 
commercial,  and  political  interests  for  many 
years,  or  since  his  first  residence  there.  His 
career  as  a  merchant,  and  as  an  operator  in  real 
estate,  has  secured  for  him  an  exceptionally  bril- 
liant reputation  for  business  ability  and  sagacity, 
while  his  methods  have  always  indicated  the 
keenest  sense  of  integrity  and  honor.  His  con- 
tributions to  the  architectural  attractions  of  Rock- 
ville have  been  many,  prominent  among  which  is 
the  "  Henry  Block,"  with  its  elegant  stores  and 
fine  amusement  hall,  situated  in  the  very  heart 
of  the  village.

DISTRICT  No.  24,....  1887. 


The  name  of  the  Hon.  Epheaim  H.  Hyde  of 
Stafford,  is  familiar  to  the  people  of  this  State  as 
that  of  a  leading  politician,  an  agricultural  scien- 
tist, and  a  thoughtful  student  of  social  economy. 
In  every  one  of  these  capacities  he  is  no  less 
widely  than  favorably  known,  and  his  many 
years  are  marked  with  judicial  honors.  He 
was  born  in  Stafford  in  1812.  He  is  self-edu- 
cated, for  his  tutelage  ended  at  the  common  school, 
and  thenceforward  he  was  his  own  teacher.  He 
has  been  a  Democrat  from  first  to  last,  never 
wavering  a  hair-breadth  from  the  policy  and 
principles  of  that  party.  In  1851  and  1852,  he 
sat  in  the  lower  House,  acting  on  the  Committees 
of  New  Towns,  Amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
and  Claims.  In  1860  and  again  in  1876  he  rep- 
resented the  Twentieth  District  in  the  Senate, 
and  in  the  latter  year  was  President  pro  tern.

Of  Windham,  is  an  able  young  law3'er,  whose 
legislative  experience  covers  a  wider  field,  per- 
haps, than  that  of  any  other  man  of  his  age  in 
the  State,  the  present  being  his  fifth  term  in  the 
House,  the  preceding  terms  having  been  in  the 
years  1870,  '71,  '72,  and  '81.  Mr.  Hall  is  a  na- 
tive of  the  borough  of  Willimantic,  where  he 
was  born  in  1841.  After  graduating  from  Wil- 
liston  Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass.,  in  1862, 
he  entered  Yale  College,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1866.  Immediately  after  leaving 
college  he  began  the  study  of  law.  In  1868  h6

Hon.  John  A.  TrBBirs  was  born  in  New  Lon- 
don in  1844.  He  was  educated  at  tlie  Bartlett 
High  School  in  New  London,  and  at  Williston 
Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass.,  graduating  from 
the  latter  institution  in  1860.  He  entered  Wil- 
liams College,  but  did  not  pursue  a  collegiate 
course  beyond  the  freshman  year.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Compan}-  H, 
Fourteenth  Regiment  C.  Y.,  and  served  with  dis- 
tinction until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  As- 
sistant Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
1868,  Clerk  of  the  House  in  1869,  and  Clerk  of 
the  Senate  in  1870.  He  was  a  Representative 
from  New  London  in  1872,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.  He  was

In  1869  and  1873  he  was  in  the  State  Senate,  in 
the  former  year  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Military  Aifairs  and  Engrossed  Bills ;  in  the  lat- 


ter, Cliairman  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations. 
In  1886  he  was  a  Representative  from  Greenwich, 
and  occupied  the  leading  position  upon  the  floor 
and  in  the  committee-room,  being  House  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  He  is 
a  staunch  Republican,  and  able  debater,  quick 
and  effective  at  repartee,  and  an  affable  man.  In 
every  measure  that  is  presented  or  discussed  he 
is  apt  to  have  a  lively  interest,  and  whether  in 
the  Chair  or  on  the  floor,  not  only  commands 
respect,  but  wields  much  influence.

Elected  Representative  from  Hartford  by  the 
Democratic  party  at  tlie  November  election  in 
1881,  was  born  in  Windsor,  October  20,  1829. 
In  early  life  he  attended  the  academy  at  Elling- 
ton, and  prepared  for  college  by  private  tuition. 
In  1848  Mr.  Sill  entered  Yale  College,  and  grad- 
uated from  the  university  in  1852.  After  receiv- 
ing his  diploma  he  attended  the  lectures  at  the 
Yale  Law  School  for  a  year,  and  then  entered 
the  law  office  of  ex-Governor  Richard  D.  Hub- 
bard, where  he  remained  until  1854,  when  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  Since  that  time  he  has 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  For 
thirty-three  successive  years  he  has  been  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  was  long  a  prosecuting  Grand  Juror, 
and  in  this  capacity  was  very  active  during  the 
years  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  enforce  the 
law  which  prohibited  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  He  was  also  chosen  Side  Judge,  with 
the  late  Hon.  Eliphalet  A.  Bulkeley,  and  on  the 


retirement  of  the  latter,  succeeded  him  as  Recorder 
of  the  City  Court  of  Hartford,  and  retained  the 
position  for  two  years.  He  has  also  served  three 
years  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  a  part  of 
the  time  as  Alderman.  In  1872,  under  the  lead 
of  Horace  Greeley,  Representative  Sill  left  the 
Republican  party,  believing  that  a  more  concilia- 
tory policy  should  be  pursued  by  the  Government 
toward  the  people  of  the  Southern  States.  Until 
then  he  had  been  a  Republican,  and  was  especially 
prominent  in  support  of  the  Union  in  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion.  In  his  office  the  first  company  of 
the  First  Connecticut  Regiment  was  raised.  In 
the  spring  of  1873  he  was  nominated  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor upon  the  Democratic  ticket,  ex- 
Governor  Ingersoll  being  at  the  head  of  the 
ticket,  and  was  elected  to  the  office  for  four  suc- 
cessive terms.  He  is  noted  for  his  success  as  a 
jiublic  speaker,  not  only  upon  the  platform,  but 
upon  social  occasions.

HOUSE, 


Representative  from  the  city  of  Hartford,  was 
born  in  Middletown,  May  15,  1839.  His  school 
days  were  passed  at  the  common  and  High 
schools  in  Middletown  and  at  the  Academy,  of 
whicli  Daniel  H.  Chase  was  formerly  principal, 
in  the  same  place.  After  leaving  school  he  was 
employed  for  a  time  with  the  dry-goods  house 
of  W.  A.  &  J.  N.  Camp,  in  Middletown,  and  in 
the  year  18.54  came  to  Hartford  and  entered  the 
employ  of  tlie  Colt  Patent  Fire  Arms  Manufac- 
turing Company.  When  the  Republican  party 
was  organized  in  1856,  he  became  an  energetic 
worker  in  it,  and  has  since  been  identified  with 
its  interests.  In  September,  1862,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  C,  Twenty-second  Regiment,  C.  Y., 
obtaining  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  and  served  dur- 
ing the  term  of  the  regiment.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  he  became  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, and  was  for  many  years  a  comrade  of  Na- 
thaniel Lyon  Post.  Ko.  2,  of  Hartford.  Through 
his  connection  with  the  Sunday-school  of  the 
First  Universalist  Church  of  Hartford,  Mr. 
Cooley  is  well  known.  Of  this  he  was  for  sev- 
eral years  Superintendent,  and  through  his  efforts 
the  membership  was  raised  to  the  largest  of  any 
school  in  Hartford.  He  has  also  been  for  many 
years  a  leading  member  of  the  order  of  Good 
Templars.  In  State  and  national  politics  he  is 
especially  well  versed,  having  throughout  his 
life  paid  close  attention  to  political  affairs  and 
the  questions  which  have  so  often  interested  all 
voters.

HOUSE,.   ..1880-82, 


Of  Bristol,  was  born  at  Bristol,  June  27,  1827, 
and  received  a  common  school  and  academic 
education,  completing  his  course  of  study  at 
Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass.  Upon 
entering  active  life  Mr.  Manross  learned  the 
clock  business,  and  was  a  manufacturer  until 
1867,  when,  owing  to  ill  health,  he  was  obliged 
to  retire  and  give  himself  over  to  absolute  rest. 
After  rugged  treatment,  including  a  year  and  a 
half  passed  in  the  wilds  of  the  Adirondacks,  he 
regained  his  strength  and  health.  Of  late  years 
he  has  engaged  in  out-door  employment. 

The  father  of  Representative  Manross  was  the 
late  Captain  Manross,  a  pioneer  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  brass  clocks  in  America,  with  which  in- 


dustry he  was  prominently  identified.  Three  of 
his  brothers  served  in  Connecticut  regiments  dur- 
ing the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  one  of  whom  (Cap- 
tain Newton  S.  Manross)  was  killed  while  lead- 
ing his  company  (K,  of  the  Sixteenth  Regiment) 
into  the  sanguinary  field  of  Antietam.

In  1852  he  left  the  army  and 
emigrated  to  America,  and  for  two  years  followed 
agricultural  pursuits  in  Cherry  VaWey,  Otsego 
County,  N.  Y.  From  there  he  went  to  Albany 
and  engaged  in  the  hardware  business.  In  1856 
he  removed  to  New  Britain,  and  served  for  a  pe- 
riod of  sixteen  years  in  the  famous  factories  of 
the  Russell  &  Erwin  Manufacturing  Company, 
and  of  Landers,  Frary  &  Clark.  He  is  now  en- 
gaged in  business  as  a  merchant,  in  the  grocery, 
provision,  and  meat  line,  and  his  high  standing 
in  the  mercantile  community  is  due  to  the  integ- 
rity of  his  character  and  upright  dealings  with 
all  persons.

In  early  manhood  he  removed  to  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  employed  in  mercantile  pursuits 
by  his  uncle,  and  later  continued  in  that  business 
in  Wisconsin  upon  his  own  account.

At 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  Mr.  Brown  enlisted  in 
the  Federal  service,  raised  a  company  for  the 
Twenty-first  Regiment,  C.  V.,  was  commissioned 
First  Lieutenant  and  afterwards  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Captain.

He  was  born  at  Ashfield,  Mass.,  and  at 
about  the  age  of  twenty  removed  to  Michigan. 
After  clearing  some  wild  land  he  began  to  travel 
with  silk,  and  some  few  years  later  in  company 
with  two  of  his  brothers  opened  a  house  for  the 
sale  of  silks  in  Chicago.  Soon  after  the  brothers 
formed  a  partnership  with  E.  K.  Hose  of  Rock- 
ville  for  the  manufacture  of  silk.

When  only 
sixteen  years  of  age  he  enlisted  in  the  Seventy- 
first  New  York  State  Militia,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  service  enlisted  in  the  Second  New  Jer- 
sey Yolunteers  for  three  years.  Discharged  at 
the  end  of  the  term,  he  again  enlisted  for  the 
war.  The  war  over,  he  studied  electro-metal- 
lurgy. In  the  fall  of  1869  he  came  to  Connecti- 
cut and  accepted  an  engagement  with  the  Stanley 
Works  of  New  Britain,  as  an  electro-metallurgist, 
and  is  still  Superintendent  of  this  department 
of  the  concern.  Mr.  Fleischer  was  one  of  the

Britain ;  framed  the  platform  of  individual 
rights,  viz. :  "  "We,  the  German- American  citi-

urged  and  succeeded  in  having  the  New  Haven 
Convention  adopt  it ;  conducted  the  German- 
American  campaign  in  New  Britain  in  alliance 
with  the  Democratic  part}',  and  accepted  a  nom- 
ination from  the  latter  which  resulted  in  his  elec- 
tion as  Representative,  his  opponent  being  J. 
Andrew  Pickett,  President  of  one  of  the  City 
Banks,  who  is  also  an  influential  and  extensive 
manufacturer.

HOUSE,.  ..1882-83, 


Is  a  native  of  Soiithington,  Conn.,  where  he  was 
born  May  14,  1840.  •  His  education  was  ob- 
tained at  the  district  school,  and  at  Lewis  Acad- 
emy, from  which  he  withdrew  in  185Y  to  enter 
the  store  of  his  uncle,  Samuel  Pratt,  where  he 
remained  until  sickness  compelled  a  change,  when 
he  took  Horace  Greeley's  advice  and  went  West. 
After  several  months  teaching  in  Minnesota,  and 
farming  in  Illinois,  he  returned  with  established 
health  to  his  native  town,  and  in  1867  succeeded 
his  uncle  in  the  mercantile   business,    and   has 


continued  in  general  merchandizing  until  the 
present  time.

He  is  the  editor  of  the 
New  Haven  Union,  formerly  the  leading  Green- 
back journal  in  Connecticut,  but  of  late  years  an 
out-and-out  Democratic  paper.  It  has  been  ably 
conducted  by  Mr.  Troup,  and  through  its  agency 
he  has  made  his  views  and  opinions  felt  by  the 
public.  For  several  years  past  he  has  repre- 
sented his  paper  in  the  Legislature,  reporting  the 
regular  proceedings  of  the  session.  While  con-

He  has  trav- 
eled extensively,  making  three  trips  abroad,  and 
visiting  the  principal  cities  of  Europe,  Egypt,  and 
the  Syrian  coast.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Milford 
Board  of  Education,  and  was  one  of  the  two 
appointed  to  take  the  census  of  the  town  in  1880. 


From  1871  to  1878  he  was  in  a  New  York  house, 
doing  business  with  Central  America,  Montevidio, 
and  Uruguay,  and  has  some  acquaintance  with 
stock  brokerage.  His  uncle,  William  Durand, 
was  Surveyor  of  the  port  of  New  Haven  for  eight 
years,  under  Presidents  Jackson  and  Van  Buren, 
and  was  the  first  Democratic  Representative  sent 
to  tlie  Legislature  from  Milford.

He  received  a  common-school 
education,  and  in  1868  studied  for  one  year  at 
Weslejan  Academy,  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  receiving 
special  certificate  of  rank  in  the  commercial  de- 
partment. He  then  accepted  a  situation  as 
clerk  with  Carrington  &  Osborn,  a  grocery  house 
in  Naugatuck,  where  he  remained  until  1874,  the 
last  three  years  holding  a  power  of  attorney, 
and  having  the  general  management  of  the  finan- 
cial aflTairs  of  this  exceedingly  prosperous  firm. 
In  1874  he  embarked  in  the  furniture  and  under- 
taking business,  buying  out  and  succeeding  David 
Smith,  a  house  established  in  1849.  Always  a

In  the  year  1859  he  entered  the  drug  stoi-e  of 
WilHam  S.  Tyler  at  Norwich,  where  he  remained 
until  1862,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  26th  Regi- 
ment C.  Y.,  and  was  appointed  Hospital  Steward, 
and  served  as  such  during  his  term  of  service. 
On  his  return  from  the  war  he  re-entered  the 
employ  of  W.  S.  Tyler  &  Son,  continuing  the 
engagement  until  1865,  when  he  formed  a  co- 
partnership with  Wm.

He  was 
born  at  Lisbon  August  19,  1817,  and  derived  his 
education  from  the  common  schools.  His  voca- 
tion in  early  life  was  that  of  a  carpenter  and 
wheelwright,  in  connection  with  farming.

Soon  after  graduating  from  college 
he  entered  a  chemical  laboratory  in  New  York 
City,  %vhere  he  remained  for  six  years,  when  a 
favorable  opening  induced  him  to  return  to  civil

Of  Hartford,  is  one  of  the  leading  business  men 
of  this  city,  and  is  closely  identified  with  its 
industrial,  insurance,  and  financial  institutions. 
He  is  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  The  Case, 
Lockwood  &  Brainard  Company,  the  largest 
printing  and  publishing  house  in  Connecticut; 
President  of  the  Hartford  Paper  Company ; 
Director  in  the  -^tna  National  and  State  Sav- 
ings Banks,  in  the  Orient  Fire,  the  .^tna  Life 
and  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance 
Companies,  and  also  in  the  Hartford  Silver  Plate 
Company.

His  parents  being 
possessed  of  but  a  little  money,  they  could  only 
give  him  a  common-school  education,  and  early 
in  life  he  was  compelled  by  force  of  circumstances 
to  go  to  work  in  cotton  and  woolen  mills,  where 
he  was  engaged  for  eight  years.  He  then  sought 
other  occupation  and  entered  as  an  apprentice  to 
the  Bridgeport  Iron  Works,  a  concern  which  he 
with  others,  in  later  life,  owned  and  managed.

He  was  employed 
in  a  dry-goods  house  in  Ionia,  Mich.,  but  returned 
in  1879,  and  at  the  age  of  19  commenced 
business  for  himself,  engaging  in  the  dry-goods 
and  grocery  trade.

His  elementary  education  was  acquired 
at  the  district  schools  in  his  native  town,  to 
which  in  later  3'ears  was  superadded  an  academic 
course  at  the  Bartlett  High  School  in  New  Lon- 
don. The  roll  of  Representatives,  as  recorded  at 
the  State  Capitol,  discloses  the  interesting  fact 
that  during  the  last  century  Mr.  Gardner's  family 
has  been  represented  by  one  or  another  of  its 
members,  in  the  Legislature,  no  less  than  twenty- 
eight  times.  Mr.  Gardner  is  a  Democrat  in  poli- 
tics, inherited  from  father  and  grandfather,  of  the 
Jacksonian  type,  and  a  pronounced  advocate  of 
temperance.  His  first  election  to  the  Legislature

His  reelection 
the  succeeding  year  was  a  still  greater  triumph, 
inasmucli  as  he  received  the  total  vote  not  only 
of  his  own  party,  but  of  the  Republicans,  who  at 
their  caucus  indorsed  unanimously  the  Democratic 
nominee.  This  action  was  chiefly  attributable  to 
the  satisfactory  record  of  Mr.  Gardner  on  the 
prohibitory  amendment  before  tlie  Legislature  in 
1883,  which  received  his  active  support.

HOUSE,  ...1884, 


Of  Bridgeport,  was  born  August  18,  1813,  his 
father  being  Rev.  B.  S.  Noble,  rector  of  Christ 
Church  at  Micldletown  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  one  of  the  founders  and  trustees  of  Washing- 
ton College,  now  Trinity  of  Hartford.  Mr.  Noble 
himself  was  matriculated  at  Washington  College, 
but  graduated  from  Yale,  with  honors,  in  the 
class  of  1832.  He  studied  law  with  the  late 
Judge  Joseph  Wood,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Fairfield  County  bar  in  1836.  For  several  years 
he  was  Clerk  of  the  Courts  in  Fairfield  County, 
and  was  State  Attorney  there  in  ISiG.  He 
engaged  in  the  war,  and  ^served  with  honor  and 
distinction  in  the  field.  He  was  commissioned 
Colonel  of  the  Seventeenth  Connecticut,  and  par- 


ticipated with  his  regiment  in  a  number  of  hard- 
fought  engagements  in  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
and  Florida,  including  Chancellorsville  and  Fort 
Wagner.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  was  brevet- 
ted  Brigadier-General  on  the  recommendation  of 
General  Grant.  General  Noble  acted  with  the 
Republican  party  during  the  war  and  until  th'e 
nomination  of  Horace  Greeley,  when  he  united 
with  the  Democrats,  and  is  still  a  member  of  that 
organization.

passed  unanimously.  It  protects  the  trees  in 
highways  and  also  the  rights  of  adjoining  propri- 
etors. He  was  Town  Committee  for  the  Repub- 
licans eight  years,  and  every  one  of  those  years 
the  Republicans  elected  their  Representative. 
He  has  served  as  Town  Auditor,  Acting  School 
Visitor,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  of  the  Board  of  Relief,  Registrar  of  Voters, 
and  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  has  been  for  many 
years  First  Committee  of  the  First  Ecclesiastical 
Society,  and  its  Treasurer.  In  1879  he  was 
appointed    by    Governor   Andrews   one    of   the 


Appraisers  of  State  Property  at  the  Wethersfield 
Prison.  In  1885  he  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Harrison  a  Delegate  from  this  State  to  the 
N^ational  Agricultural  Convention  at  New  Or- 
leans. He  was  nominated  by  the  Republicans 
for  Senator  in  the  old  Twenty-first  District  in 
1874,  and  was  the  Republican  candidate  for 
Judge  of  Probate  in  the  Andover  District  in  1882. 
Mr.  Skinner  was  born  at  Vernon,  November  2, 
1831.  After  receiving  a  common-school  educa- 
tion he  attended  the  Plainfield  Academy,  and 
then  Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass. 
He  was  Principal  of  the  Washington  and  Frank- 
lin public  scliools  in  the  city  of  Rahway,  New 
Jersey,  when  his  health  failed,  in  1858,  compel- 
ling him  to  retire  from  all  business  for  quite  a 
period  of  time.  His  grandfather  was  a  Revo- 
lutionary soldier,  enlisting  in  April,  1775,  under 
Colonel  and  afterwards  General  Israel  Putnam. 
Mr.  Skinner  married  Mary  D.  Burnap,  daughter 
of  the  late  Daniel  Burnap,  Esq.,  of  Andover, 
for  many  years  a  prominent  and  influential  citi- 
zen, and  for  several  sessions  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  from  Coventry.

HOUSE, ....  1885, 


Of  Bristol,  is  a  successful  business  man,  and  has 
made  his  own  way  in  the  world,  reaching  the 
position  which  he  now  occupies  through  hard 
work.  He  was  born  at  Burlington,  March  17, 
1828,  and  received  a  common-school  education. 
When  fifteen  years  of  age  he  hired  out  to  work 
on  a  farm  at  eight  dollars  a  month,  and  labored 
two  years  in  that  way.

His  boyhood  was  spent  on  one  of  the  beautiful 
farms  situated  on  the  ridge  of  land  along  which 
the  main  road  running  north  and  south  was  orig- 
inally laid  out.  Signiticant  of  his  attachment  to 
locality  and  home  is  the  fact  that  he  still  lives 
upon  an  estate  that  has  been  in  his  family  for 
three  or  four  generations.  His  first  school  days 
were  spent  at  the  district  school-house  not  far 
away.  For  a  hundred  and  fifty  years  the  town 
of  West  Hartford  has  been  famous  for  its  excel- 
lent schools,  which  early  in  the  century  were 
maintained  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Society.  In 
common  with  many  other  New  England  towns 
West  Hartford  established  an  academy,  to  which 
the  future  legislator  was  sent  in  maturing  youth.

Of  MeiideD,  long  a  prominent  figure  in  secret 
society  matters  and  in  politics,  was  born  in  Bark- 
hamsted,  July  20,  1828,  of  a  family  that  has 
furnished  recruits  for  all  American  wars  for  the 
past  200  years.  Seven  members  of  it  served  in 
the  old  French  war,  sixteen  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution,  ten  or  twelve  in  that  of  1812-14,  and 
from  50  to  100  in  the  late  Rebellion  —  all  de- 
scendants of  John  Lee,  the  250th  anniversarj-  of 
whose  settlement  in  the  Connecticut  colony  was 
celebrated  in  Hartford  in  August,  1884,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  present  sketch  presiding.  Mr.  Lee  was 
one  of  the  charter  members  of  Company  I,  Second 


Regiment  C.  N.  G.,  holding  a  Lieutenant's  com- 
mission for  four  years.  He  enlisted  in  the  xsine- 
teenth  C.  V.,  but  was  rejected  on  account  of  a 
broken  arm.  He  studied  at  the  Southwest  Dis- 
trict School  in  Barkhamsted  and  graduated  from 
his  father's  mill,  at  the  east  end  of  the  bridge 
over  Tunxis  river.  Pleasant  Yalley.  In  1848  he

At  the  age  of  twenty-five  he  accepted  a  special 
agency  for  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  New  York,  which  position  he  subsequently 
abandoned  to  engage  in  mercantile  business. 
For  the  last  thirteen  years  he  has  been  proprietor 
of  a  leading  dry-goods  and  grocery  store  in  Had- 
lyme,  with  interests  also  in  the  lumber  and  wood

His  father,  John  Gilbert,  was  for  forty 
years  a  merchant  in  Mansfield,  and  a  pioneer  in 
the  temperance  reformation  ;  having  been  Chair- 
man of  a  meeting  in  Tolland,  at  which  the  first 
Temperance  Society  in  the  county  was  organized. 
His  mother  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Increase 
and  Cotton  Mather  through  Rev.  John  Williams 
of  Deerfield,  and  Rev.  Nathan  Strong,  first  min- 
ister in  North  Coventry.

Of  Willington,  was  born  in  Bradford,  Yorkshire, 
England,  April  3,  1830.  His  early  education 
was  received  from  the  common  schools  of  his 
native  town.  In  1856,  then  a  young  man  of 
twenty-six,  he  emigrated  to  America.  On  arriv- 
ing in  this  country,  he  went  to  Paterson,  N.  J., 
where  he  spent  a  year  engaged  in  his  trade  of 
wool-sorting.

Of  Hartford,  was  bom  in  Hartford,  September  9, 
1838,  being  a  son  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Jaines 
Hamersley,  who  wasfor  many  years  a  distinguished 
resident  of  the  city.  He  was  a  scholar  at  the  old 
Hartford  Grammar  School  before  the  High  School 
was  established.  Afterwards  he  was  at  the  High 
School.  Mr.  Hamersley  entered  Trinity  College 
in  1854,  but  left  during  his  Senior  year,  begin- 
ning his  legal  studies  in  the  office  of  Welch  &

JOHN    E.    SCANLAN, 


HOUSE,....  1886-87, 


Was  born  in  Simsbuiy,  May  22, 1857.  His  early 
education  he  received  in  the  common  school  of 
his  native  place,  and  in  1872  removed  to  Hart- 
ford. After  a  six  months'  course  at  St.  Peter's 
School  in  this  city,  he  went  to  St.  Charles  College, 
Ellicott  City,  Maryland.  In  that  institution  he 
remained  a  year  and  then  entered  Niagara  College, 
Suspension  Bridge,  New  York.  There  he  rapid- 
ly endeared  himself  to  the  professors  and  students 
alike,  and  when  he  gi'aduated  in  1877  it  was  with 
the  highest  honors.  Immediately  on  his  return 
to  Hartford,  Mr.  Scanlan  entered  the  law  office 
of  Messrs.  Hyde  &  Joslyn,  and  for  three  years 
devoted  himself  to  a  close  study  of  law.  He  was 
a  diligent  student,  pursuing  his  course  there  with 
a  determination  and  perseverance  which  won  for 


him  the  approbation  of  older  lights  of  the  bar. 
In  1880  he  passed  a  difficult  examination  and 
was  admitted  to  practice  at  the  Hartford  County 
Bar.  Soon  after  he  became  engaged  with  his 
brother  in  the  publication  of  the  Connecticut  Cath- 
olic, and,  for  the  time  being,  gave  up  the  practice 
of  law.  He  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  time, 
the  editor  of  that  paper.  During  the  Presidential 
campaign  of  1884,  his  logical  articles  won  for  hiui 
the  praise  and  the  respect  of  the  older  members 
of  the  party.

Of  Danbury,  was  born  February  2-i,  1842,  at 
New  Fairfield,  and  graduated  from  the  common 
schools.  He  moved  to  Brookfield  when  but  three 
years  of  age.  At  eleven  he  was  left  fatherless, 
and,  returning  to  New  Fairfield,  worked  for  a 
farmer  for  his  board  and  clothing.  Then  he 
worked  as  a  newsboy  on  the  New  Jersey  railroads, 
and  on  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  road. 
Then  for  a  year  he  was  clerk  for  a  large  grocery 
firm  in  New  York  city.  At  sixteen  he  went  to 
sea,  before  the  mast,  for  three  years.  When  ofli" 
the  coast  of  Wales  his  ship  burned  to  the  water's 
edge,  and  he  suffered  a  fracture  ot  the  skull,  for 
which  he  was  successfully  treated  in  a  Liverpool 
hospital.

He  studied  in  the  common  and  private 
schools,  and  afterwards  became  one  of  the  largest 
wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  coal  and  building 
material  in  Fairfield  County.  He  is  located  at 
South  Norwalk.  He  served  the  city  of  South 
Norwalk  as  Treasurer  for  nine  ^-ears  —  a  position 
he  still  occupies  —  has  been  a  Councilman,  and  is 
a  Director  in  the  Cit}-  National  Bank  —  has  been 
such  since  its  organization  —  and  for  many  years 
has  been  elected  a  Director  in  the  Norwalk  Iron 
Works  Company,  the  Norwalk  Lock  Company, 
and  in  the  South  Norwalk  Savings  Society,  of 
which  he  is  also  Vice-President.  He  has  been 
connected  with  the  Congregational  Society  in  an 
official  capacity  for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.

Mr.  Kelly's  great-grandfather  participated  in  the 
War  of  the  Revolution ;  his  grandfather  in  the 
War  of  1812;  his  father,  brother,  and  himself  in 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion  —  a  war  record  of  which 
the  family  is  very  justly  proud.  His  grandfather, 
Ebenezer  Kelly,  was  for  four  terms  a  Represen- 
tative in  the  Legislature;  and  his  father,  John 
Kelly,  served  in  the  same  capacity  twice,  subse- 
quently filling  the  office  of  County  Commissioner.

Mr.  Kelly  was  once  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  town  of  Sprague,  and  Postmaster 
there  four  years.  He  has  also  been  Assessor, 
Selectman,  and  Notary  Public.  He  is  a  Repub- 
lican, and  thoroughly  popular  in  the  commimity 
where  he  resides.  When  the  commission  of  "  In- 
spector of  Factories"  was  created  by  the  State 
Legislature'  in  1887,  Mr.  Kelly  was  appointed  to 
the  commissionership  by  Governor  Lounsbury. 
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GUSTAVUS  D.  BATES, 


HOUSE,...  1887, 


Of  Thompson,  was  born  in  that  town  in  October 
1839,  and  studied  in  the  common  schools.  His 
father  was  a  farmer  and  went  to  Grosvenordale 
when  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  but  seven 
years  of  age,  as  "  Outside  "  Superintendent  for  the 
Grosvenordale  Company.  The  boy,  rather  than 
acknowledge  a  school  teacher's  authority,  became 
a  mill  operative.  When  his  father  returned  to 
Thompson,  he  returned  also,  and  worked  on  the 
farm  until  sixteen  years  of  age,  when  he  became 
a  school-teacher  in  Burrillville,  R.  I.,  continuing 
for  two  terms,  the  following  year  teaching  for  two 
terras  at  North  Grosvenordale,  Conn.,  afterward 
entering  a  factory  store  at  Grosvenordale.  He 
enlisted  in  1862  in  the  Seventh  Ehode  Island 
Regiment,  in  which  he  received  seven  promotions, 
and  after  serving  two  and  a  half  years  returned 
disabled  by  exposure  and  wounds.  Young  Bates' 
military  ardor  and  patriotism  were  so  intense 
that  he  ran  away  from  home  to  enlist,  much  to 


the  disgust  of  his  father,  who,  when  he  hade  his 
son  good-bye,  as  with  his  regiment  he  started  for 
the  front,  said  to  him  quite  pointedly  —  "  Run- 
away boys  do  not  generally  come  out  very  well." 
Grasping  the  paternal  hand  warmly,  the  young 
soldier  replied,  "Father,  I'll  make  a  noble  excep- 
tion to  your  rule!" — which  promise  he  abund- 
antly verified.  While  in  the  service  young  Bates 
di'ubbed  with  hot  ashes  an  officer  who  was  steal- 
ing the  regiment's  rations.  For  this  he  was 
court-martialed,  but  the  same  day  was  restored 
to  his  former  position  as  First  Sergeant,  and  soon 
made  Acting  Quartermaster,  the  guilty  officer 
being  dishonorably  discharged.  From  1865  to 
1875  he  traveled  for  a  Boston  house,  and  when 
his  health  gave  way  returned  to  Putnam,  where 
he  formed  a  connection  with  the  "  Connecticut 
Clothing  Company."  Colonel  Bates  is  tall  in 
stature,  angular,  ready  in  debate,  aud  exceedingly 
popular  among  his  acquaintances.

HOUSE 1887, 


Of  Litchfield,  was  born  in  Litchfield,  July  28, 
1819,  and  received  an  academic  education.  In 
politics  Mr.  Wessells  is  a  Republican,  and  as 
such  was  elected  Deputy  Sherift'  of  Litchfield 
County  in  1845,  and  served  in  this  capacity  until 
1854,  when  he  was  elected  Sheriff,  a  position  lie 
held  until  1866.  He  was  Postmaster  of  Litch- 
field from  1850  to  1854.  In  the  war  he  served 
with  distinction  as  Colonel  of  the  Nineteenth 
Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteers,  from  July  28, 
1862,  to  September  15,  1863,  the  date  of  his  res- 


ignation. He  was  made  Provost  Marshal  of  the 
Fourth  District,  January  9,  1864,  and  held  that 
position  until  the  close  of  the  war.  In  1866  he 
entered  mercantile  life,  and  has  pursued  his  avo- 
cation in  this  direction  since.  In  1879  he  was 
elected  to  the  House,  serving  on  the  Railroad 
Committee,  and  the  same  year  was  appointed

Of  Sharon,  was  born  at  Redding  in  1839,  and 
received  a  common-school  and  academic  education 
at  Redding  Ridge  Academy.  He  has  had  three 
years'  experience  in  the  House,  having  been  a 
member  of  that  body  in  1868,  1872,  and  1876, 
and  served  among  others  on  the  State  Prison 
Committee.  He  removed  to  Sharon  from  Red- 
ding in  1861:,  and  has  held  the  offices  of  Selectman 
and   Town    Treasurer  there.     He   has    been   an 


architect  and  builder,  and  has  constructed  a  good 
deal  of  heavv  masonry.  Mr.  Bartram's  grand- 
father, Isaac  Bartram,  with  four  brothers,  went 
through  the  Revolutionary  War.

Of  Thomaston,  was  born  June  30,  1828,  his 
mother  being  a  direct  descendant  of  Barnabas 
Ford,  one  of  the  oldest  settlers  of  Northbnry 
(now  Thomaston),  then  part  of  the  town  of 
Waterbury.  Mr.  Wood  began  early  in  life  to 
earn  his  own  living,  working  at  farming  summers 
and  attending  school  during  the  winter  months. 
At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  received  from  his  father 
his  time  as  a  heritage,  and  immediately  contracted 
with  Morse  &  Blakeslee  (both  cousins  of  his)  to 
serve  a  three  years'  apprenticeship  in  learning  the 
trade  of  making  clock  movements,  remaining  in 
the  employ  of  the  firm  one  year  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term.

Of  Woodbury,  is  a  native  of  Ireland ;  was  born 
September  6,  1837,  in  the  village  of  Carrobeg 
Skelly,  Parish  of  Cashel,  Longford  County. 
Came  to  this  country  in  1853  and  to  Woodbury 
in  April,  1854,  where  he  found  a  home  in  the 
family  of  the  late  Joseph  F.  Walker,  and  from 
him  learned  the  blacksmith  trade.  After  six 
years  in  the  service  of  Mr.  Walker  he  established 
a  business  of  his  own,  and  still  wields  the  ham- 
mer with  telling  blows.  Received  some  ediica- 
tion  in  the  National  School  in  Ireland,  and  in  the 
common  school  in  Woodbury.  Mr.  Skelly  is  the 
Democratic  Registrar  of  Voters,  and  has  held 
that  office  for  seven  yeare ;  was  for  three  years  a 
Grand  Juror,  is  now  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
Trial  Justice,  and  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
Town  Committee.

Of  Middletown,  was  born  in  that  city  March  28, 
1854.  The  common  schools,  D.  W.  Chase's  pri-

He  has  been  Grand  Juror  and  agent  to  vote  upon 


the  town's  railroad  stock.  He  is  a  clothier  and 
dealer  in  gents'  furnishing  goods,  and  a  Democrat, 
whose  father,  the  late  M.  H.  Griffin,  was  the  first 
Irishman  elected  a  Representative  from  Middle-
